CONSTITUTION 

Name 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County,  North  Carolina. 

Objects 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  consider 
and  promote  measures  for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence, 
and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and  direct- 
ing their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  IBaptist  State  Convention  in  all  its 
missionary,   educational  and    benevolent  work. 

Membership 

Article  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  it,  and  each  affiliating 
church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association 
by   three   messengers  chosen   by  the   church,   by   its   pastor   and   by 


other  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association,  and  the  executive  officer  of  its  associ- 
ation. 

Article  4.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose 
its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP 
provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOOIATIONAL- 
LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  body. 
The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  Church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes 
their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full 
membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual 
Session.  If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the 
Moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Article  5.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for 
three  successive  years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  for 
such  failure  are  given. 

Article  6.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any 
church  in  its  membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in 
faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought  against  it  by 
some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 

Organization 

Article  7.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Mod- 
erator, a  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  ballot 
on  the  second  day  of  the  session  before  noon  recess  adjournment,  by  a 
majority  of  the  messengers  voting,  and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office 
upon  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  con- 
tue  in  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  appoint  all  committtees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise 
all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private 
duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their 
work  for  the  kingdom. 

Article  9.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association;  shall  read  the  same  for  approval  before  the 
close  of  each  annual  session;  shall  superintend  their  printing  and 
distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Statistical  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  their  denominational  agencies  or  insti- 
tutions requesting  them;   shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  Association  re- 
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cords  and  have  it  present  at  each  annual  session;  shall  provide  at 
least  one  month  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  letters 
for  the  use  of  the  churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Associ- 
ation: shall  suggest  to  each  church  the  amount  based  on  its  mem- 
bership and  contributions  to  other  objects,  needed  for  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

Article  10.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  as  directed  by  the  Association,  making  an  item- 
ized statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Committee 

Article  11.  The  executive-Promotion  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk;  Treasurer,  the  Sun- 
day School  Associational  Leader,  the  Training  Union  Leader,  the 
W.  M.  U.  Associational  Superintendent,  and  all  the  pastors  of 
churches  within  the  Association,  together  with  one  member  from 
each  church  elected  annually  by  the  Association  upon  nomination 
of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  A  quorum  shall  consist 
of  ten  members  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  including 
four  of  the  associational  officers  named  above  in  this  article, 
providing  either  the  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  is  present. 

Article  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  to  Cooperate  with  the  Baptist  iState  Convention  and 
with  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  the  promotion  of  any  plans 
which  may  seem  wise  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and 
they  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into  success- 
ful operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association.  The  committee 
shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  moderator  or  its  chairman. 

Article  13.  A  Committee  on  Nomination;  a  Committee  on 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher;  a  Committee  on  Resolutions;  and  a 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business;  Missions  Committee,  Committee  of 
Trustees  (Standing  Committee)  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
on  the  first  day  of  each  session.  All  except  the  last  named  commit- 
tee shall  make  their  reports  to  the  Association  before  final  adjourn- 
ment, while  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  prepare  the 
program  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  at  least 
one  month  before  the  date  of  meeting,  and  present  the  same  to 
the  Association  for  adoption  or  alternation  at  its  opening  session. 

Article  14.  Committee  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  said 
Association. 

Article  15.  Under  (Committees  The  Associational  Mission's 
Committee;  shall  be  composed  of  Heads  of  each  Associational  De- 
partment, namely  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  W.  M.  U.  and 
Brotherhood.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  chairman  and  three 
pastors  to  complete  this  Committee.  This  committee  shall  cooperate 
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with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of  Baptist  work 
throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters 
pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  to  the  Association  for  the  employment  of  any  paid  workers  of 
the  Association;  to  consult  with  the  finance  and  budget  committee 
on  matters  of  expense;  to  provide  information  to  the  State  Board 
which  might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Article  16.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  decided  according  to  some  standard  works  on  Paiiimentary  practice. 

Article  17.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any 
annual  session  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer, 

in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi- 
ness may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  in  the  matter  of  making 
changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, and  avoid  the  use  of  unecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  towards 
one  another  such  courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  Amendment  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

7.  The  congregation  rested  from  their  seats  by  singing  of  a 
hymn  led  by  Vestal  Moore. 

8.  A  preliminary  digest  of  the  Associational  letters  was  given 
by  Mr.  Tommy  Earp,  clerk.  T.  E.  Story  moved  the  adoption  of  this 
report,  J.  F.  Jordon  seconded  the  move.  The  motion  carried. 

9.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  brought  by  Mr. 
T.  E.  Story.  Chairman.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Mr.  Bill 
Sturdivant  seconded  the  move,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

10.  The  treasurer,  Mr.  Chalmer  Dyer,  brought  his  financial 
report  for  the  Associational  year.  His  report  showed  every  church 
giving  to  the  payment  on  the  Associational  parsonage,  and  to  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

He  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report,  Rev.  Harvey  White 
seconded  the  move.  The  report  was  adopted. 

11.  The  Finance  Committee  submitted  the  proposed  budget  for 
the  next  Associ-ational  year.  They  recommended  Sunday,  March 
24th  be  set  aside  as  Parsonage  Day  to  help  pay  off  the  indebtedness 
of  the  parsonage.  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  Chairman,  moved  the  adopt- 
ion of  the  budget  and  the  special  day.  The  move  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  T.  E.  Story.  The  motion  carried. 

12.  Rev.  Clyde  Church,  the  Associational  representative  for 
the  Baptist  Hospital  gave  his  report.  He  reported  34  churches  out 
of  the  38  contributed  to  the  Hospital  in  designated  gifts.  Mr.  T.  E. 
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Story    seconded    the    move    made    by    Rev.    Clyde    Church    for    the 
adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

13.  Dr.  W.  K.  McGhee,  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  spoke  concern- 
ing the  ministries  of  the  hospital.  He  pointed  out  the  cost  of  one 
days  care  of  a  patient  at  the  hospital  is  Eighteen  Dollars.  He 
emphasized  the  wonderful  work  being  done  in  the  training  of 
doctors  and  nurses.  He  also  spoke  of  gifts  made  by  the  Ford 
Foundation  and  other  sources  in  relationship  to  the  new  addition 
to  house  the  Radioactive  Cobalt  unit  at  a  cost  of  $100,000.00  This 
will  be  the  first  machine  of  its  type  in  North  (Carolina.  The  Radio- 
active Cobalt  unit  will  give  the  hospital  a  new  weapon  in  its  fight 
against  cancer. 

14.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  requested  time  be 
given  to  Rev.  James  Hayes,  representing  the  Baptist  Homes,  and 
for  the  report  given  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Eller,  Associational  Representa- 
tive for  the  Homes.  Time  was  granted  for  these  reports.  Rev.  Eller's 
report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hayes  spoke  in  relationship  to  the  possibilities  of  the  new 
home  now  being  constructed  at  Winston-Salem.  He  also  pointed 
out  that  all  the  churches  in  our  Association  contributed  to  the 
Baptist  Homes  except  three. 

15.  The  Baptist  Training  Union  report  was  ably  given  by  the 
Training  Union  Director,  Miss  Lnuda  Hendren.  After  the  move  and 
the  adoption  of  this  report,  Miss  Peggy  Joines  from  the  Walnut 
Grove  Church  gave  the  speech  she  used  in  the  Better  Speakers 
Tournaments  where  she  represented  our  Association,  our  Region, 
and  the  State.  Miss  Hendren  recommended  the  list  of  officers  for 
the  new  Associational  year  and  which  was  adopted  along  with  her 
report. 

16.  Brother  J.  F.  Jordon  reported  for  the  Brotherhood  by 
giving  a  short  history  of  the  (Brotherhood  in  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Association.  He  also  pointed  out  we  have  eight  churches  with 
Brotherhoods  with  an  enrollment  of  244.  This  is  a  gain  of  four 
churches  and  112  enrollment.  His  report  also  included  the  list  of 
new  officers  which  was  moved  and  adopted  by  the  messengers. 

Rev.  Bill  Jackson,  State  Representative  for  the  Brotherhood 
and  R.  A.  work,  spoke  concerning  the  growth  of  the  R.  A.  and 
Brotherhood  work  in  our  state.  He  related  the  results  of  the  Cuban 
Tour  for  R.  A.  boys.  He  presented  a  Baseball  Trophy  to  the  Little 
Rock  R.  A.  Chapter,  for  complying  with  the  rules  of  the  R.  A. 
Baseball   Tournament  set   up   by  the  State  R.   A.   Office. 

Little  Rock  was  one  of  the  four  Chapters  entering  the 
Tournament  this  past  summer.  The  trophy  was  received  for  the 
Chapter  by  Odis  Livingston,  Terry  Ferguson,  and  Scott  Livingston. 
The  Counselors  are  Mr.  Jarvis  Tripplet  and  Rev.  Major  Edwards, 
Pastor. 

17.  A  congregational  hymn  was  sung,  led  by  Mr.  Vestal  Moore. 
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Rev.  Roby  McNeil  read  the  Scripture— Matt.  28:  16-20  preceding  the 
Annual  Introductory  sermon  brought  by  Rev.  A.  B.  Cook,  Jr.  Brother 
Cook  used  as  his  theme  "World  Wide  Missions".  His  text  was  Gen.  12: 
1-3. 

(1)  The  Great  Commission  of  God  began  when  it  was  issued 
to  Abraham. 

(2)  The  Great  Commission  was  finally  given  to  the  Christian 
Church  through  the  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ. 

(3)  We,  as  individual  Christians,  are  stewards  of  God's  mes- 
sage with  a  universal  purpose.  As  such,  we  need  to 
visualize  and  present  a  challenging  message  to  our 
churches   of  world   wide   missions. 

The  morning  session  recessed  with  prayer  until  1:15. 

Tuesday  Afternoon 

18.  After  a  bountiful  lunch  was  served  by  the  members  of  the 
Fishing  Creek  Church,  the  session  reconvened  at  1:15.  Rev.  Major 
Edwards  conducted  the  opening  devotional  service,  using  Phil.  1:27. 

19.  Brother  Wayne  Vannoy  brought  the  Sunday  School  report  and 
spoke  to  same.  The  report  was  adopted  along  with  the  list  of  new 
Sunday   School   officers  for  the  coming  year. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Hal  Hawkins,  V.  B.  S.  Leader,  the  Vacat- 
ion Bible  School  report  was  adopted  without  reading. 

Rev.  Jack  Bagwell  spoke  for  the  State  Sunday  School  Depart- 
ment. He  emphasized  the  great  number  of  possibilities  waiting  to  be 
enrolled  in  our  Baptist  Sunday  Schools. 

20.  Brother  J.  F.  Jordon,  the  Historian,  presented  a  well-prepared 
history  of  the  Fishing  Creek  Baptist  Church. 

21.  Moderator  Idol  recognized  the  college  representatives  on 
Christian  Education.  They  were:  W.  L.  Lynch  and  Dr.  Hoyt  Blackwell 
from  Mars  Hill  College.  They  brought  greetings  from  Mars  Hill,  but 
spoke  concerning  all  the  Baptist  Colleges  in  our  state.  The  B.  S.  U. 
Report  was  adopted  without  reading. 

22.  A  congregational   hymn  was  sung. 

Brother  Earl  Adams  made  his  report  on  the  Baptist  Orphanages. 
After  this  report  was  adopted,  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  Charity  and 
Children,  talked  about  the  growth  of  the  orphanage. 

After  the  session  was  over,  Mr.  Grant  made  pictures  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  officers. 

23.  Brother  W.  R.  Wagoner  gave  a  report  on  the  Seminary  Ex- 
tension Center.  He  stated  the  three  courses  to  be  taught  during  the 
school  year  1956-57  are  New  Testament  taught  by  W.  R.  Wagoner; 
Christian  Doctrines  taught  by  Rev.  Henry  Morgan;  and  Religious  Edu- 
cation taught  by  Rev.  A.  B.  Cooke,  Jr.  Each  teacher  was  ask  to  in- 
troduce course  he  will  be  teaching.  Dr.  Wagoner's  report  was  adopted. 

24.  The  moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  miscellaneous  business  to 
come  before  the  body.  At  which  time,  Rev.  Jenkins,  Missionary,  made 
a  move  that  a  complete  Historical  Table  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Miss- 
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ionary  Baptist  Association  be  published  in  the  1956-57  Minutes  in- 
cluding the  Time,  Place,  Moderator,  Clerk,  Preacher,  Number  of 
Churches  in  the  Association,  and  number  of  members.  The  motion 
was  adopted. 

The  session  adjourned  with  prayer  to  reconvene  Wednesday  morn- 
ing with  the  Beaver  Creek  Baptist  Church,  October  10,  1956. 

October  10,  1956 
Wednesday  Morning 

25.  The  Eighty-Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  reconvened  for  it's  second  day  with  the  Beaver 
Creek  Baptist  Church  at  9:45.  John  V.  Idol,  Moderator,  called  the 
session  to  order.  A  congregational  hymn  was  led  by  Brother  E.  J. 
Jenkins. 

The  morning  devotions  was  led  by  Rev.  Robert  Schreckenberg. 
He  used  as  his  subject,  "Cooperation  wins  the  lost" — Luke  5:17-26, 
1  Cor.  3:6-9;  and  John  5:1-12. 

26.  Mrs.  Clyde  Church  made  a  motion  that  her  Biblical  Recorder 
Report  be  adopted  without  reading,  so  Dr.  Carpenter,  editor  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  could  have  more  time.  The  motion  carried.  Dr. 
Carpenter  said  "Christian  literature  is  essential  to  Christian  Homes. 
"Last  year  62,413  copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  mailed  to  the 
homes  of  Baptist  people.  One  thousand  two  hundred  had  participated 
in  the  club  plan,  and  four  hundred  churches  are  participating  in  the 
Every-Family  Plan."  He  encouraged  every  home  to  subscribe  to  the 
Biblical  Recorder.  While  giving  his  talk,  sample  copies  of  the  Recorder 
was  passed  out  to  the  audience. 

27.  Rev.  Glenn  Huffman,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Nominating 
Committee  the  Associational  Officers  for  the  New  year  which  is  listed 
in  the  Directory.  This  list  of  officers  was  adopted. 

28.  Rev.  Glenn  Huffman  presented  the  officers  of  the  Pastor's 
Conference  and  for  the  Seminary  Extension  School.  They  were 
adopted. 

29.  Rev.  A.  W.  Eller  reported  for  the  Time,  Place,  Preacher 
Committee:  Tuesday,  October  Sth  at  Zion  Hill  Church — Introductory 
Sermon  by  Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen,  Alternate  Rev.  J.  G.  Cardwell. 

Wednesday,  October  9th  at  Calvary  Church — Missionary  Ser- 
mon by  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Alternate  Rev.  George  Walters.  The 
motion  carried. 

30.  Rev.  E.  J.  Jenkins,  Associational  Missionary,  made  a 
motion  that  the  (Constitution  be  changed  to  read: 

Article  4.  Any  Church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  this 
Association  shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that 
purpose  its  request  tor  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEM- 
BERSHIP provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCI- 
ATIONAL LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  annual  session  of 
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the  body.  The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee 
on  New  Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  Church  maintains 
for  the  year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  committee 
makes  their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into 
full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next 
Annual  Session.  If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church 
the  Moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messen- 
gers. 

Article  13.  Under  Committees:  To  include  a  Missions  Com- 
mittee  and   Committee   of   Trustees   a   Standing   Committee. 

The  Constitution  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  two  new 
Articles,  concerning  Missions  Committee  and  Committee  of 
Trustees  as  follows: 

Article  14.  Committee  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  said 
Association. 

Article  15.  Under  Committees  —  The  Associational  Missions 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  Heads  of  each  Associational  De- 
partment, namely  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint 
the  Chairman  and  three  pastors  to  complete  this  committee.  This 
committee  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the 
extension  of  Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and 
advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  to  the  Association  for  the  employment, 
of  any  paid  workers  of  the  Association;  to  consult  with  the  finance 
and  budget  committee  on  matters  of  expense:  to  provide  infor- 
mation to  the  State  Board  which  might  be  helpful  in  meeting  mis- 
sionary needs  and  make  recommendations  to  Association  in  matters 
of  this  kind. 

That  Article  14  and  Article  15  to  be  changed  to  read  as  Article 
1G  and  Article  17  for  clarification. 

The  motion  was  duly  adopted. 

31.  Rev.  Guy  Cain,  represented  the  Baptist  Program.  He  insist- 
ed that  our  churches  need  to  be  more  Mission  minded,  because  of 
the  appalling  number  of  lost  people  in  the  world  today. 

32.  Rev.  R.  M.  Hauss,  from  the  Allied  Church  League,  spoke 
concerning  social  service  and  civic  righteous.  The  main  body  of  his 
text  related  the  urgent  need  of  cooperation  and  participation  in  the 
circulation  and  signing  the  petition  for  State-wide  Alcoholic 
Referendum.  He  also  pointed  out  the  need  of  financial  aid  for  this 
cause.  The  congregation  responded  by  contributing  $S3.50  to  be 
used  in  securing  this  referendum. 

3  3.  Mrs  W.  R.  Wagoner  made  her  report  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work. 
She    included    Mrs.    Jenkins,    Young    People's    report.      After    Mrs. 
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Wagoner  moved  the  adoption  of  these  reports,  the  motion  was 
carried. 

34.  Mr.  Bill  Sturdivant  spoke  for  the  Committee  of  Trustees. 
He  offered  a  suggestion  that  an  Associational  Office  24  x  20  be 
built  on  the  north  side  of  parsonage  connected  by  a  breezeway.  The 
office  building  should  have  two  spaces;  office  space  and  a  single 
car  garage  that  can  be  used  as  a  conference  room.  He  estimated 
the  cost  at  $1,000.00  or  $1200.00.  Discussion  followed.  Several 
proposed  plans  for  raising  the  money  was  discussed  but  none  was 
adopted.  Rev.  Jenkins,  Missionary  for  the  Association,  requested 
that  the  $300  increase  in  his  salary  and  the  $3  00  increase  for  office 
expense  be  given  for  this  project.  This  proposal  was  immediately 
turned  down.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Sturdivant  that  a  brick 
layer  had  offered  one  full  week  of  his  time  free  to  lay  the  blocks 
and  bricks.  Others  have  promised  contributions  of  framing  and 
sheeting,  and  labor.  No  definite  plan  could  be  reached  for  the 
raising  of  money  needed  to  begin  construction.  Dr.  Wagoner  made 
a  motion  that  the  Associational  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  move  along  toward  the  construction  of  an 
Associational  office  adjacent  to  the  parsonage  whenever  materials, 
labor,  and  funds  can  be  made  available.  Dr.  Wagoner's  motion  was 
seconded  by  Ray  Parsons;    the  motion  was  approved. 

3  5.  Rev.  B.  J.  Jenkins  read  his  and  Mrs.  Jenkins  report  at 
this  time.  Both  reports  were  adopted. 

3  6.  Brother  Hunter  Church  brought  a  most  inspirational  Mis- 
sionary message  after  the  singing  of  a  hymn — page  359  "Bringing 
in  the  Sheaves".  Prayer  was  offered  by  W.  W.  Miles.  Brother 
Church's  subject  was  "The  Supreme  Command".  His  Text  was  "Go 
Ye  into  All  the  World  and  Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature" — - 
using  Matt.   9:35-38,   Mark   16:14-16. 

1.  The  Compassion  of  our  Lord  when  he  saw  the  need. 

2.  After  seeing  the  multitudes  need,  He  gave  the  supreme 

command. 

3.  Man  is  to  follow  Christ  with  the  same  compassion  and 

concern. 

Brother  Church  pointed  out,  among  many  things,  the  giving  of 
the  tenth  is  essential  if  we  are  to  follow  this  supreme  command, 
along  with  daily  spiritual  growth. 

Following  prayer,  the  session  recessed  for  lunch. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

37.  After  the  fellowship  around  a  long,  well-filled  table 
prepared  by  the  Beaver  Creek  Church,  the  seession  reconvened  at 
1:15.  Vice-Moderator,  Charlie  Proffit,  call  the  afternoon  session 
to  order.  A  congregational  hymn  was  sung,  "We've  A  Story  to  Tell 
To  the  Nations'',  led  by  Brother  Jenkins. 
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Rev.  Henry  Morgan  led  the  afternoon  devotions  using  as  his 
Scripture  text  I  Cor.   8:8-15. 

3  8.  The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  W. 
R.  Wagoner.  Chairman.  This  report  was  adopted. 

3  9.  The  new  church,  Bethany,  was  accepted  into  the  Associ- 
ation with  a  unanimous  vote.  The  moderator  gave  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship  to  the  pastor,  Rev.  Clate  Brown. 

4  0.  Friendly  Grove  Baptist  Church  was  received  under  the 
watcbcare  of  the  Association.  The  church  was  organized  September 
2,  1956  with  a  charter  membership  of  fifteen  and  the  present 
membership  of  twenty-one.  Rev.  Ralph  Miller  is  pastor.  Deacons 
are:  Mr.  J.  E.  Nichols,  Mr.  "W.  C.  Church,  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Spears. 
Church  clerk  is  Mr.  W.C.  Church.  The  Church  Treasurer  is  Mrs. 
Alice  Church.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent  is  Mr.  G.  A.  Bum- 
garner,  Secretary-Treasurer  is  Winnie  Spears.  The  Enrollment  of 
Sunday  School   is   forty-five. 

The  church  spent  $500.00  for  land,  $24  for  other  purposes. 
Since  the  organization  of  the  church,  the  Sunday  School  and 
church  expenses  were  $533.10.  The  amount  now  in  the  church 
treasure  is  $503.10. 

Delegates  to  the  Association  were:  Mr.  J.  E.  Nichols,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Church,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Phillips,  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  Ralph  Miller. 
The  building  of  a  church  is  now  in  progress,  a  construction  of 
blocks  with  five  Sunday  School  class  rooms. 

41.  Mr.  1.  J.  Broyhill  of  the  Little  Rock  Church  gave  the  first 
Five  dollars  towards  the  building  of  the  Associational  Office. 

42.  Brother  J.  G.  Huffman  was  appointed  by  Moderator  Idol 
as  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee. 

4  3.  The  Associational  Bus  report  was  read  by  'Brother  Idol. 
The  report  was  approved. 

4  4.  Brother  Huffman  read  the  Missions  Committee  report 
which  was  also  adopted. 

4  5.  Brother  J.  G.  Huffman  gave  his  report  at  this  time  on 
Evangelism.  The  report  was  adopted. 

4  6.  Mr.  J.  F.  Jordon  read  a  well  prepared  history  of  the  Beaver 
Creek  Baptist  Church.  He  stated  that  the  Beaver  Creek  Baptist 
Church  is  the  oldest  church  in  our  Association.  He  moved  the 
adoption  of  this  report.  The  report  was  approved. 

Miscellaneous  Business 

4  7.  Rev.  Howard  Laney  made  a  motion  that  the  Moderator  ap- 
point a  Program  Committee.  Rev.  Jenkins  called  Brother  Laney's 
attention  to  the  Constitution  under  Committees  -  Article  13  -  line 
6  "Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  prepare  the  program  for 
the  next  annual  meeting."  Laney  withdrew  his  motion. 

48.  Dr.  Wagoner  recommended  the  Association  would  elect  a 
Constitutional  Committee  to  act  on  changes  of  the  Constitution  in 
1957.  It  was  moved  that  the  moderator  appoint  this  Committee.  The 
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names  of  this  Committee  which  was  approved  are  listed  along  with 
the  other  Committees. 

4  9.  The  congregation  stood  in  silence  reverently  while  the 
pianist  played  the  song  -  "What  a  Friend"  in  respect  to  those  who 
have  left  our  ranks. 

50.  The  Eighty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  icame  to  a  close  with  prayer  and  the  singing  of 
the  hymn,  "God  Be  With  You  Till  We  Meet  Again". 

RECOMMENDATION  CONCERNING  BETHANY 
BAPTIST   CHURCH 

Application  for  membership  in  this  Association  was  made  by 
the  Bethany  Baptist  Church  at  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting  of 
the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  last  year  (1955).  The  church  at 
that  time  was  received  under  watchcare  of  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Association  for  one  year,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Commit- 
tee on  New  Churches  would  meet  with  members  of  the  Bethany 
Baptist  Church  to  consider  their  application  prior  to  the  1956 
Associational  Meeting. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  February  IS,  1956  two  members  of  the 
Committee  on  New  Churches,  namely  Rev.  Clate  Brown  Pastor  of 
Bethany  Church  and  W.  R.  Wagoner  met  with  the  church  in 
Conference. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  doctrine,  practice,  policy,  and 
denominational  cooperation  their  house  was  found  to  be  in  excel- 
lent order.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Bethany  Baptist 
Church  be  received  into  the  membership  of  churches  of  the  Brushy 
Mountain  Association.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN  ASSOCIATION  1056 

At  the  19  55  session  of  the  Association  the  body  voted  to  buy 
a  home  for  the  Associational  Missionary  and  his  family  and  elected 
a  (Board  of  Trustees  to  proceed  to  make  the  purchase.  Soon  there- 
after a  loan  was  negotiated  with  the  Northwestern  Rank  of  North 
Wilkesboro  for  the  sum  of  $11,000.00  and  the  purchase  of  a  resi- 
dence near  Welcome  Home  Church  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of 
$9,915.00  and  the  balance  of  the  sum  borrowed  was  spent  for 
renovation  of  the  house,  installing  a  furnace,  fixing  the  floors  and 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  strip  of  land  at  the  back  to  make  the 
lot  now  owned  one  acre  in  size. 

It  was  also  decided  at  the  1955  session  to  ask  each  of  the 
churches  in  the  Association  to  contribute  $1.00  per  resident  church 
member  toward  the  payment  of  the  above  mentioned  note.  This 
note  has  been  reduced  to   $8,450.00. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Wilkesboro  Church  on 
the  evening  of  August  2  7.  19  5l)  and  adopted  a  program  for  this 
session  of  the  Association  and  also  a  proposed  budget  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  matter  of  an  office  for  the  Missionary  was  discussed  and 
it  was  decided  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Associ- 
ation for  consideration  and  approval. 
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The  Missionary  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  the 
matter  of  having  a  School  of  Missions  for  the  Association  and  the 
Committee  approved  it  for  19  5  8  leaving  to  the  State  Board  to 
decide  the  date. 

The  Committee  voted  approval  of  the  Petition  to  be  circulated 
in  the  near  future  asking  for  signors  requesting  a  referendum  to 
be  granted  by  the  forth  coming  Legislature  on  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Edgar 
Spainhour  stating  that  he  does  not  feel  he  will  be  able  to  continue 
his  annual  contribution  to  the  support  of  our  associational  work. 
Mr.  Spainhour  has  contributed  for  the  past  several  years  the  amount 
of  §500.00  each  year.  At  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  writer  is 
not  prepared  to  say  just  how  this  part  of  our  budget  will  be  supplied. 

We  wish  finally  in  this  report  to  commend  our  Missionaries, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Jenkins  for  their  faithful  work  and  for  the 
splendid  job  they  have  done  the  past  year.  It  is  our  observation 
that  the  work  has  made  progress  in  all  respects.  They  have  worked 
hard  and  we  believe  the  results  reflect  their  deep  interest  in  our 
program.  Bro.  Jenkins  has  been  called  upon  to  render  services  in  a 
number  of  other  fields  of  our  State  Convention.  He  has  helped  in 
three  schools  of  Missions;  one  enlargement  campaign;  three  as- 
semblies and  seven  Mission  Emphasis  programs.

BAPTIST   HOSPITAL.   REPORT 

The  year  195  5  was  the  best  in  service  our  Baptist  Hospital  has 
ever  had.  Our  churches  gave  the  largest  Mother's  Day  Offering 
they  have  ever  made,  and  the  Hospital  was  able  to  serve  more  sick 
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people  than  ever  before.  More  than  115,000  days  of  bed-patient  care 
were  rendered  to  almost  15,000  sick  people,,  and  more  than  100,000 
visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical  staff. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  new  south  wing  and  the  moving 
of  a  number  of  departments  into  new  quarters,  much  of  the  original 
building  which  was  constructed  in  192  3  had  to  be  renovated.  Most  of 
this  work  has  been  completed,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  new  waiting 
rooms  for  visitors  and  many  other  changes.  Our  Hospital  is  not 
only  larger  now,  but  it  has  the  best  facilities  and  staff  to  serve  our 
people  that  it  has  ever  had. 

The  new  x-ray  department  is  one  example  of  improvement. 
Just  recently,  three  new  type  x-ray  machines  have  been  installed 
at  a  cost  of  over  $30,000.  A  small  concrete  building  is  now  under 
construction  to  house  a  cobalt  machine,  which  is  much  more  safe 
and  much  more  effective  in  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  cancer 
than  any  x-ray  machines  now  being  used.  The  cost  of  this  will  be 
$75,000.  No  other  hospital  in  North  Carolina  has  equipment  equal 
to  these  new  machines.  We  now  have  the  best  x-ray  department  in 
the  South.  The  doctor  who  heads  the  department  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  radiologists  in  America. 

Most  other  departments  have  been  improved  and  new  depart- 
ments added.  Regular  services  are  being  held  in  the  beautiful  new 
Chapel  which  was  opened  in  June.  We  now  have  a  fine  specialist 
for  testing  and  advising  those  who  have  defective  hearing.  A  highly 
skilled  plastic  surgeon  is  joining  our  staff  this  fall.  Our  Baptist 
Hospital  is  trying  to  stay  in  the  forefront  in  providing  for  our 
people  the  best  there  is  available  in  medical  service. 

The  most  urgently  needed  new  facilities  are  a  new  nurses' 
home,  in  order  that  the  nursing  school  may  be  enlarged,  and  ad- 
ditional parking  facilities.  Anyone  who  has  visited  the  Hospital 
recently  is  probably  aware  of  the  serious  parking  problem,  and  the 
nursing  school  need  is  equally  acute. 

Costs  in  all  hospitals  have  increased  steadily  and  every  in- 
dication is  that  they  will  continue  to  increase.  Such  medical  service 
as  is  provided  by  our  Baptist  Hospital  cannot  be  made  available 
without  great  cost.  All  who  can  possibly  do  so  should  carry  hospital 
insurance  with  a  reliable  company.  Those  of  us  who  can  pay  for  our 
medical  care  must  do  so.  Then  we  need  to  give  generously  through 
our  Mother's  Day  Offering  to  help  care  for  those  who  cannot  care 
for  themselves.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 
Associational  Year  1956 

The  Homes  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest,  year  of  operation. 

Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Dormitory  Building 
began  in  February.  It  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  ready  for  occupancy  by  February  1,.  1957. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this 
new  building,  which,  when  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one- 
half  million  dollars  to  the  total  value  of  the  Homes.  What  is  more 
encouraging,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  cost  of  the 
new  building  will  be  paid  for  by  the  time  it  is  occupied,  if  our  3,200 
Baptist  churches  will  respond  with  a  generous  Special  Day  offering 
on  the  third  Sunday  of  February,  1957. 

The  added  facilities  of  the  new  building  will  make  it  possible 
to  care  for  100  residents — 20  at  Resthaven,  36  at  Albemarle  Home, 
and  44  in  the  new  building.  Of  this  number,  less  than  10  will  be 
part-time  helpers.  Moreover,  a  greater  ministry  to  our  aging  resi- 
dents will  be  possible  because  of  the  extra  facilities  in  the  new 
building.  Among  these  will  be  ample  space  for  craft  shops,  sun 
parlors,  library,  infirmary,  and  other  additional  features.  In  fact, 
the  new  building  was  planned  and  is  being  constructed  to  provide  a 
well  rounded  program  with  the  most  up-to-date  facilities. 

The  Special  Day  offering  this  year,  to  date,  is  $88,400.03,  in- 
cluding personal  and  corporation  gifts.  This  amount  will  be  increas- 
ed by  churches  late  in  reporting  their  gifts.  It  is  encouraging  to 
know  that  the  number  of  churches  responding  increases  each  year. 

Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home  have  been  filled  to  capa- 
city. When  a  vacancy  occurs,  which  is  rare,  there  is  always  a  waiting 
list. 

Efforts  was  made  in  Winston-Salem  during  June  and  July  to 
raise  $100,000  for  the  new  building.  In  addition  to  the  money 
raised,  the  response  on  the  part  of  a  large  number  of  splendid 
business  men  to  help  with  the  campaign  was  most  inspiring.  The 
aroused  interest  in  the  program  of  the  Homes  will  bring  increasing 
results  for  years  to  come. 

There  has  been  a  larger  number  of  building  memorial  gifts. 
They  ranged  from  $300  to  $3,000  —  $300  to  furnish,  $1,000  to  en- 
dow,  and   $3,000  to  pay  cost  of  constructing,  a  room. 

A  trustee,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton,  gave,  in  addition 
to  $3,000  to  construct  a  room  in  the  new  building,  $1,378  to  pay 
cost  of  excavating  a  lake  on  the  grounds  of  the  new  building. 

Your   Homes  are  putting  forth  their  best  efforts   to   render  a 
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ministry  of  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  Christian  love  to  our 
residents. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  should  keep  in  mind  that  their  special 
offering  and  the  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  received  by  the 
Homes  help  to  make  this  ministry  possible  to  all  who  come  to  the 
Homes,  and,  especially,  to  a  large  number  who  could  not  come  but 
for  such  help. 

There  are  some  rooms  left  to  be  memorialized.  Also,  a  limited 
number  of  cottages  may  be  built  on  the  Park  Road  site.  If  interest- 
ed, contact  James  M.  Hayes,  general  superintendent,  N.  IC.

AS  OTHERS  SEE  US 
(Through  Mission  Work) 

It  has  been  said  that  our  generation,  like  David's  is  threaten- 
ed by  gigantic  Goliaths.  Their  names  are  sin,  ignorance,  fear, 
superstition,  disease,  proverty,  famine,  bondage  and  death.  The 
earth  trembles  beneath  their  marching  feet.  They  are  not  afraid  of 
any  of  our  atomic  weapons  or  any  other  powerful  man-made  thing. 
The  simple  truths  of  Christ's  gospel,  translated  into  words,  actions 
and  attitudes  in  all  parts  of  the  world  by  God's  missionaries-modern 
Davids-can  put  these  Goliaths  to  flight.  How  do  these  people  who 
are  threatened  by  these  Goliaths  see  us?  Do  they  see  us  as  selfish 
people  who  will  not  share  Christ,  the  conqueror  of  all  these 
Goliaths? 

In  the  little  country  of  Korea  about  twice  the  size  of  Tennessee, 
in  which  Buddhism,  Confusionism  and  Christianity  exist,  there  the 
Baptist  have  nineteen  missionaries  working  with  the  population  of 
twenty-nine  million. 

In  Mexico,  which  is  predominantly  Roman  Catholic,  the 
population  is  twenty-seven  million.  There  we  have  twenty-nine 
missionaries  with  seventy-four  churches.  It  has  been  said  that 
Mexico  is  so  close  to  the  United  States,  but  so  far  away  from  God. 

Three  hundred  and  fifteen  million,  or  one  out  of  every  seven 
persons  in  the  world  are  of  the  Moslem  faith.  Do  these  Moslems  see 
us  as  just  another  religious  faith  different  from  their  own,  or  do 
they  see  us  as  we  would  like  to  be  seen  —  unselfish,  earnest,  and 
dedicated  Christian  people? 

One  and  a  half  million  foreign-speaking  people  in  the  United 
States  are  not  Christians.  Let  us  take  a  close  look  at  the  Indians  in 
America.  There  are  forty  tribes  of  Indians  in  the  United  States 
with  only  seventy-eight  missionaries.  They  are  the  Christian 
people's  responsibility.  Our  responsibility.  For  example  —  let's  take 
the  Cherokee  Indians  who  number  forty-five  thousand  with  only  five 
thousand  as  Christians.  Actions  speak  louder  than  words.  With  a 
little  action  the  other  forty  thousand  might  become  Christians. 
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On  one  reservation  where  six  thousand  Navajoes  live,  less  than 
five  per  cent  are  literate.  The  three  hundred  thousand  American 
Indians  are  our  responsibility. 

Work  through  the  State  missions  has  made  wobbly  churches 
strong  and  aggressively  missionary.  The  State  missions  have  helped 
greatly  by  giving  counsel,  inspiration  and  guidance  to  those  who 
have  dedicated  their  lives  for  full-time  Christian  work. 

Now  let  us  take  the  County  of  Wilkes  as  an  example.  Out  of 
about  forty-five  thousand  people  living  in  Wilkes  County,  nineteen 
thousand  are  Baptist,  belonging  to  five  Associations.  Five  thousand 
persons  belong  to  all  other  denominations.  Out  of  the  nineteen 
thousand  Baptists,  only  four  thousand  are  active,  consecrated  church 
members. 

Nearly  twenty  thousand  people  in  Wilkes  county  are  not 
Christians.  How  do  these  people  in  Wilkes  County  or  in  your  county 
see  us  as  missionary  Baptist?  I  am  sure  a  lot  of  these  people  would 
like  to  be  Christians  and  come  to  church  if  they  were  only  asked. 
I  am  sure  in  your  county  if  a  census  were  taken  the  figures  would 
be  equally  surprising. 

We  call  ourselves  missionary  Baptist,  but  are  we  carrying  out 
the  Great  Commission? 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  tea'ch  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and 
lo,  I  am  with  you  always  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."

HISTORY  OF  FISHING  CREEK  CHURCH 

It  has  been  a  rather  difficult  task  to  write  this  sketch.  The 
memories  of  the  older  members  of  this  community  are  not  now 
accurate  in  recalling  events  and  much  that  has  been  handed  down 
by  word  of  mouth  is  too  conflicting  to  be  of  much  scientific  value. 
Under  these  limitations  any  historian  has  a  difficult  time  piecing 
together  the  history  of  a  church. 

The  minutes  for  the  first  seventy-seven  years  of  this  church 
have  been  lost  or  destroyed.  As  a  result  of  this  misfortune,  we  have 
no  Church  minutes  from  1822  to  1899.  The  first  minutes  undoubted- 
ly contained  information  regarding  the  land,  building,  preamble  of 
belief,  organization,  pastors,  officers  and  growth  during  the  first 
seventy-seven  years.  For  this  information  we  have  had  to  interview 
some  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  church  and  find  them  differing 
in  opinion. 

"We  the  undersigned  members  of  Brier  Creek  church  being  at 
a  distance  and  for  convenience  do  agree  to  petition  our  mother 
church  for  an  arm  to  be  set  off  at  Robert  Martins  Esq,  and  if 
granted  also  petition  for  the  ministerial  help  to  attend  us.'' 

The  petition  handed  in  and  acted  on  and  granted  for  an  arm 
to  be  set  off  agreeably  to  the  petition  and  to  meet  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  March  1822.  On  Saturday  August  4,  1922,  the  Presby- 
tery composed  of  Thomas  Mastin,  William  Dotson  and  William 
Gilliam,  met  and  the  Baptist  church  of  Christ  at  Fishing  Creek  was 
this  day  constituted,  with  the  following  members,  Joshua  Johnson, 
ordained  a  Deacon  with  the  following  members;  William  W.  Wright, 
William  P.  Johnson.  Rasha  Anderson,  John  Curry,  Joel  Curry, 
Green  Anderson.  "Black  Jack''.  Amelia  Martin,  .Sarrah  Wright, 
Amelia  M.  Mastin,  Lyda  Wright,  Frances  Johnson,  Elizabeth 
Anderson,  Cloa  Hayes,  Prisilla  Chambers,  Mary  Johnson,  and  "Black 
Sallie". 

The  following  rules  of  Decorum  were  adopted;  The  church 
meeting  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer  and  the  Pastor  of 
the  church  shall  act  as  "Moderator"  and  in  his  absence  the  church 
shall  appoint  any  minister  as  moderator  protem  and  if  no  minister 
present  the  church  may  appoint  any  officer  or  members  of  the 
church  present  as  moderator.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  office 
of  clerk  the  church  may  choose  a  clerk  who  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  their  proceedings  and  may  appoint  other  officers  in  keeping 
up  regular  church  discipline.  When  any  question  arises,  or  other 
business  to  be  done  not  more  than  one  shall  speak  at  a  time  and 
then  by  rising  and  addressing  the  moderator  with  the  title  "Brother 
Moderator"  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  while  speaking  except  by 
the  moderator  when  out  of  order.  All  motions  made  by  any  member 
shall  be  seconded  or  the  church  shall  not  be  found  by  it.  No  member 
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shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  question  unless  permitted  by  the 
Moderator.  A  profound  silence  shall  be  observed  by  all  the  members 
when  a  member  is  speaking.  While  on  church  business  members 
are  requested  to  pay  strict  attention  to  the  business  and  keep  seats 
•close  together  and  not  depart  without  absolute  necessity  only  by 
permission  of  the  Moderator. 

Any  male  member  failing  to  attend  church  twice  in  succession 
shall  at  the  third  meeting  come  forward  to  the  church  and  make 
known  the  cause  of  his  absence  and  upon  failing  to  come  forward 
the  church  may  appoint  some  member  to  cite  him  to  the  next  meet- 
ing and  if  he  refuses  to  give  satisfaction  he  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a 
disorderly  member.  All  female  members  shall  attend  as  often  as 
they  can.  All  grievances  shall  be  attended  to,  agreeably  to  scripture 
before  it  is  presented  to  the  church  and  all  public  and  scandalous 
reports  reaching  the  church  against  any  of  its  members  ought  to 
be  inquired  into  for  the  honor  of  the  cause  and  the  church.  The 
questions  to  be  discussed  or  business  to  be  transacted  in  the  church 
shall  be  decided  by  a  committee  or  by  a  majority  or  by  a  unanimous 
vote  and  the  receiving  of  members  or  exclusion  shall  be  by  a 
unanimous  vote.  Any  members  standing  before  the  church  for  the 
purposes  of  accusing  others  or  excusing  them  or  himself  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  call  God  to  witness  what  they  assert.  Sacramental 
occasions  ought  to  be  observed  as  often  as  the  church  may  think 
proper  as  a  duty  and  not  be  dispensed  with  in  the  church.  No  mem- 
ber knowing  his  or  her  brother  or  sister  to  be  in  a  sinful  transgres- 
sion and  let  it  pass  unnoticed  for  two  church  meetings  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  bring  a  charge  for  the  same,  but  bear  their  burden  in 
silence.  Any  member  who  makes  comment  practice  of  visiting  keep- 
ing company  at  a  house  or  houses  or  persons  of  ill  fame  and  base 
character  or  visiting  groggy  house  or  shop  shall  be  called  to  account 
and  dealt  with  as  it  is  compatible  with  the  christian  conduct.  The 
above  rules  shall  be  read  quarterly  or  oftener  by  the  church  at 
■church  meetings  before  entering  on  church  business. 

The  articles  of  faith  of  Pishing  'Creek  church  are  as  follows; 
We  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God  possessing  the  essence 
of  Father,  Son,  Holy  Spirit  and  these  three  are  one.  We  believe  that 
the  scriptures  of  the  old  and  new  testament  are  the  words  of  God, 
and  the  only  rules  of  faith  and  practice  and  the  doctrine  of  election 
by  grace  to  be  scriptural  doctrine.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of 
orignal  sin,  and  in  mans  inability  to  recover  himself  from  the 
fallen  state  that  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  only 
hy  the  imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  believe  that  the 
saints  shall  be  preserved  in  grace  and  never  finally  fall  away,  and 
that  baptism  and  the  Lords  supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  that  true  believes  are  the  only  subjects  of  those  ordinances 
and  the  true  mode  of  baptism  is  by  immersion.  We  believe  in  the 
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ressurection  of  the  dead  and  a  final  judgment.  We  believe  that  the 
punishment  of  the  wicked  and  the  joys  of  the  righteous  will  be 
eternal.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  a  right  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  ordinances  except  such  as  are  regularly  called  of  God. 

It  is  not  known  as  to  the  first  building  of  this  church.  Where 
Robert  Martin,  Esq,  lived  no  one  seems  to  know.  Some  of  the  oldest 
members  of  this  church  seems  to  think  that  the  first  building  was 
a  one  room  log  building  erected  somewhere  close  to  where  the 
present  building  is  standing.  When  it  was  erected  and  how  long  it 
stood  no  one  living  at  the  present  seems  to  know.  It  has  been  hand- 
ed down  by  word  of  mouth  that  the  first  building  had  a  seat  built 
in  the  rear  of  it  for  colored  folks,  and  that  Black  Sallie  and  Black 
Jack,  were   two  colored  slaves  that  attended  church. 

The  first  record  that  the  minutes  give  about  a  building  is 
August  192S,  Rev.  J.  S.  Elliott,  preached  in  the  new  building  and 
in  April  1930,  purchased  new  pews  for  $441.00  and  they  were  ready 
for  use  in  August  1930.  In  January  1945,  the  pastor  brought  up  the 
subject  of  a  building  fund  to  build  some  Sunday  School  rooms, 
March  2  3,  1947,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  favorably  to  build 
Sunday  School  rooms  according  to  a  plan  displayed  by  the  pastor 
and  to  install  a  heating  plant  to  heat  the  rooms  and  Sanctuary  of 
the  church.  October  1947,  the  Sunday  School  rooms  were  completed 
and  in  April  1948,.  the  church  called  a  conference  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  building  and  finance  committee  as  follows;  J.  W. 
Pardue,  C.  B.  Mayberry,  Warner  Miller,  Elbert  Love,  Russell  Bill- 
lings,  Oid  Wiles,  Mrs.  Oma  McLain  was  appointed  by  the  building 
committee,  and  the  members  of  the  W.  M.  U.  appointed  as  a  finance 
committee. 

Again  in  September  1954,  a  building  committee  was  appointed 
as  follows,  John  Mastin,  Archie  Holland,  David  Miller,  Elbert  Love, 
and  Warner  Miller.  The  church  gave  this  committee  power  to  go 
ahead  with  the  building  and  in  February  1955,  they  received  bids 
with  the  lowest  bid  being  $12,382.98  and  after  some  discussion  the 
church  voted  to  give  the  building  committee  authority  to  sign  the 
contract  with  T.  H.  Settle  and  Sons  to  do  the  building  and  also 
voted  to  add  $495.00  to  the  contract  for  remodeling.  March  1955, 
the  church  voted  to  have  the  inside  of  the  sanctuary  refinished  for 
the  price  of  $786.89  and  in  May  1955,  the  church  voted  to  seat  part 
of  the  wings  and  choir  with  opera  chairs  at  the  price  of  $1465.70. 
All  of  the  work  with  the  addition  of  new  rooms  and  finishing-  of 
the  santuary  was  finished  October  1955,  at  a  cost  of  $18,850.00  with 
a  new  heating  plant  installed.  Deeds  has  been  made  to  the  church  for 
lands  as  follows;  Deed  from  Hubert  Pardue  and  wife  Hazel  P.  Pardue,. 
to  Board  of  Deacons  of  Fishing  Creek  Baptist  Church,  and  recorded 
in  Book  288  page  22S,  April  24,  1954,  for  1  and  62-80  of  an  acre  of 
land.  Deed  from  Dave  Mink  and  wife  Victoria  Mink,  to  Deacons  of 
Fishing    Creek    Baptist    church    for    19-4  0    of   an    acre    of    land    and 
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recorded  in  Book   209   page   44  7,   May   2  9,    1943,   making  a  total  of 
2  1-4  acres  of  land  the  church  owns. 

The  first  time  Sunday  School  is  mentioned  in  the  minutes 
is  Sunday  April  S,  1899,  the  church  met  at  10:00  o'clock  a.  m. 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  Sunday  School,  but  does  not  say  any- 
thing further  about  what  was  done.  Again  in  June  1913,  the  Sunday 
School  convention  convened  with  Fishing  Creek  church  and  a 
Sunday  School  revival  was  held  one  week  in  July  1932,  and  in  1934, 
the  Sunday  School  was  reorganized  into  departments  and  has  been 
progressing  successfully  since  and  has  grown  in  number  until  it 
has  an  attendance  at  the  present  of  384. 

This  church  has  had  some  wonderful  revivals  and  has  grown 
spiritually.  August  1914,  15  joined,  December  1919,  13  joined, 
August  1927,  21  joined  by  baptism,  again  in  August  1932,  18  joined, 
August  1937,  25  joined,  and  in  August  1941,  22  was  baptized  from 
the  revival,  August  1945,  24  joined,  and  in  August  1949,  24  joined, 
October  1953,  36  joined  and  10  by  letter,  April  1955,  21  joined 
and  were  baptized  in  the  new  indoor  baptistry.  This  church  has  had 
some  wonderful  revivals  and  has  grown  strong  spiritually  and  in- 
creased in  membership  from  19  to  4  2  6.  It  ought  to  be  a  full  time 
church. 

It  has  had  pastors  as  follows;  Rev.  E.  Holler,  1S99-1902;  the 
next  time  pastors  are  mentioned  in  the  minutes  is  1910,  M.  McNeill, 
1910-1912;  N.  T.  Jarvis,  1912-1913;  F.  P.  Blevins,  1913-1914;  R. 
N.  Jarvis,  1914-1917;  A.  T.  Pardue,  1917-1919;  J.  W.  Watts,  1919- 
1925;  Atwell  Watts,  192  5  but  remained  on  until  December  192  5; 
resigned  on  account  of  bad  health  in  May  1925,  J.  S.  Elliott,  1925- 
1930;  J.  W.  Watts.  1930-1933;  T.  E.  Payne,  1933-1935;  N.  T. 
Jarvis,  1935-1940;  Charlie  Pool,  1940-1951;  James  Holder,  1951- 
19  52;  George  Walters  was  elected  and  is  still  serving  in  the  capa- 
city. 

This  church  has  ordained  deacons  as  follows;  Joshua  Johnson, 
Aug.  4,  1822  and  in  August  1915,  Sanford  Smithey,  Eli  Anderson, 
Joe  Jarvis,  George  Holland,  R.  L.  Welborn,  September  1938,  Robert 
Holland,  J.  W.  Pardue,  Eugene  Pardue,  Warner  Miller,  September 
1952,  Vaughn  Brown,  Russell  Billings,  September  1953,  Turner 
Laws  and  Elbert  Love.  19  56,  John  Mastin,  Divid  Miller,  Archie 
Holland,  Vestal  Moore  and  Royal  Holland. 

Jt  has  had  Superintendents  of  Sunday  School  as  follows;  R.  L. 
Welborn.  1909-1910;  U.  A.  Miller,  1910-1911;  G.  W.  Miller,  1911- 
1913;  U.  A.  Miller,  1913-1914;  Ed  Foster,  1914-1915;  T.  J.  Smith- 
ey, 1915-1918;  W.  E.  Colvard,  1918-1921;  Pearl  Jarvis,  1921-1922; 
E.  F.  Anderson,  1922-1928,  when  C.  B.  Mayberry  was  elected  and  is 
still  serving  the  Sunday  School   in  that  capacity. 

This  church  has  taken  great  interest  in  singing.  Several  sing- 
ing schools  have  been  taught  with  much  interest  and  in  July  19  51, 
purchased  a  new   piano  to  have   music   along  with   the   choir.   Mrs. 
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Lura  Holland  is  the  pianist,  with  Miss  Opal  Miller  and  Carolyn 
Brown  as  her  assistants  and  C.  B.  Mayberry  choir  leader  with  Vaughn 
Brown  and  Vestal  Moore  his  assistants.  The  womans  missionary 
Union  has  been  of  great  help  in  promoting  many  of  the  projects 
for  the  church  and  rendered  splendid  service  in  many  ways  in 
promoting  church  work.  In  January  1953,  the  question  of  getting 
a  church  bus  was  brought  up  and  a  committee  composed  of  Edd 
Austin,  J.  B.  Glass,  Elbert  Love  and  Mrs.  Charlie  Johnson  were 
appointed  to  investigate  the  purchasing  of  a  church  bus.  At  March 
meeting  19  5  3,  the  committee  reported  that  a  bus  had  been  purchased 
and  they  were  made  a  permanent  'committee  to  take  care  of  the  bus, 
which  has  added  wonderfully  to  the  attendance  in  Sunday  School 
and  church  service.  In  November  1953,  the  church  voted  to  dig- 
a  well  at  the  price  of  $150.00  which  added  greatly  to  the  church 
for  water  and  to  supply  the  new  baptistry  with  water  in  baptizing. 
Along  with  these  progressive  moves  the  church  added  lights  which 
was  a  wonderful  improvement. 

In  February  19  50  a  committee  composed  of  Eugene  Pardue„ 
Vaughn  Brown  and  Oid  Wiles  was  appointed  to  purchase  gravel 
and  decorate  the  yard  around  the  church  which  added  greatly  to 
the  attractiveness  of  the  church.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 


During  the  year  19  5  5,  824  applications  for  the  care  of  needy 
children  were  presented  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  Bapt- 
ist Orphanage.  Of  these  824  children,  we  were  able  to  admit  only 
136  to  some  phase  of  our  program.  To  the  other  6  87  we  had  to  say 
no.  Of  course,  many  of  these  were  accepted  for  some  sort  of  care 
by   relatives   or   other   agencies. 

In  19  55,  there  were  5  8  per  cent  more  applications  sent  to  us 
than  in  19  50.  Last  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  736  children,  2  3  more 
than  the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in  foster  home  care  and  was 
made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  We  now 
have  two  foster  homes  in  this  association. 

Plan   Of  Support 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of 
its  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  About  ten  per  cent 
of  the  total  income  was  given  through  this  channel.  Some  Churches 
place  the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets,  others  by  Once-A-Month 
orferings  through  their  Sunday  Schools.  Church  budgets,  Once-A 
Month  offerings,  and  the  Cooperative  Program  is  fixed  and  will  be 
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about  the  same  amount  each  year.  Therefore,  the  only  way  for  the 
Orphanage  to  get  more  money  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  needs 
for  child  care  is  through   a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

Building  Program 

During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  building  and  a  new  parson- 
age have  been  completed  at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  buildings  of 
which  every  Baptist  can  be  proud.  A  contract  will  be  let  sometime 
this  fall  for  a  new  Boys'  Cottage  and  a  swimming  pool  at  Kennedy 
Home.  These  buildings  are  erected  with  special  gifts  or  bequests. 

Charity  and  Children 

We  believe  our  Orphanage  publication.  Charity  and  Children, 
is  now  making  a  greater  contribution  to  our  Baptist  program  than 
ever  before  in  its  glorious  history.  Today  more  than  51,000  copies 
of  Charity  and  Children  are  mailed  out  each  week.  These  are  filled 
with  information  about  some  phase  of  our  Baptist  program.

SEMINARY  EXTENSION  CENTER 

Approximately  twelve  years  ago  Baptist  Ministers  of  Wilkes 
County  began  meeting  regularly  once  a  week  during  the  fall,  winter, 
and  spring  for  definite  study  and  training  in  the  IChristian  Ministry. 
The  following  teachers  have  been  given  generously  of  their  time 
in  making  these  studies  possible,  Dr.  David  Browning,  Rev.  Wood- 
row  Brookshire,  Dr.  John  T.  Wayland,  Rev.  Earl  Pearson,  Rev. 
Robert  L.  Franklin,  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  and 
Rev.  Andrew  B.   Cooke.  Jr. 

Courses  have  been  taught  in  Old  and  New  Testament,  Church 
History,  English  Grammer,  Homileties,  Theology,  Music,  Pastorial 
Ministeries,   Christian   Missions,  and   Religious  Education. 

Since  1951  work  in  the  school  has  been  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  Seminary  Extension  Department  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Seminaries.  Texts  and  materials  used  have  been  prepared,  in  the 
main,  by  professors  teaching  in  our  five  Southern  Baptist  Semi- 
naries. This  arrangement  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  for  a 
high  type,  on  the  job,  training  for  many  people  who  are  not  in 
position  to  attend  college  or  Seminary. 

For  the  past  two  years  added  effort  has  been  made  to  provide 
courses  of  study  that  would  be  attractive  to  and  helpful  for  lay 
leadership  in  our  churches,  particularly  in  the  field  of  Christian 
missions   and   Religious   Education.    Of   the    4  3    people  enrolled   last 
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year  (195  6-57)  approximately  fifty  per-cent  were  lay  men  and 
women.  These  4  3  people  were  working  in  56  churches  in  6  different 
Associations. 

Three  courses  will  be  taught  during  the  school  year  1956-57: 

1.  Now  Testament,  an  historical  study  of  the  life  of  Jesus  and 
the  Christian  Church  up  to  the  conversion  of  Saul  of  Tarsus,  taught 
by  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

2.  Christian  Doctrine,  by  W.  O.  Conner,  a  course  in  Theology, 
taught  by  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  pastor  of  the  Wilkesboro  Baptist 
Church. 

3.  Religious  Education,  a  study  of  the  organizations  of  a  Baptist 
Church  with  an  interpretation  of  their  place  and  function,  taught 
by  Rev.  A.  B.  Cooke,  Jr.  Minister  of  Education  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church. 

The  school  meets  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  from  mid  October 
until  the  last  of  March  at  7:00  on  Friday  evenings.  Ministers,  lay 
leaders,  and  other  people  interested  in  Christian  training  are  in- 
vited to  attend.  The  only  cost  incurred  will  be  transportation  and 
the  cost  of  text  books.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  a  twofold  goal:  First,  the 
spiritual  development  of  the  individual  member  in  her  relationship 
with  her  Lord;  and  second,  an  ever-growing'  world  awareness  on 
the  part  of  the  women  and  young  people. 

We  have  sought  to  stimulate  spiritual  growth  and  world 
awareness  in  19  5  5-56  by  study  and  reading,  program  material. 
Bible  study,  prayer,  a  good  stewardship  of  life,  and  Christian  service, 
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all  of  which  are  a  part  of  the  plan  of  work  for  W.  M.  U. 

In  October,  1955,  a  Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  Oak- 
woods  Baptist  Church  with  a  good  attendance.  Mrs.  Earl  James 
and  Miss  Dare  Teague  of  Elkin  were  guest  conference  leaders,  as- 
sisting local  associational  officers. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  had  regular  planning  meetings  in 
September,  1955,  and  January  and  May,  1956.  The  association  has 
been  represented  by  one  or  more  of  its  officers  and  members  in  the 
following  State  meetings:  the  W.  M.  U.  Convention  in  Winston- 
Salem  in  March,  the  Executive  Council  Meeting  in  Raleigh  in  June, 
and  the  Leadership  Institute  at  Fruitland  in  September. 

Fishing  Creek  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  a  most  gracious 
hostess  to  the  annual  meeting  in  April.  The  theme  of  this  meeting 
was  "His  Commission  .  .  .  Our  Mission",  and  this  was  the  subject 
of  an  address  by  Mrs.  John  Wacaster,  W.  M.  U.  Field  Representative 
of  North  Corolina  who  was  guest  speaker.  The  missionary  message 
of  the  day  was  given  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner.  An  outstanding  feature 
of  the  program  was  on  original  playlet  by  Mrs.  Addie  Howell  Jones, 
presenting  Community  Missions. 

In  addition  to  attempting  to  teach  and  encourage  the  complete 
stewardship  of  life,  the  missionary  organizations  of  Brushy  Mount- 
ain made  the  following  offerings  during  the  year:  The  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  Foreign  Missions,  $1,205.55;  The  Annie 
Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions,  $6  21.82;  the  Heck-Jones 
memorial  Offering,  $2  71.0  8.  Figures  on  the  September  State  Mis- 
sion Offering  are  not  available  at  the  time  of  this  writing.  The 
three  above-mentioned  offerings  were  in  addition  to  contributions 
made  to  mission  causes  by  the  local  churches  through  the  Co- 
operative Program,  and  they  represent  an  increase  of  $378.31  for 
the  same  offerings  in  the  previous  year. 

There  are  at  present  17  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in 
Brushy  Mountain.  Two  of  these  were  organized  within  the  year,  at 
Purlear  and  Moravian  Falls.  With  3  8  churches  in  the  Association, 
there  are  now  21  which  as  yet  have  no  missionary  work  among  the 
women.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  leaders  to 
offer  their  services  in  any  way  that  they  might  help  in  strengthen- 
ing the  present  organizations  and  establishing  new   ones. 

We  wish  to  express  gratitude  to  the  pastors  for  their  interest 
and  encouragement  of  the  missionary  organizations.  The  pastor  is 
a  vital  part  of  the  W.  M.  U.  We  register  here  also  our  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  work  of  Mrs.  Glenn  Deal  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  W.  M.  U.  for  the  past  two  years,  and  to  Miss  Nora  Laws 
who  has  retired  as  Mission  Study  Chairman.  Our  co-workers  who 
make  up  the  Executive  Committee  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
have  served  ably  and  faithfully:  Mrs.  George  Johnson,  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Jenkins,  Mrs.  Clyde  Church,  Mrs.  O.  M.  Profitt,  Mrs.  Addie  H. 
Jones,  Mrs.  Charles  Steelman,  Mrs.  Fred  Blevins,  Mrs.  A.  B.  Cooke, 
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Jr.,  Miss  Opal  Miller,  Mrs.  Mary  Anderson  Kilby,  Rev.   C.  J.   Poole, 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Schreckenberg. 

It  is  our  desire  and  prayer  for  the  year  ahead  that  the  people 
of  our  churches  may  become  increasingly  aware  of  world  need  of 
the  saving  power  of  God  and  of  His  command  to  witness  both 
locally  and  abroad.

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  REPORT 

Jesus'  own  words  are  these:  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth".   (Acts  1:8) 

Let  us  begin  in  Jerusalem  by  getting  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the 
young  people's  mission  work  in  our  Association.  Among  the  37 
churches  in  our  Association,  we  have  15  churches  with  2  6  young- 
people's  organizations.  We  have  only  two  churches  (Fishing  Creek 
and  Mount  Pleasant)  with  all  the  young  people's  groups  active. 
We  have  heard  good  news  that  several  of  our  already  organized 
groups  which  have  been  inactive  this  past  year  are  reorganizing 
and  are  expecting  great  things  in  the  days  ahead. 

Our  report  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  is  as  follows:  7  9 
contributing  regularly  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  196  mem- 
bers enrolled,  31  tithers,  3  stewardship  books  taught,  16  observing 
the  special  seasons  of  prayer.  The  amount  of  special  offerings: 
Heck-Jones,  $21.18;  Annie  Armstrong  Offering,  $46.24;  Seventeen 
Mission  books  was  taught  with  S3  young  people  enrolled  and  97 
reading  a  mission  book.  Twenty-one  organizations  engaged  in 
Community  Missions. 

We  have  S  R.  A.  Chapters  with  4  7  boys  enrolled,  2  0  giving 
through  the  Cooperative  program,  2  chapters  observing  special 
seasons  of  prayer.  The  R.  A.  Chapter  from  North  Wilkesboro,  First 
Baptist  reached  the  Standard  again  this  year.  We  commend  Mrs. 
J.  G.  Chipman  for  the  fine  work  with  the  boys. 

We  have  the  following  new  organizations,  five  of  which  were 
organized  last  November:  Edgewood,  G.  A.'s;  Little  Rock,  G.  A.'s 
R.  A's,  Y.  W.  A.'s  New  Hope,  R.  A.  Chapter;  and  Welcome  Home 
Y.   W.   A.'s. 

The  highlights  of  our  year  was  a  Y.  W.  A.  "Heart"  Banquet 
in  February,  G.  A.  Mother-Daughter  IBanquet  in  May,  R.  A.  over- 
night Camporee  in  November,  and  a  One-Day  Sunbeam  Camp  in 
August.  Eleven  G.  A.'s  and  13  R.  A.'s  enjoyed  a  week  at  the  State 
Camp  at  Caswell.  Six  R.  A.'s  attended  the  Regional  R.  A.  camp  at 
Roaring  Gap  this  summer.

REPORT  OF  THE    BUS  COMMITTEE 

The  bus  has  helped  our  summer  assembly  program  a 
lot.  Without  the  bus'  a  larger  number  of  the  G3  young  people 
would  not  have  attended.  One  trip  was  made  by  Mrs.  Jenkins 
carrying  11  girls  to  State  G.  A.  Camp  at  Caswell  using  Dr.  Hal 
Hawkin's  Station  Wagon  instead  of  the  bus. 

The  bus  made  two  trips  to  Caswell,  traveling  nearly  1,200 
miles,  carrying  13  passengers  one  trip  to  State  R.  A.  Camp,  38 
passengers  another  trip  for  Training  Union  week  for  the  price  of 
two  dollars  per  person  ($102.00).  Gas  and  oil  amounted  to  $43. GS, 
repairs  for  the  bus  amounted  to  $79.01,  insurance  $59.90;  making 
the  total  expenditures  $182.59.  The  money  received  for  bus  fares 
was  $102.00.  $80.59  paid  by  the  Association.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  BEAVER  CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  minutes  of  iBeaver  Creek  Baptist  church  prior  to  1909 
cannot  be  located.  Consequently  the  early  history  of  the  oldest 
living  church  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  and  in 
Wilkes  county  is  lost  and  information  regarding  its  organization  and 
development  is  meager.  I  have  one  book  of  excellent  minutes  begin- 
ning January  1909 — that  is  130  years  after  the  church  was  organ- 
ized--and  ending  May  2,  19  3  7.  I  have  no  minutes  for  the  next  six 
years;  some  loose  scattered  notes  for  part  of  1943-1945;  nothing 
for  194  6  and  two-thirds  of  194  7;  then  some  minutes  in  a  composition 
book  beginning  August  3,  1947  and  ending  April  4,  1948.  Thus  the 
minutes  cover  about  31  years  and  approximately  14  0  years  of  this 
church's    history   is    lost. 

Up  to  19  4  6  the  minutes  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  As- 
sociation gave  the  date  of  organization  of  this  church  as  1811, 
making  it  19  years  younger  than  Lewis  Fork  church.  But  at  the 
meeting  of  the  association,  held  with  Boiling  Springs  church, 
(September  1947,  Mr.  L.  G.  Matherly  handed  me  a  book  by  the 
Reverend  G.  B.  Williams,  entitled  a  History  of  the  Baptist  in  North 
Carolina.    On    page    19    Williams    says,    "in    1S7  9    Kings    Creek,    in 
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Caldwell  and  Beaver  Creek  in  Wilkes  were  organized.  A  few 
years  later  Brier  Creek  in  Wilkes,  was  constituted."  Before  Mr. 
Matherly  brought  me  William's  book,  I  had  found  some  things  that 
led  me  to  think  that  the  date  which  was  given  in  the  minutes  was 
wrong.  Checking  further  I  found  Dr.  George  W.  Green,  writing  on 
"The  Baptist  of  the  Upper  Yadkin  Valley"  in  April  1899,  page  68, 
stating  that  in    1779   two  churches  were   organized.   One  was  Kings 

Creek  in  the  edge  of  Caldwell The  other  church   organized 

tli is  year  was  Beaver  Creek  in  the  upper  edge  of  Wilkes.  In  the 
minutes  of  the  first  session  of  the  Yadkin  Baptist  association  held 
with  Eaton's  Meeting  house  in  Rowan  county  in  1790.  Beaver  Creek 
is  listed  as  a  member  and  John  Barlow,  James  Franklin  and  John 
Sevieer  represented  it  as  delegates.  Before  the  Yadkin  Baptist 
association  was  organized  as  an  independent  association,  Beaver 
Creek   probably  belonged  to  the  Strawberry  association  of  Virginia. 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  Beaver  Creek  Baptist 
church  was  organized  in  17  79,  but  in  what  month  we  do  not  know. 
Likewise  we  do  not  know  who  organized  the  church,  who  the 
charter  members  were,  or  what  its  Abstract  of  principles  and 
Constitution  were.  Much  of  its  valuable  history  is  lost.  Since  the 
Reverend  George  McNeill  was  very  active  in  this  region,  organizing 
a  number  of  Baptist  churches,  it  is  assumed  that  he  organized 
Beaver  Creek  Baptist  church,  Mr.  L.  G.  Matherly  states  that  the 
late  A.  J.  Gould,  said  that  his  mother  (Celia  Gould)  told  him  that 
Reverend  George  McNeill  organized  Beaver  Creek  Baptist  church 
sometime   in    1779. 

The  original  church  building  appears  to  have  been  a  log 
structure  with  a  section  for  slaves.  It  was  located  about  300  yards 
from  the  present  building,  across  what  is  now  highway  2  6  8.  This 
building  was  not  owned  by  the  church,  but  by  Jackie  Ferguson,  and 
alter  the  controversy  with  the  adventist,  the  building  was  torn  down 
and  the  Baptist  had  to  move.  On  May  9,  1891,  J.  H.  Brown  gave  one 
acre  of  land  and  on  it  a  frame  building,  24  feet  by  36  feet,  was 
erected.  In  1937  the  present  building  was  constructed,  and  in  1946,. 
the  Sunday  School  annex  was  added.  In  August  17t  1948  Charlie 
Ferguson  gave  the  church  about  one  acre  of  land,  thus  making  the 
present  grounds  approximately  two  acres. 

The  first  evaluation  of  the  church  property,  I  tan  find,  is 
$300.00  in  1911,  It  would  appear  that  some  one  had  a  difficult 
time  in  making  up  his  mind  as  to  the  value.  It  is  given  as  $300.00 
in  1919;  $1000.00  in  1938;  $2,500.00  in  1940;  $3000.  in  1941; 
$4,570.00  in  1944  and  $14000.00  in  1947.  I  am  informed  that  this 
church  has  the  best  church  furniture  of  any  rural  church  in  the 
association. 

For  the  first  62  years  of  the  history  of  this  church  we  do  not 
know  who  the  pastors  were.  Turning  to  the  minutes  of  the  Lewis 
Fork    Baptist  association,  we  find  that  Smith  Ferguson  was  pastor 
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in  1S41-1S44;  W.  M.  Brown,  1S44-1S50;  J.  H.  West  1850-1S52;

I.  Oxford.  1879-1880;  David  Knight,  1880-1881;  D.  Wilbom,  18S1- 
1SS2;  S.  D.  Barnes,  1882-1884;  I.  T.  Prevette,  1884-1885;  J.  S. 
Gwaltney,  1885-1887;  A.  S.  Church,  18  87-1890;  M.  McNeill,  IS  9  0- 
1S9S;  W.  R.  Beach.  1898-1899;  A.  T.  Pardue,  1899-1907;  W.  F. 
Eller,  1907-1908;  G.  Z.  Bumgarner,  1908-1919;  B.  F.  Austin,  1919- 
1921;  M.  McNeill,  1921-1926;  S.  I.  Watts,  1926-1929;  Melvin 
Michael,  1929-1931;  Avery  Church,  1931-1932;  J.  S.  Elliott.  1932- 
1933;  David  Secrest.  1933-1935;  B.  F.  Peeler,  1935-1941;  G.  H. 
Waller,  1941-1942;  A.  J.  Foster.  1942-1946;  E.  M.  Edminston, 
1946-1947;  John  Wells,  1947-1950;  J.  R.  McNeill.  1950-1951;  B. 
F.  Peeler.19  51-19  55,  when  Robert  Schreckenburg,  was  elected  and 
still  serving. 

The  Lewis  Fork  Baptist  association  passed  out  of  existence  in 
1871  and  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  association  began  in  18  72. 
Consequently  we  have  to  rely  upon  the  minutes  of  the  latter  for 
information. 

We  find  no  record  of  a  clerk  for  this  church  for  the  first 
9  3  years,  or  until  1S72.  According  to  the  minutes  of  the  Brushy 
Mountain  Baptist  association,  Milton  McNeill  was  then  clerk  and 
continued  for  six  years,  I.  M.  Crouch  then  served  for  two  years;  S. 
J.  Dula,  for  four  years  and  G.  B.  Walker  for  three  years.  In  1891, 
Z.  T.  Ferguson  became  clerk  and  continued  for  fourteen  years,  W.  H. 
Colvard  was  clerk  for  190  5.  and  no  clerk  is  given  for  190  6.  In 
1907  Z.  T.  Ferguson  was  again  elected  clerk  and  continued  for 
eleven  years,  or  until  July  1919.  Thus  Z.  T.  Ferguson  served  as 
■clerk  for  at  least  2  5  years,  G.  B.  Walker  again  became  clerk  and 
continued  for  2  5  years,  thus  giving  him  a  total  of  2  8  years  of 
service.  J.  L.  Payne  was  clerk  for  the  three  years  of  1944-1947. 
The  present  clerk  Earl  Hayes  began  in  194S,  and  served  till  19  50, 
when  Mrs.  Genio  Walsh  was  elected  and  served  until  19  54.  when 
Warren  J.  Horton  was  elected  and  still  serving  the  church  in  that 
capacity. 

Judging  from  the  minutes  we  have,  it  appears  that  this 
church  had  a  custom  of  taking  a  collection  once  a  year  for  one  or 
more  objects,  usually  the  orphanage.  These  collections  were  usually 
small.  For  example,  in  September  1910  the  collection  for  the 
orphanage  was  $1.50.  In  October  of  the  same  year  the  collection  for 
■state  missions  was  81  cents.  In  March  1912,  the  collection  for  the 
orphanage  was  38  cents  in  May  1920,  it  was  $3.75,  in  September 
1925,   it  was   $6.00   and   in   October   1931,   it  was   $6.83. 

The  first  real  information  we  have  on  the  financial  side  is 
for  the  year   1836,  when  the  total   contributions  reached  the  stag- 
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gering  sum  of  $1.7  5.  By  185  8  total  contributions  had  dropped  to 
$1.52,  and  by  1897  to  40  cents.  By  1904  it  had  gone  up  to  $39.50. 
Included  in  this  was  $30.00  for  the  pastor's  salary.  In  1923  the  total 
contribution  was  $76.00,  $60.00  of  which  was  for  pastor's  salary. 
(By  1938  the  total  contribution  was  $2136.00  and  the  pastor  received 
$80.00  of  this.  The  total  contribution  is  given  as  $4772.33  in  1947, 
and  $27  85.94  in  19  4  8.  It  is  difficult  to  tell  how  much  of  these 
various  contributions  went  for  church  improvement,  to  pay  on  debt, 
pastor's  salary  and  general  expenses.  In  1948,  $1350.00  was  paid  on 
the  church  debt,  $480.00  for  pastors  salary,  $559.00  for  missions, 
orphanage,  and  the  like,  leaving  $396.95  for  other  expenses.  During 
the  association  held  at  Boiling  Springs  in  1947,  I  heard  Mr.  Malery 
say  this  church  was  on  a  highly  satisfactory  budget  plan,  but  I  can 
find  no  record  of  it  in  the  minutes,  consequently  know  nothing  of 
its  provisions. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  reference  to  a  pastor's 
salary  until  1S78,  when  it  was  $24.00  for  the  year.  Ten  years  later 
it  was  $14.00,  and  twenty  years  later  it  was  $25.00.  The  pastor's 
salary  is  given  but  four  times  in  3  3  years.  I  assume  there  were 
high  water  marks  and  for  the  other  years  the  pastor  did  not  receive 
anything  or  so  little  the  clerk  was  ashamed  to  record  it.  The  pastor's 
salary  varied  from  $50.00  to  $85.00  per  year  until  1940  when  it 
was  $108.77.  It  is  given  as  $120.00  in  1942;  $150.00  in  1943; 
$200.00  in  1944  $225.00  in  1945,  $650.00  in  1947  and  $480.00  in 
194S. 

The  first  available  figures  on  membership  for  this  church  is 
for  1§3  6.  At  that  date  there  were  7  9,  but  by  the  next  year,  with  the 
additions  and  three  losses  it  had  jumped  to  89.  We  are  not  informed 
where  the  other  eleven  came  from.  Likewise,  the  membership  is 
give  as  6  5  in  1851,  but  for  the  next  year,  with  only  four  losses 
recorded,  it  had  dropped  to  3  5.  Somewhere  16  became  lost.  The 
membership  remained  at  35  for  three  years  and  this  appears  to 
have  been  an  all-time  low.  Sometimes  the  accounted  for  losses  are 
really  large.  According  to  the  available  statistics,  13  were  lost  by 
letter  in   1839,   12   in   1848,   9   in   1849,  and   15   in   1850. 

Twenty-two  names  were  erased  in  1845.  Over  against  these 
unusual  losses,  we  find  some  fairly  large  numbers  being  added  by 
baptism.  For  example,  26  were  baptized  in  1847;  27  in  1857,  16 
in  1S59,  15  in  1897;  15  in  1901;  16  in  1917;  16  in  1918;  16  in 
1921;  18  in  1933;  18  in  1938;  26  in  1942;  and  13  in  1946.  I  found 
a  note  fastened  to  the  back  page,  giving  the  names  of  18  who 
professed  and  joined  the  church  during  a  revival,  and  four  that 
joined  by  letter,  but  no  month  or  year  is  given,  and  I  do  not  konw 
when  this  happened.  For  most  of  the  years,  however,  one  finds  no 
additions  either  by  baptism  or  by  letter,  and  noting  the  losses,  one 
wonders  how  the  church  could  have  had  any  members  left.  Never- 
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theless,  the  membership  increased  from  the  low  mark  of  35  in  IS 52 
to  127  in   1918,  and   148  in  1948. 

The  available  minutes  show  very  few  dismissed  for  un-christian 
conduct;  5  4  for  the  112  years  from  1836  to  194  8.  Only  one  has  been 
thus  excluded  in  the  last  32  years. 

Apparently  this  church  was  not  greatly  disturbed  either  by 
the  controversy  between  the  particular  (later  known  as  Primitive 
or  "Hardshell")  Baptist  and  the  Separatist  (later  known  as  Gener- 
al or  Missionary)  Baptist;  or  by  the  Universalists  doctrine  introduc- 
ed into  this  section  about  1830.  With  the  Adventist,  however  it  is 
quite  a  different  story.  Dr.  George  W.  Green  (Op.  pp  80-81) 
states  that  "About  the  year  18  69  several  members  of  churches  in 
Caldwell  and  Wilkes  adopted  the  doctrine  of  the  Adventist,  includ- 
ing a  denial  of  the  immortality  of  the  soul  ....  Yadkin  and  Rocky 
Springs  churches  in  Caldwell,  and  Beaver  Creek  church  in  Wilkes 
lost  nearly  half  their  membership,  including  many  of  the  most 
influential  families." 

Aparently  the  denominational  anomosity  between  the  Baptist 
and  Adventists  has  decreased  considerably.  In  the  minutes  for  June 
19  3  6,  we  find  the  pastor  of  this  church,  B.  F.  Peeler — invited  the 
Adventists  preacher  Rev.  R.  L.  Isabell  and  Rev.  Presler  to  join  him 
in  worship.  Isabell  preached.  Communion  services  were  held  accord- 
ing to  the  clerk  "all  had  a  good  time  together''.  On  April  11,  1945,. 
the  two  churches  again  held  services  together.  The  Reverend  R.  S. 
Isabell  preached  in  the  morning  and  the  Baptist  pastor  A.  J.  Foster, 
preached  at  night.  After  the  evening  sermon  the  Rev.  Isabell  called 
for  an  old  time  handshaking,  which  was  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

The  minutes  which  we  have  show  slow,  scattering  and  exceed- 
ingly fluctuating  enrollment  in  the  Sunday  School.  The  first  is  3  4 
in  1872,  and  2  5  in  1878.  No  more  statistics  are  given  and  apparent- 
ly there  was  no  Sunday  School  until  1911,  when  the  enrollment  was 
9  3.  It  would  seem  that  the  Sunday  school  was  a  summer  affair 
and  not  evergreen  or  had  spasmotic  deaths.  For  example  we  find  no 
statistics  for  1924,  but  a  note  in  the  minutes  for  March,  19  2  5,  states 
that  the  next  Sunday  was  set  to  organize  a  Sunday  School.  The 
total  number  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  is  given  as  110  in  1921; 
4  5  in  1922;  120  in  1927;  150  the  largest  in  1935;  and  105  in 
1948.  Like  many  other  churches,  it  would  appear  that  the  Sunday 
School  supports  the   Church. 

It  would  seem  that  in  its  early  history  this  church  held  a 
Saturday  preaching  service  and  a  business  meeting,  and  had 
preaching  on  Sunday  morning  one  time  per  month.  In  May  1933, 
the  Saturday  meetings  were  abandoned.  I  assume  Sunday  night 
was  substituted.  Sometime  in  1936  or  1937  the  church  began  to  hold 
services  on  two  Sundays  per  month  and  I  presume  became  what  is 
called  a  half-time  church. 

The  associations  have  been  held  with  this  church  a  number  of 
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times.  We  have  no  record  of  the  Strawberry  nor  Hadin  Associations 
being  held  here.  The  Lewis  Fork  association  was  held  here  in  18  37, 
1852,  1859  and  1869.  The  Brushy  Mountain  association  was  held 
here  in  1898,   1918  and   1937. 

According  to  the  records  which  we  have  L.  G.  Matherly  was 
licensed  to  preach  April  1920.  In  January  1925,  A.  J.  Foster  was 
licensed  to  preach  and  the  next  September  he  was  ordained.  How 
many  others  were  ordained  or  licensed  during  the  140  years  of 
lost  records,  I  cannot  say. 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge  this  church,  like  the  average 
church  in  this  association,  has  gone  along  with  its  high  and  low 
spots.  The  greatest  tragedy,  as  I  see  it,  is  the  carlessness  and  loss  of 
approximately  140  years  of  minutes.  No  one  knows  the  present  or 
future  worth  of  these  records  to  this  church,  to  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  association,  to  the  history  of  Wilkes  county,  or  to  the 
Baptist  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  United  States.  Nevertheless,  the 
evidence  is  that  this  church  has  stood  for  170  years,  like  a  beacon 
in  a  morass  of  evil.everpointing  upwards  to  better  and  higher 
things.  You  people  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  your  church  and 
should  rally  around  it,  expecting,  working  toward,  and  bringing 
about  greater  accomplishments  in  the  future  than  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Charlie  Ferguson  of  Wilkesboro  sold  %  acres  of  land  to  the 
Church  for  $200.00  for  a  parsonage  site.  Mr.  Ferguson  previously  gave 
land  for  cemetery  and  other  Church  uses. 

The  parsonage  was  constructed  for  about  $8,000.  It  is  a  six  room 
brick  veneer  house  with  central  heat,  full  basement  and  hardwood 
floors.

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HISTORICAL  TABLES 

By  Rev.  W.  C.  Meadows 

The  Yadkin  Association  organized  in  1786  with  11  churches,  had 
as  many  as  16  churches  in  1813,  although  as  many  as  10  churches  had 
in  1799  withdrawn  in  order  to  organize  the  Mountain  District  Associat- 
ion. 

The  Mountain  District  Association  was  organized  in  the  year 
1799,  but  its  organization  did  not  include  a  single  member  of  the  pre- 
sent Brushy  Mountain  group.  The  French  Broad  Association  was  too 
far  to  the  Southwest  to  draw  upon  the  Yadkin  country  for  churches 
or  for  aid  when  it  was  organized  in  the  year  1807,  and  the  Sandy 
Creek  lay  too  far  to  the  East  to  either  contribute  or  draw  from  the 
Brushy  Mountain  District. 

The  Brier  Creek  Association  drew  both  from  the  Yadkin  and  the 
Mountain  District  when  it  was  organized  in  1822.  It  contributed  two 
churches  to  the  Lewis  Fork  Association  in  1836,  viz:  Little  River  and 
Zion  Hill.  New  Hope,  Beaver  Creek  and  Lewis  Fork  probably  went  in- 
to that  body  from  the  Yadkin  Association;  and  Head  of  Yadkin,  Kings 
Creek  and  Lower  Creek  from  the  Catawba  which  was  organized  in 
1827. 

The  Lewis  Fork  Association  held  a  convention  in  April,  1835,  and 
organized  in  1836.  The  Lewis  Fork  united  with  the  United  Baptist 
Association  meeting  at  the  Three  Forks  Baptist  Church  Alexander 
Association  in  November  1871.  To  constitute  what  is  now  known  as 
the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association.

SUGGESTED  REVISION  IN  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
BRUSHY   MOUNTAIN   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Name 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County,  North  Carolina. 

Objects 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  consider 
and  promote  measures  for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence, 
and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and  direct- 
ing their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its 
missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 


Membership 

Article  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary- 
Baptist  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  it,  and  each  affiliating 
church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association 
by  three  messengers  chosen  by  the  church,  by  its  pastor  and  by 
other  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association,  and  the  executive  officer  of  its  associ- 
ation. 

Article  4.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose 
its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP 
provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL 
LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  body. 
The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  Church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes 
their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  mem- 
bership with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session. 
If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator 
shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Article  5.  Any  church  not  l'epresenting  itself  in  this  body  for 
three  successive  years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  for 
such  failure  are  given. 

Article  6.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any 
church  in  its  membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in 
faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought  against  it  by 
some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 

Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Article  7.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  Association  shall  see  fit  to  elect.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before 
the  noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the 
session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except 
the  Moderator  who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  success- 
ion. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise 
all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private 
duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their 
work  for  the  kingdom. 

Article  9.    The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
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Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Article  10.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association;  shall  superintend  their  printing  and 
distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Statistical  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Pub- 
lication Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agen- 
cies or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  As- 
sociation records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  an- 
nual session  of  the  Association  form  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  sug- 
gest to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount 
needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

Article  11.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association,  as  directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an 
itemized   statement   at   each   annual   session. 

Article  12.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the 
Association  and  the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report 
to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

Article  13.  At  least  two  months  prior  to  the  annual  session  of 
the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Commit- 
tee composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to 
the  Association  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  rep- 
resentatives. After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator 
shall  give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  nny  and 
all  of  these  positions. 

Article  14.  At  least  two  months  prior  to  the  annual  session  of 
the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees composed  of  five  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to 
the  Association  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

Article  15.  The  Executive  Promotion  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Direc- 
tor, Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Associational  Brother- 
hood President  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Associ- 
ation, together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by 
the  church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  10  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, including  four  of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that 
either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the 
extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the 


Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  quarter 
at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The 
officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee 
with  the  Moderator  serving  as  chairman. 

Article  16.  The  Associational  Missions  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  As- 
sociational Training  Union  Director,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  the  Assock  tional  Brotherhood  President  and  three 
pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of 
Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him 
in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  this  Committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  per- 
son. It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with 
the  Finance  Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  infor- 
mation to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which  might  be 
helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Article  17.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  with  the  Treasurer  serving  as  ex  officio  member.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Execu- 
tive Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget  for 
the  coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of 
funds. 

Article  18.  The  Committee  on  New  Churches  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications 
from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the  Association  and,  after  care- 
ful investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  19.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securi- 
ties of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representatives  of  the  Association 
in  legal  matters. 

Article  20.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any 
necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary 
to  the  Association. 

Article  21.  The  Order  of  Business  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and  present  the  same  for 
adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Associa- 
tional  Missionary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee. 

Article  22.  The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  so- 
licit invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the 


annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  a  preacher  and  an  al- 
ternate for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate 
for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates  of  the  next  annual  ses- 
sion. 

Article  23.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such 
resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  ;>.nd  to  present  such  other  reso- 
lutions as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

General    Provisions 

Article  24.  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary 
shall  follow  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  16  with  the  understand- 
ing that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period 
of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  Missionary  or  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Article  25.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  decided  according  to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  prac- 
tice, preferably  KERFOOT'S. 

Article  26.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at 
any  annual  session  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  session  and  voted  upon  on  the  second  day.

BY-LAWS 

1.  The    Association   shall   convene   annually   on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer, 

in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi- 
ness may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  in  the  matter  of  making 
changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  towards 
one  another  such  courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  Amendment  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

Ministers  who  are  from  other  Associ- 
ations were  asked  to  stand  and  give  their  names  and  churches  and 
Associations  they  were  from:  Rev.  Walter  Morrison,  Elkin  Asso- 
ciation; Rev.  M.  L.  Blevins,  Mountain  View  Church,  Stone  Mountain 
Association;  Rev.  S.  L.  Blevins,  a  retired  minister  from  Stone  Moun- 
tain Association;  Rev.  Noah  Hayes  from  Brier  Creek  Association. 
Visitors  were  welcomed  at  this  time.  Rev.  Guy  Cain,  State  Mission- 
ary for  the  Northwest  territory  of  North  Carolina,  and  Dr.  W.  K. 
McGhee,  Representative  from  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston- 
Salem. 

One  of  the  oldest  and  most  faithful  messengers  to  the  Associ- 
ation was  asked  to  stand.  She  used  to  be  a  school  teacher;  and  is 
still  a  Sunday  School  teacher,  Mrs.  Prof  fit  from  the  Goshen  Baptist 
Church. 

Moderator  asked  for  new  churches  to  be  presented  at  this  time. 
No  new  churches  were  recognized  at  this  time. 

Moderator,  John  V.   Idol,  appointed  the   Committees  as  follows: 

Nominating  Committee — Glenn  Huffman,  Chairman,  A.  W.  Eller, 
Dr.   Hal   Hawkins,  Rev.   Howard  Laney,  and  Rev.   Frank  Walker. 

Committee  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher — Albert  Triplett,  Rev. 
Hunter   Church,   Rev.   Harvey  White. 

Resolutions  Committee — Rev.  Howard  Laney,  Chairman,  Mrs. 
Henry  Morgan,  Mrs.  Clyde  Church. 

Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  led  the  congregation  in  a  hymn,  "All  Hail 
the  Power,"  to  rest  the  people  before  the  reading  of  the  Digest  of 
Church  letters  by  the  clerk,  Tommy  Earp.  Mr.  Earp  made  mention 
that  the  digest  was  not  complete  because  several  church  letters  had 
come  in  too  late  to  be  added  to  the  statistics.  However,  the  digest 
showed  increase  in  all  phases  of  church  work. 
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Mr.  T.  E.  Story,  Chairman,  g.  ve  the  report  for  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  stated  that  later  on  in  the  day,  Mr.  Morgan  would 
submit  the  draft  of  the  constitution.  Mr.  Story  moved  the  adoption 
of  his  report  and  also  the  digest  of  church  letters.  Rev.  Clyde 
Church,  seconded,  the  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  submitted  the  draft  of  the  Constitution. 
The  approval  will  be  voted  on  at  the  second  day  of  the  session. 

Mr.  Chalmer  Dyer,  Treasurer,  gave  the  financial  report  for  the 
past  year.  His  report  showed  every  church  in  the  Association  gave 
to  Association  Mission  and  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Mr. 
Dyer  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report,  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  second- 
ed the  motion,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Jordon  gave  the  report  of  the  Trustees.  In  his  report 
he  stated  several  things  that  needed  to  be  done  at  the  Associational 
parsonage  such  as:  the  door  casing  on  the  parsonage  needed  to  be 
refitted  and  the  doors  and  windows  weather  stripped.  The  pouring 
of  the  cement  floor  in  the  basement  needed  to  be  finished  and  the 
closets  on  the  second  floor  needed  to  be  finished  and  insulated.  He 
stated  there  should  be  some  screen  doors  put  on  the  doors  and  win- 
dows should  be  screened.  He  said  the  Trustee's  again  recommended 
that  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  an  office  should  be  erected  on 
the  north  side  of  the  parsonage  and  connected  to  the  main  building. 
Another  recommendation  he  offered  was  one  or  two  loads  of  gravel 
put  on  the  driveway  of  the  parsonage.  He  moved  the  adoption  of 
this  report.     Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  seconded,  the  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Clyde  Church  presented  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital  report. 
He  said  all  the  churches  in  the  Association  had  sent  something  to 
the  Hospital  except  for  six.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report. 
Mr.  T.  E.   Story  seconded,  the  motion  was  carried. 

Moderator  Idol  at  this  time  presented  Dr.  W.  K.  McGhee  from 
the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital.  Dr.  McGhee  first  commended  the  lead- 
ership of  Moderator  Idol  for  his  fine  leadership.  He  also  commend- 
ed Rev.  and  Mrs.  Clyde  Church  for  their  cooperation  and  work  as 
representatives  for  the  hospital  in  the  Association.  Dr.  McGhee 
said  he  had  been  with  the  Hospital  for  twelve  years,  or  since  1945. 
He  enlightened  our  knowledge  of  the  great  improvements  and  de- 
velopments of  medical  service  during  this  time.  There  are  22  dif- 
ferent departments  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  hospital. 

Mr.  Idol  called  for  the  Training  Union  report  by  Miss  Lunda 
Hendren,  Director.  She  stated  in  her  report  that  a  new  Training 
Union  was  organized  at  Calvary  and  that  regular  monthly  and  quar- 
terly Associational  officers  and  leaders  meetings  had  been  held.  She 
read  the  list  of  new  officers  for  the  coming  year.  Miss  Hendren 
moved  the  adoption  of  this  report  including  the  new  officers.  Mr.  J. 
F.  Jordon  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Jordon,  in  the  place  of  Curtis  Green,  gave  the  Brotherhood 
and  R.  A.  Report.  Mr.  Green  had  written  the  report  but  could  not 
be  in  attendance   to   read  it.     Mr.  Jordon  also  read  the  list  of  new 
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officers  for  the  coming  ye.  r,  after  which  time  he  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  and  the  officers.  Dr.  Wagoner  seconded  the  mo- 
tion, and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Eev.  Jenkins,  Associational  Missionary,  gave  his  explanation  for 
moving.  He  said  he  would  like  to  leave  as  soon  as  possible  in  order 
to  be  in  Idaho  by  October  20th  if  the  Association  would  grant  him 
that  request.  He  said  he  was  going  to  work  for  the  Home  Mission 
Board  through  the  Arizona  Convention  in  Idaho.  He  said  his  work 
would  consist  of  establishing  new  churches  in  cities  where  no  South- 
ern Baptist  work  has  been  started,  along  with  helping  in  the  organ- 
ization of  new  Associations,  and  some  Associational  Mission  work. 

At  this  time,  Mrs.  Van  Proffit  from  Elk  Church  rendered  a  solo, 
"My  Best." 

Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  brought  the  Introductory  sermon,  using  for 
his  text,  Acts  16:  16-33,  Acts  17:  5-9,  Matt.  10:  34.  His  subject  was 
"God's  Troublemakers."  Rev.  McQueen  ask  Rev.  J.  G.  Cardwell  to 
lead  in  prayer  after  the  scripture  reading.  Rev.  McQueen  in  inspir- 
ing message  mentioned  some  of  the  troublemakers:  He  said  there 
were  three  kinds. 

A — Professed  objector  to  God. 

B — Professed  Christian,  not  dedicated. 

C — Professed   Christian,   dedicated. 

He  also  gave  a  description  of  society  in  New  Testament  time 
and  how  the  Gospel  of  Christ  disturbed  the  society.  He  also  stated 
the  results  of  this  trouble-making  in  that  day,  as  related  to  disciples, 
in  that  day,  as  more  directly  concerning  others;  In  our  Day.  And  in 
conclusion — With  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  win  souls.  He  blessed  the 
food  following  his  sermon. 

After  a  delicious  meal  served  by  the  ladies  of  Zion  Hill,  Mod- 
erator Idol  opened  the  afternoon  session  and  called  for  a  hymn,  "I 
Am  Thine  Oh  Lord"  led  by  Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen.  Rev.  John  West 
led  the  devotions  using  Revelations  1:   1-9. 

Rev.  Jenkins  gave  the  Sunday  School  report  for  Mr.  Charlie 
Lenderman.  He  also  read  the  group  of  new  officers  to  serve  the 
coming  year.  Rev.  Jenkins  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report  along 
with  the  officers,  Mr.  J.  F.  Jordon  seconded,  the  motion  carried. 

The  moderator  ask  the  messengers  to  see  the  committee  on 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher  if  they  wanted  the  Association  next  year 
in  their  church.  He  again  read  names  of  those  serving  on  this  com- 
mittee. Rev.  Jenkins  suggested  the  messengers  look  at  the  tables 
in  the  Minutes  to  see  when  they  last  had  the  Association. 

Mrs.  Howard  Laney,  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent, 
gave  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  report.  Mrs.  Laney  moved  the 
adoption  of  her  report  along  with  new  officers,  Rev.  Hunter  Church 
seconded,  the  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Jenkins  read  the  totals  of  the  Vacation  Bible  School  report. 
He  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report  without  reading  except  for  the 
totals.     Mr.  Story  seconded,  and  the  report  was  adopted.     The  V.  B. 
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S.  report  showed  a  Bible  school  was  held  in  every  church  in  the  As- 
sociation plus  three  Mission  schools,  also  an  increase  in  mission  of- 
ferings and  attendance. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Jordon  gave  the  history  of  the  Zion  Hill  Baptist  Church. 
Mr.  Jordon  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report,  Rev.  Clete  Simmons 
seconded  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Idol  asked  Mr.  C.  Proffit  to  introduce  Dr.  Leslie  Campbell, 
President,  of  Campbell  College.  Dr.  Campbell  recognized  Mr.  Holt 
who  was  representing  Mars  Hill  College. 

Rev.  Howard  Laney  led  in  a  Congregational  hymn,  "Whei*e  He 
Leads  Me." 

Mr.  Idol  called  for  Dr.  Wagoner  to  give  announcement  concern- 
ing the  opening  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Course.  Dr.  Wagoner 
said  the  first  class  will  be  October  2.  on  Tuesday  nights,  of  two 
courses  beginning  at  seven  p.  m.  and  concluding  at  9.  The  only  ex- 
pense will  be  the  cost  of  textbooks — $17.90. 

Mr.  Idol  expressed  regret  that  Rev.  Hauss  could  not  attend  to 
speak  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals  due  to  his  efforts  in  a 
campaign  against  liquor  in  one  of  the  counties. 

Mr.  Earl  Adams  was  recognized  to  give  his  report  on  Baptist 
Childrens'  Homes.  Mr.  Adams  moved  the  adoption  of  his  report, 
Mr.  0.  M.  Proffit  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Adams  then  introduced  Dr.  Reed,  Superintendent  of  the  Homes. 
He  brought  greetings  from  the  Homes  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy 
Home,  and  also  the  new  orphanage  at  Pembroke  for  the  Indian  Chil- 
dren. He  made  mention  that  more  than  400  children  was  turned 
away  last  year.  He  told  of  the  vast  need  at  the  Pembroke  Orphan- 
age for  space  and  food.  He  also  spoke  of  the  12  fine  young  people 
there   at  Mills  Home  who  were  from  Wilkes  County. 

Other  pastors  and  visitors  who  were  not  present  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  this  morning  were  recognized  by  Moderator  Idol.  Some 
of  these  were  Rev.  John  Wells,  pastor  at  Ronda,  Elkin  Association, 
Rev.  Hunter  Church,  Purlear  Church;  Mrs.  Reed  from  Mills  Home, 
whom  Dr.  Reed  calls  the  "Mother  at  the  Home";  and  Rev.  Van  Prof- 
fit from  Mt.  Carmel  Church. 

Dr.  Wagoner  ask  for  Rev.  Guy  Cain  the  State  Worker  for  the 
Northwestern  part  of  North  Carolina  to  say  a  few  words.  He  spoke 
very  briefly  concerning  what  his  job  consists  of  in  the  Associations. 

Rev.  Clete  Simmons  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  messengers 
until  tomorrow.  Mr.  J.  F.  Jordon  seconded,  Rev.  Harvey  White  gave 
the  benediction.

86th  Annual  Session  On  October  9,  1957 

The  Eighty- Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Bap- 
tist Association  opened  its  second  day  at  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church 
by  the  modei'ator,  John  V.  Idol. 

The  opening  devotions  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Clyde  Church, 
pastor.  He  led  the  congregation  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Standing  on 
the  Promises."  Rev.  Clyde  Church  read  the  143rd  Psalm,  afterwards 
leading  in  prayer. 

Mr.  Idol  asked  all  the  ministers  to  stand,  they  were:  Rev.  Clyde 
Church,  pastor  of  Harmony  and  Calvary,  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Wil- 
kesboro  Church;  Rev.  Clete  Simmons,  Hinshaw  Street;  Rev.  Harvey 
White,  Welcome  Home  and  Edgewood;  S.  L.  Blevins,  retired  minister 
from  Stone  Mountain  Association;  Rev.  J.  C.  Pruitt,  member  of  Hin- 
shaw Street;  Rev.  George  Walters,  pastor  Fishing  Creek;  Rev.  Noah 
Hayes  from  Brier  Creek  Association;  Rev.  Wade  Miller,  pastor  North 
Wilkesboro  Second  Baptist;  Rev.  Leroy  Thomas,  pastor  in  the  Bun- 
combe Association;   Rev.   A.   W.   Eller,  pastor  at  Lewis  Fork  and  in 
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the  Stone  Mountain  Association;  Walter  Morrison,  from  Elkin  As- 
sociation; Rev.  R.  C.  Schreckenberg,  pastor  at  Beaver  Creek;  Dr. 
W.  R.  Wagoner,  pastor  North  Wilkesboro  First;  Rev.  Howard  Lan- 
ey,  pastor  Roaring  River  and  Liberty  Grove;  and  Rev.  Glenn  Huff- 
man, pastor  of  New  Hope. 

The  nominating  committee  chairman  ask  for  their  report  to 
come  after  lunch. 

Dr.  Earle  Bradley  was  introduced  at  this  time  to  bring  a  message 
on  the  Baptist  Program.  He  spoke  concerning  the  Tither's  Cam- 
paign. He  said  the  pastors  all  over  the  state  were  well  pleased  with 
the  interest  and  results  of  the  campaign  so  far.  He  also  spoke  rela- 
tive to  our  denomination.  He  said  if  we  had  no  denomination  we 
would  have  no  Association,  no  Baptist  Colleges,  no  Orphanages,  no 
Hospital.  He  also  said  that  the  Cooperative  Program  was  started  in 
1925  in  Memphis.  The  purpose  of  the  cooperative  program  is  not 
to  get  more  money  from  church. 

Rev.  Jenkins,  Associational  Missionary,  gave  his  report  at  this 
time.  Mr.  Jenkins  moved  the  Adoption  of  his  report  after  he  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  to  all  the  churches,  pastors,  and  members, 
and  Associational  leaders.  Mr.  T.  E.  Story  seconded,  and  the  motion 
carried. 

Mr.  Idol  asked  Rev.  Clyde  Church  to  say  a  few  words.  He  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  for  the  Missionary  and  his  wife  for  the  work 
he  had  done.  He  took  up  an  offering  to  help  Rev.  Jenkins  with  his 
moving  expenses. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  was  asked  to  speak,  as  chairman  of  the  fi- 
nancial committee.  Dr.  Wagoner  made  a  motion  that  along  with  the 
free  will  offering  that  the  Association  give  Rev.  Jenkins  an  addi- 
tional month's  salary,  the  amount  of  $400.00.  Rev.  Glenn  Huffman 
seconded,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Jenkins  gave  her  report  as  Assistant  to  the  Missionary. 
Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  moved  the  adoption  of  her  report,  Rev.  Henry 
Morgan  seconded,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Howard  Laney  made  a  motion  that  the  Jenkins'  be  released 
as  soon  as  they  could  conveniently  get  things  ready  to  move,  when 
they  saw  fit.  Rev.  Clete  Simmons  seconded,  and  the  motion  car- 
ried. 

The  congregation  rested  from  their  seats  by  singing  "What  a 
Friend"  led  by  Rev.  Clyde  Church. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  gave  his  report  at  this  time  on  the  Seminary 
Extension  School.  He  asked  all  those  to  stand  who  had  attended  at 
least  some  of  the  time  or  was  affiliated  in  some  way  with  the  course. 
He  also  introduced  the  teachers  and  what  they  will  teach.  Rev.  Hen- 
ry Morgan  introduced  his  course  he  will  teach — Rural  Church — $10.00 
for  the  books.  Dr.  Wagoner  will  be  teaching  the  New  Testament — 
New  Testament  History  and  Epochs  in  the  Life  of  Paul.  He  again 
stated  the  cost  of  the  school  $12.50  price  ONLY  for  books  There 
is  no  charge  for  the  courses,  only  for  the  books.     Dr.  Wagoner  moved 
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the  adoption  of  the  report,  Rev.  Clyde  Church  seconded,  and  the  re- 
port was  adopted. 

Mr.  Idol  again  recognized  the  visitors  present:  Rev.  Hartley  Hart 
from  Ashe  Association  and  his  wife. 

Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  was  recognized  to  give  the  report  of  the 
Pastor's  Conference  for  Rev.  Henry  Morgan.  He  said  the  time  of 
the  meetings  held  last  year  was  on  Tuesdays  following  the  3rd  Sun- 
days at  10  A.  M.  in  the  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  McQueen 
moved  the  adoption  of  this  report.  Dr.  Wagoner  seconded,  and  the 
report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Idol,  Moderator,  read  Mrs.  Clyde  Church's  report  on  the 
Biblical  Recorder  since  she  was  busy  with  the  preparation  of  the 
noon  meal.  Mr.  Idol  moved  the  adoption  of  her  report,  Rev.  Mc- 
Queen   seconded,   and  the   report   was   adopted. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Bazemore,  Assistant  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
was  recognized  at  this  time.  He  said,  "Out  of  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain Association  of  38  churches  and  approximately  2,000  homes,  312 
mailboxes  are  receiving  the  Biblical  Recorder."  Mr.  Bazemore  also 
made   pictures   during  the   day. 

Rev.  Clyde  Church  led  the  congregation  in  a  hymn,  "I  Love  to 
Tell  the  Story."  Rev.  Henry  Morgan  asked  Rev.  George  Walters  to 
read  the  Scripture  before  he  prea.ched  the  Missionary  Message.  Rev. 
Walters  read  the  52  Chapter  of  Isaiah  Verses  2-8;  Romans  10:  14- 
15;  Matt.  2:20 — The  Great  Commission,  afterwards  he  led  in  prayer. 
He  used  for  his  subject,  "This  Matter  of  World  Missions."  He 
pointed  out  that: 

1.  World   Missions   is   a   matter   of   Millions   lost. 

2.  World  Missions  is  a  matter  of  a  message  to  be  delivered. 

3.  World  Missions  is  a  matter  of  money  required. 

4.  World  Missions  is  a  matter  of  manpower  needed. 

Rev.  Morgan  closed  by  asking  blessings  on  the  food  to  be  served 
outside  the  church. 

After  a  wonderful  meal  served  by  the  ladies  of  Calvary,  John 
V.  Idol,  Moderator,  called  the  session  to  order  at  1:15.  Rev.  Van 
Proffit  opened  the  afternoon  worship.  The  congregation  sang  "On- 
ward Christian  Soldiers."  Rev.  Proffit  used  for  his  scripture  read- 
ing Matt.  16:13,  and  Romans  12:02  afterwards  he  led  in  prayer.  He 
made  inspiring  comments  on  his  scripture.

Preachers:  Rev.  Clyde  Church,  Intro- 
ductory sermon;  Rev.  John  West,  Alternate.  Rev.  Frank  Walker, 
Missionary    Sermon   and   Rev.   Wade   Miller,   Alternate. 

Rev.  Clate  Brown  gave  the  report  of  New  Churches.  He  read 
report  concerning  application  and  acceptance  of  Friendly  Grove 
Baptist  Church  at  Millers  Creek  into  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association.  He  moved  that  the  Friendly  Grove  Church  be  accepted 
into  full  fellowship  in  the  Association.

Some  of  the  members  were  asked  to  stand 
from  Friendly  Grove.  John  V.  Idol  gave  the  right  hand  of  Welcome 
and  fellowship  to  the  members  present  in  behalf  of  the  Associational 
body. 

Rev.  Glenn  Huffman  was  asked  to  give  his  report  on  Associ- 
ation Missions.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report,  J.  F.  Jordon 
seconded,  the  report  was  adopted. 

W.  K.  Sturdivant  gave  the  report  of  the  Associational  Bus.  Mr. 
Sturdivant  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report.  T.  E.  Story  seconded. 
The   report  was   adopted. 

Dr.  Wagoner  gave  the  proposed  budget  for  the  coming  year. 
He  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report,  Rev.  Clete  Simmons  seconded, 
the  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Clyde  Church  gave  the  report  of  the  free  will  offering 
that  was  taken  earlier  in  the  day  for  Rev.  Jenkins  which  was  $210.00. 

Rev.  Clyde  Church  made  the  move  that  a  total  of  $500.00  be  given 
Rev.  Jenkins  which  includes  the  offering  to  be  given  Rev  Jenkins. 
Rev.  Harvey  White  seconded,  and  the  motion  carried.  Dr.  Wagoner 
suggested  that  a  good  way  to  get  the  money  into  the  Association 
Missions  is  to  adopt  a  budget.  He  also  stated  that  when  a  new 
missionary  comes,  he  along  with  the  Executive  Committee  work  out 
together  a  day  during  the  year  to  give  the  special  offering  for  As- 
sociational Missions.  Dr.  Wagoner  made  the  move  authorizing  the 
Executive  Committee  to  set  a  special  date  during  the  year  to  take 
a  special  offering  for  Associational  Missions,  so  the  parsonage  debt 
can  be  paid  off.     Glenn  Huffman  seconded  and  the  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Howard  Laney,  read  the  resolutions  report.  Part  5  of  the 
Resolutions  reads  as  follows:  Be  it  resolved  that  the  trustees  at 
Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  Baptist  Colleges  reconsider  and  prohibit 
dancing  on  their  campus  until  authorized  by  the  North  Carolina 
State  Convention.  Rev.  Laney  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report. 
Dr.  Wagoner  seconded,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Story  was  recognized  to  give  the  report  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Committee.  He  in  turn  called  on  Rev.  Henry  Morgan  to 
give  the  proposed  revision  of  the  constitution.  Rev.  Morgan  read  all 
the  constitution  along  with  the  revision.  Mr.  Story  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  this  report,  J.  F.  Jordon  seconded,  the  motion  carried. 
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Dr.  Wagoner  recommended  the  Constitutional  Committee  for 
their  fine  work  in  the  revision  of  the  constitution.  Mr.  Story  also 
recommended  that  each  church  be  sure  to  nominate  a  person  to  rep- 
resent their  church  on  the  Executive  Committee,  if  they  did  not 
place  that  name  on  their  church  letter  to  the  Association.  Rev. 
Jenkins  mentioned  that  most  churches  had  already  voted  on  a  person. 

Howard  Laney  offered  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Committee 
set  as  a  date  to  meet  the  first  Friday  in  each  quarter  to  meet  in 
Wilkesboro  Church,  Rev.  Clyde  Church  seconded  the  motion,  and 
was  so  carried. 

The  congregation  rested  from  their  seats  by  standing  and  sing- 
ing "Trust  and  Obey"  led  by  Rev.  Clyde  Church.  Mr.  J.  F.  Jordon 
then  gave  the  brief  History  of  the  Calvary  Church.  After  reading 
the  history  he  made  the  motion,  Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen  seconded,  and 
the  motion  carried. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Eller  gave  his  report  on  the  Home  for  the  Aged. 
He  expressed  regrets  that  he  did  not  have  a  written  report  to  read 
and  made  a  motion  the  report  be  adopted  to  be  written  and  put  in 
the  minutes  at  a  later  date.  T.  E.  Story  seconded,  and  the  motion 
carried. 

He  also  expressed  regrets  that  Brother  Hayes,  Superintendent 
of  the  Homes  was  ill  and  could  not  attend.  Rev.  Eller,  the  Associ- 
ational  representative,  gave  remarks  about  the  growth  and  new 
buildings  at  the  homes.  Rev.  Eller  asked  Rev.  S.  L.  Blevins,  retired 
minister  from  Stone  Mountain  Association,  who  also  has  served  many 
years  as  an  Associational  representative  for  the  Home  for  the  Aged, 
spoke  briefly  about  the  Homes. 

Rev.  Clate  Brown  read  the  names  of  those  dear  loved  ones  who 
have  gone  on  to  meet  their  reward  this  past  year.  Mrs.  Jenkins 
played  softly  "Nearer  My  God  to  Thee"  while  everyone  bowed  their 
heads. 

Rev.  E.  J.  Jenkins  made  an  announcement  concerning  the  first 
Association  Music  Conference  at  Harmony  Church  the  following 
night,  Oct.  10th.  He  encouraged  all  choir  members,  pianist,  and 
directors  or  anyone  interested  in  good  church  music  to  attend. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Eller  asked  Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Jenkins  to  stand  in 
front  and  let  the  people  come  by  and  shake  hands  with  them  wishing 
them  God's  speed  and  best  wishes  for  their  new  work. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Miles  dismissed  the  86th  Annual  Session  of  the 
Bi'ushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  with  prayer. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Brethren: 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  held  two  meetings  during  the 
Associational  year. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  at  the  Wilkesboro  Church  with  a 
fairly  good  representation  of  the  members  present.     At  this  meeting 
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a  review  of  the  work  of  the  Association  up  to  that  time  was  given. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  generally  there  was  progress  being  made 
and  plans  were  stated  for  going  forward  with  all  of  our  church  ac- 
tivities.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Trustees  makes  the  following  report  on  the  Missionary  par- 
sonage and  real  estate  that  was  purchased,  October  1955. 

The  door  casing  on  the  parsonage  needs  to  be  refitted  and  the 
doors  and  windows  weatherstripped.  The  pouring  of  the  cement  floor 
in  the  basement  needs  to  be  finished  and  the  closets  on  the  second 
floor  needs  to  be  finished  and  insulated  as  this  will  add  much  to  the 
comfort  of  the  building.  There  should  be  some  screen  doors  put  on 
the  doors  and  the  windows  should  be  screened. 

The  Trustees  agan  recommends  that  as  soon  as  funds  ave  avail- 
able that  an  Associational  office  be  erected  on  the  North  side  of  the 
Parsonage,  24  by  20  and  connected  to  the  main  building  by  a  breeze 
way.  The  office  building  should  have  two  spaces;  office  space  and 
a  single  car  garage  that  can  be  used  as  a  conference  room.  The 
present  heating  system  is  large  enough  to  heat  up  an  office  build- 
ing. 

Mr.  Campbell,  the  man  that  installed  the  heating  system  stated 
that  the  pipes  could  be  extended  on  the  North  side  of  the  building 
on  into  an  office  and  would  heat  it  comfortable. 

There  needs  to  be  one  or  two  loads  of  gravel  hauled  and  put  on 
the  drive  way  on  the  North  side  of  the  parsonage  as  that  would  re- 
lieve the  entrance  of  mud  for  this  winter.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
1957  REPORT 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  those   in   need  of  medical   care,  the  education  of  young  people  in 
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various  branches  of  medical  service,  and  the  bearing  of  a  Christian 
witness  throughout  North  Carolina  and  the  world. 

Once  more  it  has  set  a  new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people. 
Last  year  it  provided  123,000  days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients. 
There  were  61,000  visits  to  the  out-patient  clinics  and  60,000  visits 
to  the  private  clinics.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100 
counties  of  our  State.  This  represents  specialized  medical  care  in 
twenty-five  different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents 
the  services  of  skilled  medical  specialists  and  special  equipment  in 
each  of  these  fields.  It  represents  a  medical  staff  and  equipment 
which,  because  of  the  many  skills  and  the  large  investment  involved, 
cannot  be  provided  except  in  such  a  medical  center.  It  provides 
medical  service  of  the  highest  order  for  our  people  in  North  Carolina, 
whatever  their  financial  circumstances  may  be. 

The  new  Cobalt  machine  is  in  full  operation,  providing  treat- 
ment for  about  35  cancer  patients  each  day.  Our  very  fine  plastic 
surgeon  is  doing  highly  skilled  work,  and  our  heart  surgeon  has  per- 
formed successfully  some  of  the  newest  and  most  difficult  heart 
operations  known.  These  services  are  typical  of  those  offered  by 
our  Baptist  Hospital. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  go  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  treatment, 
it  is  necessary  that  an  appointment  be  made  in  advance.  When  an 
appointment  is  requested,  accurate  information  must  be  given  as  to 
the  general  nature  of  the  patient's  problem  and  whether  he  needs 
to  go  through  the  out-patient  clinic,  rather  than  as  a  private  or  full- 
pay  patient.  The  out-patient  department  is  open  to  persons  who 
are  not  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  In  cases  of 
emergency,  or  the  need  for  immediate  hospitalization,  a  local  physi- 
cian should  always  call  or  write  the  hospital  in  order  that  he  may 
give  the  medical  information  required  before  the  proper  arrange- 
ments can  be  made.  If  a  person  will  not  be  able  to  pay  his  full  hos- 
pital bill  when  he  leaves  the  hospital,  definite  financial  arrangements 
should  be  made  when  he  is  admitted  to  the  hospital  anr'  not  left  un- 
til later.  This  can  prevent  misunderstanding  and  unnecessary  hard- 
ship. 

It  appears  now  that  our  churches  of  the  State  have  made  their 
largest  Mother's  Day  offering  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  this 
because  the  needs  for  help  have  been  greater  than  they  have  ever 
been  before.  Let  us  share  in  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital 
by  giving  generously  of  our  prayers,  our  love,  and  our  money.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  ZION  HILL  CHURCH 

It  appears  from  the  first  minute  of  this  church  that  on  the  sec- 
ond Saturday  in  April,  1814,  Zion  Hill  Church  became  a  constituted 
body,  who   after  being  seated  in  social  order  adopted  the  following 
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rules  for  the  future  government  of  the  church,  to  wit: 

1.  The  church  meeting  shall   be  opened  by  singing  and  prayer. 

2.  The  church  may  act  herself  as  Moderator  or  choose  a  mode- 
rator at  their  discretion. 

3.  Not  more  than  one  member  at  the  time  shall  speak  and  he 
shall  first  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  chair  or  Moderator  if 
any  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  while  speaking  unless  by  the  Mod- 
erator, who  is  entitled  to  that  privilege  if  he  thinks  the  speaker  is 
out  of  order. 

4.  No  member  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  any 
question  in  debate  unless  permitted  by  the  moderator. 

5.  A  profound  silence  to  be  observed  by  all  members  while  any 
one  member  is  speaking. 

G.  While  transacting  church  business  all  members  are  required 
to  pay  strict  attention  to  the  business  before  them  or  keep  their  seats 
close  by  and  not  depart  therefrom  unless  permitted  by  the  moderator. 

7.  No  member  ought  to  show  a  light  mind  or  inattention  in  time 
of  divine  service,  but  at  that  and  all  other  times  when  the  moderator 
or  church  is  engaged  in  God's  service  they  should  show  by  their  en- 
gaged attention  a  zeal  for  God's  cause. 

8.  It  is  strictly  required  that  all  members  attend  the  church 
meetings  regularly  and  if  any  member  shall  absent  themselves  twice 
and  do  not  come  forward  a  third  time  and  give  satisfaction  to  the 
church,  for  such  failure  he  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  disorderly  member. 

9.  The  church  may  choose  themselves  a  clerk  to  keep  the  records 
of  their  proceedings  and  may  appoint  other  officers  for  the  purposes 
of  keeping  up  regular  church  discipline. 

10.  Any  motion  being  made  or  question  put  forward  by  any 
member  of  the  church  and  not  seconded  shall  be  withdrawn. 

11.  It  is  recommended  that  no  member  of  the  church  go  to  law 
with  a  brother  member  of  the  church  without  laying  the  case  before 
the  church  for  its  counsel  and  approbation  except  in  cases  rendering 
it  absolutely  necessary  to  act  otherwise,  which  case  shall  afterwards 
be  stated  to  the  church. 

12.  Any  member  knowingly  violates  any  of  the  above  rules  to 
be  deemed  a  disorderly  member  and  be  publicly  reprimanded  by 
name  by  the   Moderator. 

"After  the  adoption  of  the  rules  it  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
officers  in  the  church  for  the  purposes,  care,  relying  on  regular  dis- 
cipline. The  Reverend  William  Dotson,  was  called  unanimously  to 
the  pastor  of  the  church.  James  Broyhill,  Elder  of  the  church,  and 
William  Petty,  William  Johnson,  Richard  Hood,  and  John  Laws,  was 
elected  as  deacons  and  William  Johnson,  presided  as  clerk  of  the 
church.     The  church  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Zion  Hill  Church." 

Just  how  many  constituted  the  charter  members  of  this  church 
the  minutes  do  not  say.  It  seems  that  there  were  a  large  number 
of  names  copied  in  the  minutes,  with  twenty  "members  of  color"  be- 
longing to  this  church.     The  minutes  quotes  colored  persons  joining 
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all  along  until  September  1865,  when  Franklin  of  color  joined,  which 
is  the  last  time  that  the  minutes  record  colored  persons  joining  the 
church.     In  May  1869,  it  granted  letters  to  17  members  of  color. 

This  church  held  strictly  to  the  rules  of  decorum.  When  any 
grievances  or  disorderly  conduct  arose  among  the  members  it  was 
reported  to  the  church  and  it  dealt  with  them  strictly.  Any  member 
indulging  in  strong  drink,  cursing,  swearing,  gambling,  betting  at 
games,  card  playing,  or  making  any  unbecoming  statement  about  an- 
other member,  was  reported  to  the  church  and  dealt  with  strictly 
and  when  the  member  did  not  come  into  the  church  and  ask  forgive- 
ness or  apologize  to  the  church  they  were  turned  out. 

"At  July  meeting  1819,  brother  Charlie  Hood,  came  forward  and 
expressed  to  the  church,  he  had  been  ovei'taken  with  too  much  spirit- 
ous  liquor,  and  expressed  his  sorrow  and  was  restored  to  fellowship". 
"September  meeting  1820,  a  case  was  brought  against  brother  Dot- 
son,  and  he  acknowledged  he  had  drunk  more  spirits  than  was 
necessary,  for  which  he  professed  a  great  degree  of  penitence  and 
sorrow,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  church  and  was  restored  to  fellow- 
ship". "May  meeting  1823,  brother  Hood,  came  forward  and  made 
his  confession  for  drinking  too  much  and  differing  with  brother  Laws 
and  was  restored  to  fellowship."  "At  September  meeting  in  1823, 
brother  Grimes,  was  charged  with  breaking  open  Mr.  Phillips'  still 
house  and  it  was  laid  over  till  Sunday  morning,  when  brother  Grimes 
came  forward  and  a  committee  was  chosen  and  he  was  found  not 
guilty".  Second  Saturday  in  July,  1824,  "Catherine  Laws  came  for- 
ward and  prayed  a  letter  of  dismission.  Brother  Broyhill,  being  one 
of  the  Elders  refused  to  grant  it.  and  demanded  a  letter  of  dismission 
for  himself  and  wife  and  appeared  to  get  in  a  mad  fit  and  disfellow- 
shiped  the  whole  church  and  bid  good  by  and  went  home.  The  church 
then  excommunicated  him  and  took  up  the  business  and  unanimously 
agreed  to  grant  sister  Laws  her  letter."  The  second  Sunday  in  April 
1827,  "brother  David  Laws  came  forward  and  laid  hi  complaint 
against  brother  John  R.  Campbell,  as  follows,  charged  him  of  saying 
that  it  would  have  been  no  matter  if  Broyhill,  had  killed  Joshua 
Laws  long  ago,  also  for  saying  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  Joshua 
Laws,  brother  William  Dotson,  would  not  have  done  what  as  he  did 
and  also  saying  he  did  not  want  brother  Dotson,  serving  here  any 
more.  At  this  same  meeting  there  was  an  order  made  that  any 
church  member  bringing  any  accusation  against  any  brother  or  sister 
without  first  taking  gospel  steps  should  be  dealt  with. 

Heresy  was  practiced  among  some  of  the  members,  but  when  it 
was  brought  to  the  church  and  proved  that  they  had  joined  with  the 
Methodist  and  churches  of  other  faith  and  belief  they  were  excom- 
municated immediately.  In  October  1870,  the  church  took  into  con- 
sideration an  Act  of  the  Church  of  1852,  concerning  members  that 
had  been  excluded  for  joining  "The  Order  of  Sons  of  Temperance" 
and  those  who  were  excluded  for  the  principle  concerning  the  "Sons 
of  Temperance"  rescinded  the  act  and  offered  to  restore  them  to  fel- 
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lowship  as  they  were  when  excluded.  It  seems  from  the  reading  of 
the  minutes  of  this  church  for  the  first  65  or  70  years,  that  it  held 
strictly  to  the  rules  in  the  decorum  and  the  teaching  in  the  18th  chap- 
ter of  Matthew. 

If  any  member  made  an  unbecoming  statement  about  a  member 
of  a  sister  church  and  the  charge  brought  into  the  church,  it  appoint- 
ed messengers  to  go  to  the  sister  church  and  invite  as  many  as  two 
members  from  that  church  to  sit  in  the  hearing  and  if  the  member 
accused  came  forward  and  apologized  to  the  church  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  visiting  members  the  church  restored  them  to  fellowship  and 
if  they  did  not  they  were  turned  out. 

As  to  the  first  building  that  this  church  erected  no  one  living 
seems  to  know  anything  about  it.  The  first  time  that  the  minutes 
mentions  anything  about  building  is  the  4th  Saturday  in  April  1875, 
"the  church  appointed  a  committee  to  carry  on  the  work  of  finishing 
the  church  house."  The  church  sustained  this  and  appointed  E.  R. 
Shepherd,  J.  0.  Howell,  C.  C.  Ferguson  as  a  committee  to  finish  the 
building.  This  building  must  have  been  used  until  about  1911  or 
1912;  when  a  new  building  was  erected  of  wood,  with  one  large  room. 
This  building  was  used  to  hold  services  in  until  1948,  when  a  building 
and  finance  committee,  was  appointed  of  the  following  members;  L. 
J.  Walsh,  G.  B.  Carlton,  Charlie  German,  W.  J.  Earp,  E.  T.  German, 
Mary  Ferguson,  W.  D.  Watts,  Mrs.  Carl  Hendrix,  Mrs.  Hayden  Watts, 
and  Miss  Eva  German.  A  little  later  the  following  were  added,  S. 
I.  Watts,  R.  L.  Jarvis,  Jean  Lackey,  Gene  Caudill,  J.  C.  Walsh,  with 
L.  J.  Walsh,  directing  the  work.  A  large  amount  of  free  labor  was 
contributed  and  much  material  by  the  citizens  in  the  community. 
During  the  period  of  construction  church  services  were  held  in  the 
Boomer  school  building  from  November  1948  to  May  1949,  when  the 
present  building  was  completed,  with  a  sanctuary  and  eleven  Sunday 
School  rooms  in  it.  There  is  also  a  bored  well  connected  with  the 
building  and  water  in  it  and  two  rest  rooms.  All  of  this  has  been 
done  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $27,000.00  and  by  the  Spring  of  1951, 
all  debts  on  the  building  and  the  pews  were  paid  off. 

The  first  time  that  the  minutes  mentions  Sunday  School,  is  the 
minute  of  April  1875,  states  that  the  church  met  on  Sunday  morning 
at  9  o'clock  to  organize  Sunday  School.  There  is  not  much  more 
said  about  Sunday  School,  until  the  Spring  of  1927,  it  seems  that 
this  church  put  on  a  drive  for  an  evergreen  Sunday  School,  which 
was  organized  and  Sunday  School,  has  been  running  very  regular 
since.  The  present  building  has  space  available  now  to  organize  a 
Sunday  School  into  departments,  which  could  be  carried  on  with  a 
much  better  success. 

During  the  143  years  that  this  church  has  existed,  it  has  had 
pastors  as  follows:  Rev.  William  Dotson,  1814-1829;  Smith  Fergu- 
son, 1829-1837;  J.  H.  Brown,  1837-1845;  J.  G.  Bryan,  1845-1859; 
Jack  Crouch,  1859-1861;  W.  M.  Poole,  1861-1863;  S.  P.  Smith,  1863- 
1867;  G.  W.  Livingston,  1867-1868;  Smith  Ferguson,  1868-1870;  J.  T. 
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Shell,  1870-1871;  James  C.  Mitchell,  1871-1872;  J.  T.  Shell,  October 
1872  to  March  1873,  when  the  church  agreed  to  pay  $36.00  in  March 

1873,  called  J.  W.  Thomas  and  J.  P.  Gwaltney,  and  again  in  March 

1874,  called  J.  W.  Thomas  and  in  March  1875,  called  J.  W.  Thomas 
and  J.  P.  Gwaltney,  and  in  October  1875,  both  pastors  resigned,  and 
the  church  called  J.  P.  Gwaltney,  and  he  accepted  and  served  until 
November  1876,  then  called  J.  G.  Gwaltney,  and  Parks  Gwaltney  to 
divide  time  and  in  February  1877,  called  J.  Oxford,  4th  Saturday  in 

1879,  when  C.  W.  Gwaltney  was  called.  He  served  from  1879-1883; 
C.  C.  Poole,  1883-1889;  G.  W.  Green,  1889-1890;  Jeff  Bumgarner, 
1890-1891;  W.  J.  Bumgarner,  1891-1911;  J.  W.  Burchette,  1911-1912; 
J.  W.  Watts,  1912-1925;  A.  E.  Watts,  1925-1933;  J.  W.  Watts,  1933- 
1934;  when  E.  V.  Bumgarner  was  called  and  is  still  serving  in  that 
capacity. 

The  minutes  for  the  first  fifty-nine  years  says  nothing  about 
paying  a  pastor.  In  February  1879,  "a  committee  was  appointed  to 
solicit  subscriptions  for  G.  W.  Gwaltney,  and  in  April  1880,  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted  that  each  member  of  the  church  that  is  able  to 
work  for  his  or  her  support  shall  pay  something  annually  for  the 
support  of  the  church."  Again  in  March  1883,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  subscriptions  for  Pastors  salary  and  on  the  Fourth 
Sunday  in  May  1883,  $13.80  was  paid  on  pastors  salary.  In  August 
1887,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  funds  for  pastors  pay  and 
in  May  1888,  took  up  collection  for  pastor  and  received  $1.65.  In  May 
1889,  "the  sisters  of  the  church  purchased  a  suit  of  clothes  for  the 
pastor  and  the  church  commended  them  for  doing  a  good  deed."  This 
church  has  made  contributions  all  along  to  Home  Missions,  Mills 
Home,  and  Sunday  School  work.  The  pastors  have  been  paid  all 
along  by  donations  and  contributions  and  the  minutes  do  not  state 
anywhere  that  the  church  has  ever  adopted  the  budget  system. 

The  minutes  of  April  1814,  states  that  William  Johnson,  presided 
as  Clerk  and  the  minutes  from  1814  to  1832,  are  not  signed  by  any 
clerk  or  Moderator.  In  1832,  they  mention  C.  C.  Ferguson,  as  Clerk, 
and  the  minutes  of  October  1851,  mention  Charles  C.  Carlton,  as 
clerk  and  again  in  May  1880,  states  that  S.  E.  Carlton,  was  elected 
clerk  and  in  September  1896,  R.  L.  Carlton,  was  elected  clerk  and 
served  from  1896-1898;  J.  A.  Carlton,  1898-1900;  R.  S.  Russell  from 
1900-1903;  J.  E.  German,  was  elected  in  1903,  and  served  to  1942, 
when  he  died  and  the  church  appointed  Earl  T.  German,  clerk,  who 
is  still  serving  in  that  capacity. 

Deacons  have  been  ordained  as  follows:  April  1814,  William 
Petty,  William  Johnson,  Richard  Hood  and  John  Laws.  The  second 
Saturday  in  April  1832,  John  Wood  and  George  Barnes,  elected  and 
ordained  at  June  meeting.  March  1852,  John  Green  and  Isaac 
Walker  were  elected  and  at  April  meeting  1855,  Daniel  Welborn  was 
elected  and  ordained  at  May  meeting.  April  1871,  B.  Carlton  and  C. 
C.  Carlton,  were  elected  and  ordained  at  October  meeting.     In  April 

1880,  H.  German  and  I.  J.  Walker  were  elected  and  in  October  1893, 
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J.  A.  Carlton  and  T.  A.Carlton,  were  elected.  In  June  1907,  W.  A. 
Laxton  and  J.  M.  German,  were  ordained  as  deacons.  It  has  also  or- 
dained ministers  as  follows:  In  1856,  John  Greer,  1863,  Daniel  Wel- 
born  and  in  June  1921,  ordained  Rev.  S.  I.  Watts. 

The  first  time  that  the  minutes  mentions  revival  is  in  "March 
1851,  met  at  the  water  according  to  appointment  and  retired  to  the 
church  and  two  sermons  were  delivered."  In  October  1857,  a  revival 
was  held  and  23  joined  by  experience  and  in  1858,  a  revival  was  held 
and  21  joined  by  experience.  A  number  of  revivals  were  held  from 
year  to  year.  In  1893,  a  revival  was  held  and  9  joined  and  again  in 
1894,  a  revival  with  19  joining  by  experience.  In  1901,  a  revival  was 
held  and  21  joined  by  profession  of  faith.  Again  in  June  1906,  a 
revival  was  held  and  19  joined  and  in  October  1907,  a  revival,  which 
added  six  additions  to  the  church.  In  June  1921,  a  revival  was  held 
for  ten  days  and  there  were  70  conversions  and  44  joined  the  church 
and  were  baptized  and  others  were  waiting."  From  the  reading  of 
this  minute  the  revival  seemed  to  have  shook  the  whole  community 
up  like  Peter's  sermon  at  Pentecost.  In  1937,  Saturday  meetings  were 
discontinued  and  business  meeting  held  on  Sunday  when  necessary. 
Two  Sunday  morning  services  each  month  was  started  in  1950,  and 
have  continued  ever  since. 

This  church  seems  to  have  belonged  to  the  Yadkin,  Brier  Creek, 
Lewis  Fork,  Little  River  and  the  Alexander  Associations.  In  Octob- 
er 1815,  the  minutes  states  about  messengers  being  sent  to  the  Yad- 
kin Association,  and  in  September  1835,  messengers  were  sent  to  the 
Brier  Creek,  and  in  1836,  messengers  to  Lewis  Fork,  and  in  Septem- 
ber 1823,  messengers  were  sent  to  Little  River  association,  and  in 
March  1856,  messengers  were  sent  to  the  Taylorsville  Baptist  asso- 
ciation. The  minutes  of  this  church  does  not  say  anything  about 
ever  joining  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  association,  but  the  min- 
utes of  the  association  in  1904,  quotes  messengers  being  sent  to  the 
association  and  each   year  thereafter. 

This  church  always  practiced  invited  sister  churches  to  their 
communion  services  by  sending  messengers  to  the  sister  churches  a 
month  before  the  communion  service.  It  also  practiced  foot  washing 
along  with  communion  service  as  late  as  June  1863.  The  minutes 
do  not  mention  anything  thereafter  about  foot  washing  with  com- 
munion service. 

At  September  meeting  1902,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit 
funds  for  the  purchasing  of  an  organ  for  the  church.  When  funds 
were  available  from  the  collections  the  church  purchased  an  organ 
and  it  was  used  until  1917,  when  it  was  traded  in  on  a  piano  which 
was  used  until  1955,  when  it  was  traded  in  on  an  electric  organ  after 
the  new  building  was  finished  and  is  now  being  used  to  furnish  music 
for  the  church.

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REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

In  the  year  1956  we  were  able  to  admit  only  one  fifth  of  the 
children  for  whom  application  was  made.  Out  of  813  applications  only 
169  children  could  be  admitted  to  some  phase  of  our  program.  Certain- 
ly all  the  other  644  were  in  need  of  their  applications  would  not 
have  been  signed  by  Baptist  pastors.  Of  course  many  of  these  644 
children  were  placed  with  relatives  or  other  agencies  where  their 
needs  are  being  met.  Many  others  could  not  be  placed  and  are  still 
waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue. 

The  question  often  arises,  "How  many  dependent  children  should 
North  Carolina  Baptists  care  for?"  A  careful  but  not  an  exact  esti- 
mate is  that  we  should  care  for  about  1,000  children  each  year.  Last 
year  we  served  a  total  of  751,  an  increase  of  15  over  the  year  before, 
and  yet  249  short  of  our  estimate. 

Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke.  This  home 
cares  for  15  or  20  children  and  is  located  in  Robeson  County.  Since 
this  Home  has  not  been  adequately  supported  by  the  local  association, 
considerable  sentiment  has  developed  among  North  Carolina  Baptists 
for  admitting  it  as  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  voted  unanimously 
to  recommend  to  the  State  Convention,  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
November,  that  the  Pembroke  Orphanage  be  made  a  part  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Child  Care  Program.  If  the  Convention  approves 
this  action,  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  a  Cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a 
cost  of  about  $50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  cost  of  about 
$20,000.00  per  year. 

We  believe  we  can  get  the  money  for  the  Cottage  through  special 
gifts  and  bequests.  The  current  support  must  come  through  the 
churches.  We  have  only  two  plans  for  supporting  these  Homes: 

Plan  Number  1  is  a  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month  Offering 
and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes  receive 
a  fixed  amount. 

Plan  Number  2  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  This  goes  directly 
to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  as  far  as  our  people 
wish    to    go. 

If  every  Church  will  increase  its  Thanksgiving  Offering  ten  per 
cent  this  will  give  us  the  $20,000.00  to  support  the  children  at  Pem- 
broke. Surely  the  Master  is  not  pleased  with  His  servants  until  they 
have  done  their  best.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

The  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  can  change  people  and  only 
changed  people  can  change  a  world.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
continues  to  work  to  help  Southern  Baptist,  the  hearts  of  all  the  peo- 
ple of  every  land.  Our  efforts  are  being  built  on  the  sure  founda- 
tion  of  prayer,   Bible    Study,  Missions,   Stewardship,   and  Missionary 
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education  of  young  people. 

Tn  October  1956,  a  leadership  conference  was  held  at  Wilkesboro 
Baptist  Church  with  good  attendance.  In  September  of  1957,  a  Re- 
gional leadership  conference  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  North  Wilkesboro  with  many  of  our  women  attending. 

The  executive  committee  has  held  regular  quartely  planning 
meetings.  The  association  has  been  represented  by  one  or  more  of 
its  officers  and  members  in  the  following  state  meetings:  the  W. 
M.  U.  Convention  in  Charlotte  in  March,  the  Executive  Council  Meet- 
ing in  June,  and  also  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Chicago 
in  May. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Moravian  Falls  in  May.  The 
theme  of  the  meeting  was  "The  Field  is  the  World."  We  had  as 
guest  speakers:  Mrs.  Nolan  Benfield  a  state  worker,  Mrs  Earl 
James  regional  superintendent,  and  Miss  Stella  Austin  from  Nigeria 
who  was  our  missionary  speaker.  An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
program  was  a  summary  of  work  and  needs  by  Mrs.  W.  R.  Wagoner 
and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Jenkins. 

The  missionary  organizations  have  taught  and  practiced  stew- 
ardship during  the  year.  They  have  contributed  through  the  differ- 
ent offerings:  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, $1,337.57;  the  Annie  Armstrong  offering  for  Home  Missions 
$809.55;  the  Heck  Jones  Memorial  Offering  $234.65;  State  Missions 
not  including  the  September  offering  $29.64.  The  organizations  also 
contributed    regularly   through   the    Cooperative    Program. 

There  are  at  present  20  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  Brushy 
Mountain.  Three  of  which  was  organized  within  the  year,  at 
Friendly  Grove,  Harmony,  and  Calvary.  With  38  churches  there  are 
now  18  which  as  yet  have  no  missionary  work  among  the  women. 

Our  young  people's  organizations  have  been  very  active  in  mis- 
sion work  during  the  year.  We  have  16  churches  with  29  young 
people's  organizations.  Three  of  which  was  organized  during  the 
year.  Sunbeam  at  Welcome  Home,  Y.  W.  A.  at  Harmony,  Y.  W.  A. 
at   Wilkesboro. 

The  highlights  of  the  year  was  a  Y.  W.  A.  Banquet  in  February, 
G.  A.  Mother-Daughter  Banquet  in  May,  Sunbeam  Picnic  in  August. 
Some  of  the  G.  A.  enjoyed  a  week  at  the  State  Camp  at  Caswell. 
Some  were  privileged  to  take  a  mission  tour  to  Ridgecrest  and 
Fruitland  for  three  days. 

Our  young  people's  organizations  have  contributed  the  following 
offerings  during  the  year:  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  for 
foreign  missions  $49.21;  the  Annie  Armstrong  offering  for  home 
missions  $56.33;  the  Heck  Jones  Memorial  offering  $9.92;  State  Mis- 
sions $10.54.  The  organizations  have  contributed  through  the  Co- 
operative Program. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  the  Brotherhood  adopted  the 
R.  A.'s  this  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Pastors  for  their  in- 
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terest  and  help  in  the  missionary  organizations.  We  are  also  indebt- 
ed to  the  W.  M.  U.  officers  of  the  past  year  for  their  splendid  work. 
Our  co-workers  who  make  up  the  Executive  Committee  have  served 
faithfully.  They  are:  Mrs.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Jenkins,  Mrs.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  CALVARY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  August  1946,  Rev.  Ralph  Miller,  held  a  tent  meeting  for  three 
weeks  just  South  of  where  the  present  building  stands  and  on  the 
East  side  of  Pads  Road.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  Rev.  Gilbert 
Osborne,  Clate  Brown,  Ralph  Miller,  Earl  Byers,  organized  them- 
selves into  a  Presbytery,  with  Virgil  Cardwell,  deacon  from  Gordon 
Baptist  church  and  Fred  Shoemaker,  deacon  from  Harmony  church 
and  organized  the  Gospel  Baptist  Church.  After  the  organization  of 
the  church  was  completed,  it  received  the  following  as  charter  mem- 
bers: Rev.  E.  A.  Byers,  Mrs.  Bessie  Byers,  James  Faw,  Mrs.  Etta 
Faw,  Carl  Faw,  and  wife  Mrs.  Jennie  Faw,  Fred  Shoemaker,  Tom 
Faw  and  wife  Mrs.  Tom  Faw.  After  receiving  these  members  it 
elected  Rev.  Ralph  Miller,  as  its  first  pastor. 

Immediately  after  receiving  the  charter  members  and  electing 
a  pastor,  it  began  to  plan  and  look  forward  to  purchasing  some  land 
and  erecting  a  building  to  hold  services  which  on  October  4,  1946, 
the  church  purchased  from  R.  G.  Nichols  and  wife  Retta  Nichols, 
approximately  three  quarters  of  an  acre  of  land  which  was  deeded 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  church  and  their  successors  and  the  deed  is  re- 
corded in  the  Register  of  Deeds  office  of  Wilkes  county  in  Book  230 
at  page  229.  Then  the  church  proceeded  immediately  to  erect  a 
building  and  at  the  September  meeting  1946,  appointed  Rev.  Era  By- 
ers, Carl  Faw,  Coy  Minton,  Virgil  Cardwell  and  James  T.  Faw,  as  a 
building  committee,  who  proceeded  to  assemble  material  and  erect  a 
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building.  The  minutes  are  so  indefinite  it  is  difficult  to  get  infor- 
mation from  them  as  to  when  it  was  started. 

The  first  building  was  erected  out  of  cinder  blocks  and  some 
time  later  there  was  erected  a  frame  building  as  a  sanctuary.  Then 
the  first  part  of  the  building  was  used  for  Sunday  School  rooms.  A 
part  of  this  building  was  brick  veneered  and  in  June,  1957,  the  church 
voted  to  put  brick  all  around  the  whole  building,  which  was  done  at 
a  cost  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  hundred  dollars. 

From  August  1947,  to  February  1954,  a  period  of  six  years  and 
six  months  there  are  no  minutes  of  this  church.  Rev.  Otis  Cook  was 
pastor  during  most  of  this  time.  He  did  not  believe  in  keeping  any 
records  or  making  any  minutes  or  belonging  to  any  kind  of  organiza- 
tions or  associations.  I  have  interviewed  several  members  and  citi- 
zens as  to  the  events  that  took  place  during  this  period  of  time.  The 
only  record  is  by  word  of  mouth  and  that  varying  somewhat  is  too 
conflicting  to  be  of  much  historical  value.  Under  these  limitations 
any  historian  has  a  difficult  time  piecing  together  the  history  of  a 
church. 

It  seems  that  the  following  ministers  have  served  sometime  or 
another  as  pastors  of  this  church;  Rev.  Ralph  Miller,  Otis  Cook, 
Roscoe  Green,  Graham  Smith,  Rev.  Tucker,  Lemuel  Ramsey  and 
Clyde  Church.  All  that  the  minutes  say  about  pastors  is  as  follows; 
Rev.  Ralph  Miller,  was  elected  August  25,  1946,  Rev.  Lemuel  Ramsey 
was  elected  February  1954,  and  served  until  January  1957,  when 
Rev.  Clyde  Church,  was  elected  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity. 

It  seems  from  the  reading  of  the  minutes  for  the  past  three 
years,  that  this  church  has  been  very  progressive.  It  has  raised  the 
pastor's  salary  three  different  times  and  in  May  1956,  voted  to  raise 
his  salary  from  Seventeen  to  Twenty  Dollars  per  week.  In  1954,  it 
voted  to  adopt  the  budget  system  and  at  the  same  time  voted  to  adopt 
a  budget  of  $1962.00  for  that  year.  It  has  also  increased  in  mem- 
bership from  twelve  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dur'ng  the 
eleven  years  that  it  has  existed. 

In  March  1954,  it  voted  to  pay  into  the  cooperative  program 
twelve  dollars  each  quarter  and  elected  the  following  as  trustees  of 
the  church:  A.  I.  Church,  Carl  Faw  and  James  Faw.  It  has  also 
ordained  one  minister.  At  the  August  meeting  in  1954,  a  Presbytery, 
composed  of  Rev.  E.  J.  Jenkins,  J.  R.  Lail,  Harvey  White  ordained 
Lemuel  Ramsey  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.  At  September  meeting 
1954,  a  committee  was  elected  to  visit  the  inactive  members  until 
they  get  them  coming  again  to  church  service.  From  the  reading  of 
the  minutes  there  has  been  just  one  clerk  elected  in  this  church.  At 
the  January  meeting  in  1955,  Eugene  Faw,  was  elected  clerk  and  is 
still  serving  in  that  capacity.  At  the  September  meeting  in  1954,  a 
motion  was  made  and  carried  favorably,  that  the  name  of  the  church 
be  changed  from  "Gospel  Baptist  Church  to  Calvary  Baptist  Church." 

This  church  has  a  very  active  Sunday  School,  with  Howard  Bum- 
garner,  as  Superintendent.     It  is  organized  into:  Beginners,  Primary, 
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Junior,  Intermediate,  Young  People  and  Adult  departments,  with  155 
enrolled.  It  is  the  sixth  church  in  the  association  that  has  a  larger 
number  in  Sunday  School  (155)  than  members  of  the  church  (127). 
In  July  of  this  year  it  organized  a  Training  Union,  with  the  fol- 
lowing officers:  President,  Mrs.  Gene  Faw;  Associate  director,  Mrs. 
Ernest  Eller;  General  secretary,  Miss  Brenda  Byers;  Choirster,  Miss 
Vivian  Faw;  Pianist,  Mrs.  Jimmie  Freeman.  It  has  a  beginners,  Pri- 
mary, Junior,  Intermediate,  Young  People  and  an  Adult  department 
with  an  enrollment  of  seventy-two.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Name 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County,  North  Carolina. 

Objects 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  consider 
and  promote  measures  for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence, 
and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and  direct- 
ing their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its 
missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

Article  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Bap- 
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tist  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its  pastor  and  any  oth- 
er ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may 
elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members 
or  fraction  thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional 
one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided,  that 
no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten  (10)   messengers. 

Article  4.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose 
its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP 
provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL 
LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  body. 
The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  Church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes 
their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  mem- 
bership with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session. 
If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator 
shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Article  5.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for 
three  successive  years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  for 
such  failure  are  given. 

Article  6.     The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any 
church   in   its  membership  which  shall  be   found  to  be  disorderly  in 
faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought  against  it  by 
some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 
Officers    and    Their    Duties 

Article  7.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  Association  shall  see  fit  to  elect.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before 
the  noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the 
session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except 
the  Moderator  who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  success- 
ion. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise 
all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private 
duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their 
work  for  the  kingdom. 

Article  9.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Moderator  in  his  absence. 
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Article  10.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association;  shall  superintend  their  printing  and 
distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Statistical  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Pub- 
lication Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agen- 
cies or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  As- 
sociation records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  an- 
nual session  of  the  Association  form  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  sug- 
gest to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount 
needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

Article  11.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association,  as  directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an 
itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Article  12.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the 
Association  and  the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report 
to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Article  13.  At  least  two  months  prior  to  the  annual  session  of 
the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Commit- 
tee composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to 
the  Association  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  rep- 
resentatives. After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator 
shall  give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  and 
all  of  these  positions. 

Article  14.  At  least  two  months  prior  to  the  annual  session  of 
the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees composed  of  five  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to 
the  Association  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

Article  15.  The  Executive  Promotion  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Direc- 
tor, Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Associational  Brother- 
hood President  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Associ- 
ation, together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by 
the  church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  10  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, including  four  of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that 
either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the 


extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the 
Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  quarter 
at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The 
officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee 
with  the  Moderator  serving  as  chairman. 

Article  16.  The  Associational  Missions  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  As- 
sociational Training  Union  Director,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  the  Associational  Brotherhood  President  and  three 
pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of 
Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him 
in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  this  Committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  per- 
son. It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with 
the  Finance  Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  infor- 
mation to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which  might  be 
helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Article  17.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  with  the  Treasurer  serving  as  ex  officio  member.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Execu- 
tive Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget  for 
the  coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of 
funds. 

Article  18.  The  Committee  on  New  Churches  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications 
from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the  Association  and,  after  care- 
ful investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  19.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securi- 
ties of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representatives  of  the  Association 
in  legal  matters. 

Article  20.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any 
necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary 
to   the   Association. 
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Article  21.  The  Order  of  Business  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and  present  the  same  for 
adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Associa- 
tional   Missionary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee. 

Article  22.  The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  so- 
licit invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the 
annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  a  preacher  and  an  al- 
ternate for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate 
for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Article  23.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such 
retsolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present  such  other  reso- 
lutions as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

General  Provisions 

Article  24.  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary 
shall  follow  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  16  with  the  understand- 
ing that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period 
of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  Missionary  or  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Article  25.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  decided  according  to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  prac- 
tice, preferably  KERFOOT'S. 

Article  26.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at 
any  annual  session  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  session  and  voted  upon  on  the  second  day. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer, 

in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi- 
ness may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  in  the  matter  of  making 
changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  towards 
one  another  such  courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  Amendment  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT  OF  THE  BRUSHY 
MOUNTAIN  ASSOCIATION 

The  Executive  Committee  of  our  Brushy  Mountain  Association 
brings  you  a  brief  report  of  our  activities  during  the  past  year. 

For  about  five  months  of  the  Associational  year  we  were  with- 
out a  missionary  and  consequently  our  work  was  considerably  hamp- 
ered in  that  period  of  time. 

In  early  February  of  this  year  the  Missions  Committee  had  in- 
formation that  Bro.  John  Wright  perhaps  would  be  available  for 
this  position  and  he  was  notified  to  meet  with  the  Committee  Feb- 
ruary 17  for  a  consultation. 
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The  meeting  was  held  at  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Henry 
Morgan,  John  Idol,  Miss  Lunda  Hendren,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  Rev. 
Howard  Laney,  Rev.  J.  Glenn  Huffman  and  others  present. 

After  the  discussion  of  many  matters,  the  Missions  Committee 
voted  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  it  extend  to 
Rev.  John  R.  Wright  a  call  to  be  our  Missionary. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  March  2,  there  was  present  a  sizeable 
number  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  Wilkes- 
boro Church.  Bro.  John  Wright  was  extended  a  call  to  be  our 
Associational  Missionary;    His  services  to  begin  March  17,  1958. 

The  Committee  voted  to  pay  Bro.  Wright  a  salary  of  $3300.00 
per  year  and  $1200.00  for  car  allowance.  It  voted  to  pay  the  phone 
bill  for  the  parsonage  out  of  the  office  expense;  also  voted  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  Retirement  plan  to  the 
amount  of  $200.00  per  year;  it  voted  to  increase  the  allowance  for 
Convention  expense  from  $100.00  to  $200.00.  They  voted  to  have 
the  Parsonage  painted.  These  repairs  were  made  while  the  Wrights 
were  moving  in. 

On  April  4,  the  Executive  Committee  met  at  Wilkesboro  with 
16  members  present,  7  of  whom  were  pastors  and  the  Moderator  and 
the  Missionary. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  that  the  second 
day  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting  was  set  for  Friendly  Grove 
Church  October  7.  They  did  not  desire  to  have  the  meeting  there 
this  year,  it  being  a  New  Church,  and  the  Committee  voted  to  hold 
the  second  day  of  the  Association  with  the  Moravian  Falls  Church. 

The  Missionary  brought  a  Treasurer's  report. 

The  Girl  Scouts  request  for  the  use  of  the  Associational  Bus  to 
attend  a  Scout  Assemblage  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Bus  Com- 
mittee. 

Rev.  Wright  raised  the  question  of  the  Central  Training  School 
scheduled  for  November  16  to  21  and  on  motion  duly  seconded  the 
Committee  voted  that  the  Association  sponsor  the  Training  School 
on  that  date. 

On  motion  and  second  and  after  discussion  the  Committee  voted 
that  office  equipment  and  supplies  be  purchased  for  the  office  as 
funds  are  available  to  do  so. 

The  fifth  Sunday  in  June  was  designated  as  Associational  Miss- 
ion Day  for  Special  Offering  for  Parsonage  and  Associational  Ex- 
pense. 

June  27,  the  Executive  Committee  met  with  18  present,  4  being 
pastors,  and  transacted  the  following  business: 
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A  motion  carried  to  join  in  the  Billy  Graham,  Charlotte  Crusade, 
September  21,  and  following.  Churches  desiring  to  attend  to  make 
their  arrangements  through  the  Missionary  if  they  desire. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Trustees  dispose  of,  or 
sell  the  Barn  and  other  out  buildings  on  the  Parsonage  property  and 
apply  the  funds  to  the  parsonage  needs. 

On  account  of  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Wagoner  as  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  Rev.  Henry  Morgan  was  elected  to  take  his 
place.  In  turn  he  resigned  from  the  Missions  Committee  and  Rev. 
Howard  Laney  was  elected  to  that  position. 

The  Missionary  mentioned  and  discussed  the  possibility  of  con- 
ducting a  church-community  survey  throughout  the  Association  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Church  Development  Department  with  Dr. 
E.  C.  Upchurch,  Secretary,  from  February  27  to  March  6,  1959. 

The  Committee  voted  to  sponsor  it  if  sufficient  interest  is  ex- 
pressed on  the  part  of  the  Churches.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
1958  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  provides  a  well-rounded  program  of  medi- 
cal care  and  training  under  Christian  guidance  and  influence. 

It  serves  our  people  when  they  are  sick  and  need  specialized 
medical  care  which  requires  facilitis  beyond  those  available  in  their 
own  communities.  The  Hospital  works  in  full  cooperation  with  our 
local  physicians.  It  offers  a  wide  range  of  specialized  training  in 
the  different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery,  in  nursing,  in  various 
other  fields  of  medical  care,  and  in  pastoral  care. 

Last  year  the  Hospital  provided  bed  care  for  16,000  patients. 
There  were  120,000  visits  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical 
staff  and  chaplains.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100  count- 
ies of  the  State.  The  services  of  the  medical  staff  were  given  free 
to  all  service  patients,  and  the  Hospital  spent  more  than  a  half  mill- 
ion dollars  in  providing  free  care  for  them  beyond  what  they  were 
able  to  pay. 

A  service  patient  pays  what  he  can  of  the  cost  of  this  care.  To 
help  make  up  the  difference  between  what  he  can  pay  and  the  cost, 
the  Hospital  has  some  assistance  from  welfare  agencies  and  the  Duke 
Endowment  for  patients  who  can  qualify,  but  it  must  depend  pri- 
marily upon  the  Mother's  Day  offerings.  This  fund  can  be  used  only 
in  cases  of  real  need  and  after  the  patient's  family  has  paid  all  it 
can  and  all  other  possible  help  has  been  secured. 

Two  factors  are  forcing  the  Hospital  to  seek  largely  increased 
Mother's  Day  support  if  it  is  to  be  able  to  continue  such  service  to 
our  sick:  First,  hospital  costs  everywhere  have  increased  more  than 
30  per  cent  in  the  last  five  years;  Second,  as  the  number  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  increases,    the  demand  for  this  service  increases. 

Fortunately  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  Moth- 
er's Day  offerings,  also.  These  contributions  have  grown  by  20  per 
cent  in  the  last  five  years.  Yet,  it  is  clear  that  only  through  greatly 
increased  support  by  our  churches  can  the  Hospital  hope  to  con- 
tinue to  give  the  large  volume  of  free  service  it  has  been  giving  to 
our  people. 
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We  believe  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  provide  the  necessary 
funds  if  they  realize  the  need,  the  response  is  excellent.  When  the 
hospital  movie  and  the  slide  film  have  been  shown  and  an  active  ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  present  the  Mother's  Day  program,  offerings 
have  been  generous.  Our  need,  therefore,  is  simply  for  our  churches 
to  inform  their  people  of  the  need  more  effectively.  We  shall  be 
happy  to  assist  you  in  your  efforts.

REPORT  OF  BROTHERHOOD  AND  ROYAL  AMBASSADORS 
TO  BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN  ASSOCIATION 

The  Brotherhood  at  the  Associational  level,  has,  we  believe,  made 
considerable  progress  this  year. 

On  April  9  a  team  from  the  Wilkesboro  and  North  Wilkesboro 
Brotherhoods  attended  a  promotional  meeting  at  Beaver  Creek.  Each 
member  of  the  team  discussed  one  office  of  the  Brotherhood.  This 
was  a  dinner  meeting  with  a  wonderful  meal  being  served  by  the 
women  of  the  church. 

On  April  3  2  another  group  from  these  Brotherhoods  attended  an 
organizational  meeting  at  Liberty  Grove  and  enjoyed  another  fine 
meal  served  by  the  WMU.  This  team  endeavored  to  cover  the  duties 
of  the  various  officers  of  the  Brotherhood  and  to  answer  questions 
concerning  the  organization.  The  men  in  the  Liberty  Grove  church 
completed  the  organization  and  now  have  one  of  the  most  active 
Brotherhoods  in  the  Association.  On  May  16,  17,  and  18  this  new 
Brotherhood  conducted  a  Layman's  Revival  with  the  assistance  of 
several  Laymen  from  Hendersonville  and  Hickory.  When  the  visitors 
arrived  a  member  of  the  local  Brotherhood  was  assigned  to  each  and 
they  went  out  two  by  twos.  In  these  three  days  28  men  made  pro- 
fessions of  faith.  Of  this  28,  19  were  baptized  by  Mr.  Laney,  3  others 
are  attending  Liberty  Grove  regularly,  and  several  of  the  others  are 
attending  other  churches.  In  these  three  days  almost  a  10  per  cent 
increase  in  the  membership  of  this  church  was  made  and  remember 
that  these  were  unsaved  MP]N  and  not  children. 

On  May  2,  we  had  another  team  attend  a  promotional  meeting 
at  Walnut  Grove  with  a  fine  crowd  and  delicious  meal.  Mr.  John 
Wright,  our  Associational  Missionary  and  I  returned  to  Walnut 
Grove  a  week  or  so  later  to  meet  with  one  of  the  Sunday  School 
classes  after  Sunday  School  on  Sunday.  Mr.  Wright  attended  all  of 
these  meetings.  On  September  1  we  held  an  association  wide  fish  fry 
at  Carl  Reavis'  fish  pond.  For  this  meeting  we  invited  not  only  the 
members  of  the  Brotherhoods  but  all  interested  Baptist  men,  pastors, 
and  R.  A's.  There  were  121  present  for  this  meeting  and  they  voted 
to  plan  a  meeting  of  this  kind  each  summer. 

While  we  have  only  7  Brotherhoods  in  the  Association  we  have 
had  requests  from  several  other  churches  to  send  a  team  to  help  them 
plan  for  a  Brotherhood  of  their  own. 
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I  feel  that  we  should  at  least  double  the  number  of  Brotherhoods 
in  this  Association  next  year.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
NORTH  WILKESBORO 

Whereas  the  history  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  North 
Wilkesboro,  was  written  by  Mrs.  H.  G.  Duncan,  and  read  when  the 
association  convened  here  in  1951,  and  is  recorded  on  pages  9  to  13 
in  the  minutes  of  that  year:  Therefore  this  sketch  of  history  will  be 
exceedingly  brief  as  it  just  covers  seven  years. 

Dr.  John  T.  Wayland,  was  serving  as  pastor  in  1951,  and  con- 
tinued as  such  until  November  1953,  when  he  resigned  to  become  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the  Southeastern  Seminary  at  Wake  Forest. 
The  local  ministers  supplied  in  the  pulpit  until  September  1,  1954, 
when  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  was  called  as  pastor.  He  served  until  June 
18,  1958,  when  he  resigned  to  become  General  Superintendent  of  Mills 
Home  at  Thomasville.    Dr.  Herber  F.  Peacock,  was  called  August  17, 
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1958,  as  pastor  and  began  his  work  August  31,  1958,  and  is  still  serv- 
ing the  church  in  that  capacity. 

In  1955,  this  church  ordained  two  ministers,  Rev.  A.  B.  Cook,  Jr. 
and  Rev.  John  West.  Rev.  A.  B.  Cooke,  Jr.,  is  now  pastor  at  Warsaw, 
Virginia,  and  Rev.  John  West,  is  pastor  of  Stony  Hill  Baptist  church 
in  this   association. 

The  Sunday  School,  has  made  great  progress  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Brother  D.  E.  Elledge,  Superintendent.  In  1956,  two  new  de- 
partments were  organized,  one  in  the  adult  department  and  one  in 
the  Primary  department.  In  1955,  the  Sunday  School,  had  an  average 
attendance  of  388  and  has  increased  until  at  the  present  time  it  has 
enrolled  788  and  is  working  hard  toward  the  goal  of  becoming  a 
standard  Sunday  School. 

At  the  August  meeting  in  1956,  the  building  and  planning  com- 
mittee reported  that  our  present  location  was  not  satisfactory,  but  on 
investigation  a  better  place  was  not  available  within  the  city  limits. 
The  committee  had  learned  that  the  J.  D.  Moore,  and  Dr.  H.  B.  Smith, 
property  could  be  purchased.  Smith  asked  $35,000.  and  Moore  $30,000. 
but  after  some  negotiating  and  the  committee  stating  to  them  what 
the  property  would  be  used  for  they  were  finally  able  to  get  a  price 
of  $50,000.  for  all  of  the  property.  The  motion  was  put  before  the 
church  and  it  voted  unanimously  to  purchase  the  property.  "At  the 
September  meeting,  1956,  the  following  deacons  were  elected  by 
secret  ballot,  M.  O.  Absher,  Homer  Brookshire,  Wayne  Church,  James 
Crawford,  D.  E.  Elledge,  Wren  Vannoy,  for  four  years.  Lott  May- 
berry  for  3  years  and  Dock  Wiles  for  2  years". 

At  the  April  meeting  1957,  the  deacons  decided  to  air  condition  the 
third  floor  of  the  educational  building,  and  when  it  was  put  before 
the  church  for  a  vote  it  voted  unanimously  to  air  condition  the  third 
floor  and  contract  was  let  for  bids  and  Watts  Plumbing  and  Heating 
Company  of  Statesville,  was  the  lowest  bidder  at  the  price  of  $4,- 
391.58. 

At  the  March  meeting  1958,  the  music  committee,  reported  that 
the  pipe  organ  was  in  need  of  repair  and  when  it  was  placed  before  the 
church  it  voted  to  have  the  work  done  and  to  let  bids  to  the  lowest 
company.  H.  R.  Pencill,  was  the  lowest  bidder  at  a  price  of  $2,917. 
He  agreed  to  do  the  work,  releather  and  clean  the  organ  at  intervals 
so  the  church  could  continue  to  use  the  organ  and  would  complete  the 
work  in  about  two  months  and  would  give  a  service  contract  for 
$60.00  per  year. 

At  the  April  meeting  1957,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jerry  Hill,  were  called  to 
direct  the  music  program  of  the  church.  They  have  made  great  im- 
provements in  music,  with  Jerry  leading  the  music  and  his  wife  as 
organist. 

On  August  13,  1956  the  memorial  committee  made  a  report 
to  the  church  that  they  had  been  studying  and  had  drafted 
provisions  and  regulations  concerning  a  fund  and  when  pre- 
sented to  the  church  it  was  accepted  and  the     committee     establish- 
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ed  the  Memorial  Fund  of  First  Baptist  church  for  the  following  pur- 
poses; 1.  To  provide  a  practical  and  meaningful  channel  of  ex- 
pressing to  those  desiring  to  show  sympathy  to  a  bereaved  family 
or  appreciation  for  the  life  and  memory  of  a  departed  member  or 
friend  of  the  church;  2.  To  establish  a  means  of  receiving  wills  and 
bequests,  to  be  used  for  educational  assistance  and  other  designated 
uses. 

The  W.  M.  U.  is  a  strong  organization  in  the  church  work,  with 
242  members  enrolled  with  Mrs.  Clint  Foster,  President.  The  Train- 
ing Union  director  is  John  Gore,  with  130  enrolled  in  that  organiza- 
tion. The  Brotherhood  has  56  members  enrolled  in  it  with  Wayne 
Church  President. 

These  organizations  are  doing  great  work  in  the  church  and 
adding  much  to  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  church.

Above  report  adopted  as  written  and  the  time  given  to  Baptist 
Children's  Home  representative,  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  superintendent 
of  N.  C.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  discussed  some  of  the  things  that 
have  been  completed,  things  that  are  in  progress  now  and  some  future 
planning. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever 
be  in  the  foreground  of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and  in  the 
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association  if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern.  Every  Chris- 
tian's greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus  Christ  work 
in  and  through  us  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is  the  Great  Com- 
mission and  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  is  to  do  the  work 
of  evangelism. 

What  are  we  doing  in  response  to  this  high  call  from  God?  Let 
us  look  briefly  at  the  record. 

All  churches  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
last  year  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  1  to  25.  This 
means  that  on  an  average  last  year  it  took  25  church  members  a 
whole  year  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  This  record  isn't  anything 
that  it  should  be,  but  it  does  represent  an  increase  in  baptisms  of 
4  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  the 
state  in  1956  were  32,468,  and  in  1957  they  were  33,796. 

In  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  last  year  the  ratio  of  bap- 
tisms to  membership  was  1  to  25  for  total  membership,  1  to  18  ratio. 
Total  baptisms  reported  in  our  association  in  1957  were  334.  This 
year  the  churches  reported  329  baptisms.  This  represents  a  loss  of 
6  under  1957. 

The  number  of  people  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  churches  gives  only  a  partial  picture  of  the  work  of 
evangelism  in  the  churches.  The  remainder  of  the  picture  is  seen  in 
what  happens  to  the  converts  after  baptism.  Here  statistics  are  not 
so  easily  compiled,  but  the  number  who  will  be  won  to  Christ  and 
baptized  in  the  future  is  dependent  upon  the  maturing  of  those  being 
baptized  now.  A  Christian  grows  only  as  he  participates  in  witness- 
ing for  Christ.  Thus  the  program  of  evangelism  in  a  church  con- 
sists of  winning  people  to  Christ  and  keeping  them  enlisted  in  the 
total  work  of  redemption. 

Next  year  we  face  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the 
people  in  the  churches  to  engage  in  the  total  work  of  redemption  by 
going  all-the-way  in  cooperation  in  the  continent-wide  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  Crusade.  This  Crusade  will  be  the  biggest  concerted 
effort  ever  made  to  win  the  North  American  continent  to  Christ  and 
to  experience  new  depths  of  dedication  to  Christ  on  the  part  of  all 
church  members.  Seven  major  Baptist  conventions  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  are  cooperating  in  this  Crusade.  These  conven- 
tions are  composed  of  75,000  churches  which  have  19,000,000  mem- 
bers. Here  is  an  opportunity  like  we  have  never  faced  before  to  get 
into  the  stream  of  God's  redeeming  purpose.  Surely  every  church  in 
this  association  will  want  to  be  a  part  of  this  great  effort! 

Over  a  period  of  110  years  Ave  have  averaged  one  baptism  to 
every  22  Church  members,  for  the  year  of  1946  there  were  5,996  of 
our   Churches   that   reported   no    Baptisms.     Thank   God  this   number 
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was  decreased  to  4,694  in   1954   even  though  there  were  3,498  more 
Churches  reported  in  1954  than  in  1946.

Seminary  Extension  Center 

The  Seminary  Extension  Center  conducted  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  during  1957-58  was  apparently  quite  successful.  Exact  en- 
rollment figures  do  not  seem  to  be  available  but  approximately  40 
men  and  women  were  enrolled  with  about  30  completing  the  course. 
Two  courses  of  study  were  offered  last  yar:  a  course  in  New  Testa- 
ment Interpretation,  taught  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  and  a  course  on 
the  Rural  Church  by  Rev.  Henry  Morgan. 

The  1958-59  Seminary  Extension  Center  is  to  be  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Heber  F.  Peacock,  recently  elected  by  the  Wilkes  County 
Baptists  Ministers  Association  to  serve  as  Director  of  the  School. 
An  Advisory  Committee  has  been  elected  to  assist  in  planning  and 
conducting  the  school:  Rev.  Clyde  Church,  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Rev. 
James  Revis,  and  Rev.  John  Wright. 

Two  courses  are  to  be  taught  during  the  1958-59  school  year: 

(1)  An  interpretive  study  of  the  Book  of  Acts  will  be  taught 
by  Dr.  Heber  F.  Peacock,  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  North  Wilkesboro. 

(2)  A  course  on  Evangelism  will  be  taught  by  Rev.  John 
Wright,  Associational  Missionary  for  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain Association.  This  course  should  be  particularly  ap- 
pealing in  light  of  the  evangelistic  efforts  scheduled  for 
next  Spring.

HISTORY  OF  MORAVIAN  FALLS  MISSIONARY 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

According  to  a  previous  appointment  and  at  the  request  of  a 
number  of  brethern  and  sisters,  a  Presbytery,  consisting  of  Elders, 
T.  M.  Honeycutt,  W.  C.  Meadows,  and  G.  W.  Green,  met  in  the  chapel 
of  Moravian  Falls  academy,  November  14,  1886,  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  organizing  a  Baptist  church. 

Elder  T.  M.  Honeycutt,  preached  an  appropriate  sermon  and  the 
Presbytery  was  organized  by  electing  Elder  Honeycutt,  moderator 
and  brother  J.  T.  Thomas  clerk.  After  the  organization  was  per- 
fected, the  following  brethern  and  sister  presented  themselves  with 
letters  to  join;  T.  J.  Alexander,  Mrs.  Tabitha  Alexander,  Charlie 
Alexander,  Albert  McGee,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  McGee,  Mrs.  C.  D.  Deal,  of 
New  Bethany  church  of  Iredell  County,  J.  F.  Spainhour,  Mrs.  S.  A. 
Spainhour,  of  Globe  Church  Caldwell  County,  Wakefield  Kitzmiller, 
of  Walnut  Grove  Church  of  Wilkes  County,  A.  C.  McRae,  Mrs.  E.  C. 
McRae,  Miss  Ida  L.  McRae,  Miss  Grace  McRae  of  Plesant  Home 
Church  of  Wilkes  County.  E.  C.  Eller,  J.  E.  Johnson  and  Miss  Anna 
M.  Green,  making  a  total  of  17  charter  members. 

The  Presbytery  adjudged  the  letters  in  due  form  and  all  the 
persons  legally  qualified  to  become  members  of  the  newly  orgaized 
church. 

The  following  principles  were  adopted  by  the  brethern  and  sis- 
ters; 1.  We  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God,  and  that  there 
are  three  persons  in  the  God  head,  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  these  three  are  one.  2.  We  believe  that  the  old  and  the 
new  testaments,  are  the  word  of  god,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and 
practice.  3.  We  believe  in  the  impotency  of  man  to  deliver  him- 
self from  his  present  fallen  state.  4.  We  believe  that  salvation  is 
by  grace  through  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  5.  We  believe 
that  Baptism  and  the  Lords  supper  are  ordinances  instituted  by 
Jesus  Christ  and  should  be  practiced  by  all  true  believers.  6.  We 
believe  that  Baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  by  a 
qualified  administrator  and  that  only  persons  thus  baptized  shall 
take  the  Lord's  supper.  7.  We  believe  in  the  final  perserverance 
of  the  saints  in  grace  and  glory.  8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment.  9.  We  believe  the  happiness 
of  the  righteous  and  the  judgment  of  the  wicked  will  both  be  eternal. 

The  following  covenant  in  like  manner  was  read  and  adopted. 

We  the  members  of  Moravian  Falls  Missionary  Baptist  Church, 
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do  respectfully  and  individually  agree  together  by  the  help  of  God  to 
observe  this  covenant:  Feeling  the  need  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
encouragement,  we  will  faithfully  watch  over  and  admonish  one  an- 
other's burdens  and  help  each  other  to  turn  from  the  wrong  and  do 
the  right;  knowingly  the  evil  that  springs  from  tale  bearing,  we  will 
strive  to  refrain  from  speaking  evil  one  of  another  endeavoring  to 
exercise  the  Christian  charity  which  "beareth  all  things,  believeth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things". 

Being  organized  into  a  church  with  a  desire  to  glorify  God,  we 
will  give  of  our  means,  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  us,  for  the  support 
of  the  preaching  of  the  word  at  home  and  for  all  the  expenses  of 
the  church,  and  also  for  the  speed  of  the  gospel  in  the  regions  be- 
yond and  for  all  worthy  objects,  zealously  provoking  one  another 
to  love  and  good  works.  We  will  not  forsake  the  assembling  of  our- 
selves together,  but  will  so  far  as  possible,  attend  the  services  of 
the  church  not  forgetting  to  use  with  dilligence  the  other  means  of 
grace,  as  prayer  and  the  study  of  God's  word,  that  we  may  by  all 
these  grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Appreciating  exceedingly  the  great  evil  of  intoxicating  liquor,  we 
will  carefully  refrain  from  its  use  as  a  beverage,  nor  will  we  en- 
gage in  its  manufacture  or  sale  for  such  purposes,  nor  will  we  en- 
courage or  countenances  such  action  in  others.  Finally  whatsoever 
things  are  true  whatsoever  things  are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are 
just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  what- 
soever things  are  of  good  report.  These  we  will  try  to  observe,  al- 
ways humbly  forgiving,  forgiveness  through  the  blood  of  Christ  for 
past  failures,  and  trusting  in  his  abounding  grace  for  the  future, 
that  we  may  live  to  the  glory  of  his  Son  and  do  good  to  all  men 
especially  to  them  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith. 

The  Presbytery  being  satisfied  with  the  abstract  of  principles 
and  covenant,  after  inquiring  for  objections  on  the  part  of  members 
of  neighboring  churches  present  and  hearing  none,  it  was  agreed  to 
recognize  the  brethern  and  sisters  named  above  as  a  regular  Bap- 
tist church. 

The  moderator  gave  an  appropi"iate  and  instructive  charge,  Eld- 
er, W.  C.  Meadows,  led  in  prayer  and  the  hand  of  fellowship  was 
given  to  the  members  of  the  new  organization  by  the  Presbytery. 
On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded  and  carried  favorably  the  prin- 
ciples and  covenant  was  adopted  and  the  new  church  was  named 
Moravian  Falls  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

After  this,  Elder  G.  W.  Green,  was  then  unanimously  elected 
pastor,  and  brother  E.  C.  Eller,  was  elected  clerk  by  acclamation. 

After  a  sermon  by  Elder  Green,  and  services  that  night  the 
church  was  called  into  a  business  session  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Brother  J.  F.  Spainhour,  and  Miss  Mamie  Morris,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  to  solicit  subsci-iptions  for  pastor's  salary. 
Brother  J.  F.  Spainhour  F.  J.  Alexander,  A.  G.  McGee,  E.  C.  Eller, 
and  J.   E.  Johnson,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  report  upon  the 
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advisiability  of  erecting  a  house  of  worship.  It  was  also  agreed  at 
the  same  business  meeting  to  hold  the  meetings  on  the  second  Sun- 
day of  each  month  and  to  accept  the  use  of  Beulah  Methodist  church, 
which  had  been  offered  for  them  to  use  while  the  new  church  was 
being  erected. 

At  the  February  meeting  1887,  the  committee  on  subscriptions 
for  building  a  house  of  worship  reported  sufficient  progress  to  justify 
them  in  proceeding  with  the  work.  Brother  J.  F.  Spainhour,  F.  J. 
Alexander,  E.  C.  Eller,  and  Thomason,  with  the  Pastor,  were  ap- 
pointed a  building  committee,  with  authority  to  let  a  partial  con- 
tract. Brother  Spainhour,  McGee,  and  J.  L.  Hemphill,  were  ap- 
pointed trustees  and  at  the  August  meeting  1887,  the  church  voted 
to  join  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association. 

At  the  September  meeting  in  1888,  the  pastor  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing committees,  in  place  of  those  previously  appointed  on  the 
other  churches,  to  secure  a  deed  for  the  lot  on  which  the  church  was 
being  built ;T.  P.  Pearlier,  D.  A.  Leach,  and  J.  H.  Ellis.  This  build- 
ing committee  proceeded  with  the  work  and  kept  pushing  subscrip- 
building  committee  as  most  of  them  had  moved  away  and  joined 
tions  and  the  work  until  October  20,  1889,  when  the  new  church  of 
worship  was  dedicated  on  that  day  and  Elder  W.  R.  Gwaltney,  of 
Greensboro,  preached  the  dedication  sermon  at  the  11  O'Clock  service. 
The  deed  to  this  church  is  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Deeds  office 
in  Wilkes  County,  in  Book  212  at  page  60,  and  includes  1.07  acres 
of  land. 

After  a  short  intermission  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Elder  I.  T. 
Prevette,  and  then  a  Presbytery  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
daining brother  C.  T.  Critcher,  and  A.  A.  Leach,  as  deacons.  The 
Presbytery  consisted  of  Elder  W.  C.  Meadows,  I.  T.  Prevette,  C.  C. 
Pool,  Gwaltney  and  G.  W.  Green.  Elder  Meadows,  was  moderator 
and  Elder  Poole,  examined  the  candidates  as  to  their  soundness  in 
the  faith.  The  pastor  led  in  the  ordaining  prayer  and  the  charge 
was  given  by  Elder  Gwaltney,  after  which  the  hand  of  fellowship 
was  given  by  the  church.  At  the  January  meeting  1890,  it  was  set 
apart  by  the  church  to  have  the  church  covenant  read  before  the 
ordinance  of  the  Lords  Supper. 

This  building  was  used  to  hold  Sunday  School  and  preaching 
service  in  until  September  29,  1946,  when  at  the  request  of  Rev. 
Gwaltney  suggested  the  need  of  some  Sunday  School  rooms  and  the 
following  resolution  was  passed.  That  we  as  an  organized  Baptist 
church  of  Moravian  Falls,  do  agree  to  erect  a  building  for  the  pur- 
pose of  developing  and  training  our  young  people  after  an  investi- 
gation of  the  possibilities  to  determine  our  needs  that  are  to  be 
made. 

This  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  and  the  following  were 
appointed  as  an  investigating  committee  to  determine  the  needs;  R. 
A.  Greer,  P.  G.  Smithey,  W.  C.  Hendren,  Mrs.  Irving  Eller,  Lawrence 
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Critcher,  Ann  Hayes,  J.  E.  Nichols,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Scroggs,  Irving  Eller, 
Lola  Belle  Pardue  and  Loyd  Kirby. 

At  October  meeting  in  1946,  Mrs,  Cyrus  Brown,  church  treasury, 
was  designated  to  receive  money  for  building  fund  coming  through 
the  church  and  Lawrence  Critcher,  to  do  the  same  for  Sunday 
School. 

At  November  meeting  1946,  the  following  persons,  were  elected 
for  the  building  fund  committee,  Lola  Belle  Pardue,  Kayt  Roberts, 
Sadie  Smithey,  Maxie  Pardue,  Mary  Brewer,  Ann  Hayes,  Connie 
Davis,  and  Pauline  Lowe.  The  church  also  voted  to  make  every 
member  eligible  to  receive  funds  for  the  new  building.  There  was 
a  motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  following  men  in  the  business 
committee  be  elected  for  the  building  committee  of  the  church;  Law- 
rence Critcher,  W.  C.  Hendren,  R.  A.  Greer,  P.  G.  Smithey,  Irvin 
Eller,  J.  Earl  Nichols  and  Cyrus  Brown.  At  December  meeting  1946, 
Lawrence  Critcher,  reported  that  the  building  and  business  com- 
mittees had  held  a  meeting  and  organized  by  electing  W.  C.  Hendren, 
secretary,  and  the  building  committee  had  asked  P.  G.  Smithey,  to 
make  a  blue  print  of  the  church  at  Troutman,  which  some  of  the 
membrs  had  visited  and  were  well  pleased  with  that  type  of  building. 

At  the  February  meeting  1949,  Lawrence  Critcher,  was  elected 
treasury  of  the  building  committee,  which  relieved  Mrs.  Cyrus  Brown, 
and  P.  G.  Smithey,  elected  purchasing  agent  for  the  building  com- 
mittee. The  old  building  was  sold  March  18,  1949,  for  $605.00  and 
after  they  began  dismanteling  said  building  preaching  service  was 
held  in  Buelali  Methodist  church  and  the  Sunday  School  in  the  School 
building. 

Every  member  of  the  church,  was  made  a  canvassing  committee 
along  with  the  purchasing  and  building  committees.  Lawrence 
Critcher,  chairman  of  Building  committee,  reported  June  1949,  funds 
on  hand  in  the  amount  of  $9,445.56.  June  19,  1949,  there  was  a  very 
impressive  service  held  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone.  Rev.  Dean 
Minton,  read  the  132  Psalm,  Rev.  J.  Earl  Pearson,  associational  miss- 
ionary, led  in  prayer;  then  Dr.  John  T.  Wayland,  pastor  of  the  North 
Wilkesboro  Baptist  church  delivered  the  message  at  the  service.  There 
was  placed  in  the  corner  stone,  a  Bible,  a  history  of  the  Church,  the 
church  roll,  a  list  of  church  officers,  a  copy  of  the  program,  a  copy 
of  the  Journal-Patriot,  carrying  announcement  of  the  service.  These 
articles  were  placed  in  the  corner  stone  by  Mrs.  Bernice  Greer,  as- 
sistant church  clerk,  and  the  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Irving  Eller, 
and  prayer  of  dedication  by  the  pastor  closed  the  service. 

Work  kept  moving  along  rapidly  on  the  new  building  with  the 
cooperation  of  all  committees  working  together  and  raising  funds  un- 
til October  23,  1949,  when  the  members  met  in  the  Sanctuary  of  the 
new  building  for  the  first  service  that  morning. 

The  Methodist  brethern  displayed  a  generous  spirit  in  lending 
their  building  to  the  Baptist  to  hold  service  in  on  two  occasions  un- 
til a  house  of  worship  could  be  erected.

The  new  building  is  completed  with  10  Sunday  School  class 
rooms  and  three  departments,  with  a  nursery  and  four  cribs,  new 
pews  in  the  Sanctuary  and  a  good  heating  plant  large  enough  to  heat 
all  of  the  class  rooms  and  the  Sanctuary  and  the  beautifying  of  the 
grounds  and  driveway  around  the  church  building  with  Gilbert  Fos- 
ter, chairman  of  the  ground  committee,  at  a  cost  of  $23,500.00  and 
all  of  it  paid  for  and  no  indebtedness  on  the  church.  It  seems  from 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  this  church  and  the  various  committee 
meetings  from  time  to  time,  with  such  a  cooperative  spirit  shows 
that  unquestionably  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  was  working  with  them. 

During  the  seventy-two  years  this  church  has  existed,  it  has  had 
pastors  as  follows:  Rev.  G.  W.  Green,  1886-1890;  R.  L.  Patton,  1890- 
1892;  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  1892-1897;  J.  Van  Beach,  1897-1902;  W.  R. 
Bradshaw.  1902-1904;  W.  F.  Staley,  1904-1906;  L.  P.  Gwaltney,  Jan- 
uary 1906  to  December  1906,  when  Rev.  A.  T.  Pardue,  was  called  as 
pastor  for  the  Associational  year.  There  are  no  minutes  of  informa- 
tion from  December  23,  1906  to  August  3,  1908.  The  minutes  are 
signed  by  K.  C.  Homer,  as  moderator,  but  do  not  say  anything  about 
him  being  elected  pastor.  The  minutes  of  February  4,  1909,  states 
Rev.  J.  W.  Burchette,  was  called  as  pastor  and  served  till  1912;  E. 
V.  Bumgarner,  1912-1919;  J.  W.  Bumgarner,  1919-1924;  A.  E.  Watts, 
1924-1934;  Roger  C.  Gwaltney,  1934-1939;  E.  V.  Bumgarner,  1939- 
1946;  Roger  C.  Gwaltney,  1946-1949;  Dean  Minton,  1949-1951;  C.  J. 
Poole,  1951-1957,  when  J.  C.  McQueen,  was  elected  pastor  and  is 
still   serving  in  that  capacity. 

The  first  clerk  of  the  church,  was  E.  C.  Eller,  who  was  elected 
November  14,  1886,  and  served  until  1888;  W.  M.  Duncan,  1888-1890; 
A.  A.  Leach,  1890-1892;  A.  W.  Steelman,  1892-1897;  W.  A.  Bullis, 
1897  1899;  F.  G.  Holman,  1899-1903;  A.  A.  Leach,  1903-1905;  J.  B. 
Leach,  1905-1909:  D.  J.  Pardue,  1909-1927;  B.  M.  Pardue,  1927  to 
November  18,  1949,  when  he  was  called  home  to  heaven,  and  his 
daughter  Mrs.  Bernice  P.  Greer,  succeeded  him  as  clerk  and  is  still 
serving  the  church  in  that  capacity. 

The  minutes  of  August  1,  1903,  states  that  there  was  a  spiritual 
committee,  appointed,  composed  of  the  following,  C.  D.  Harris,  I.  M. 
Crouch,  W.  O.  Hendren,  Edward  Parlier,  T.  J.  Alexander  and  J.  B. 
Leach,  to  look  after  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  church.  That  is,  to 
see  that  all  members  attended  church  reasonably  regular  and  that 
none  went  astray  and  if  so  to  visit  them  when  they  failed  to  attend 
church  and  see  if  any  grievances  had  come  between  them  and  *  any 
members  of  the  church  and  to  bring  them  back  into  the  fold  with 
the  other  sheep  and  to  see  that  they  lived  up  to  the  covenant  of  the 
church. 

This  church  has  also  licensed  four  persons  to  preach  during  the 
seventy-two  years  that  it  has  existed.  In  August  1891,  T.  L.  Bla- 
lock,  was  granted  license  to  preach,  in  February  1896,  J.  A.  Boldin, 
was  granted  the  privilege  to  preach  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
association.     In  February  1941,  Leroy  Eller,  was  ordained  to  preach 
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and  in  December  1941,  R.  C.  Gwaltney,  was  ordained  as  a  minister. 

It  seems  that  shortly  after  this  church  was  organized,  it  organ- 
ized Sunday  School,  and  has  been  having  Sunday  School  ever  since 
and  at  the  present  time  has  one  hundred  and  fifty  enrolled  in  Sun- 
day School,  with  an  excellent  chore  of  teachers.  It  has  taken  great 
interest  in  music  and  has  three  pianos  and  one  organ,  with  Mrs.  Mat- 
tie  Pardue,  pianist  and  Lawrence  Critcher,  leader  of  the  choir.  In 
1953,  it  organized  a  training  Union  and  at  present  has  forty-one 
members.  The  Womens  Missionary  Union,  has  also  rendered  great 
work  and  service  to  the  progress  of  this  church. 

June  15,  1949,  the  church  voted  to  go  on  full  time  preaching 
service  and  continued  on  full  time  until  November  11  1952,  when 
Rev.  C.  J.  Poole,  was  called  as  pastor,  then  it  voted  to  have  preaching 
service  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Sundays.  The  pastors  of  this  church  has 
always  been  paid  by  donations  and  gifts  and  according  to  the  minutes 
it  has  been  very  liberal,  until  September,  when  it  went  on  the  budget 
plan  and  has  been  operating  on  it  ever  since. 

It  has  had  a  number  of  revivals.  As  early  as  1887,  it  held  a 
revival  and  3  joined,  1913,  ten  were  added,  1919,  8  added,  1921,  13 
added,  1924,  18  were  added  and  a  number  of  other  revivals  were  held 
and  including  1954,  when  15  were  added.  It  has  kept  gaining  mem- 
bers until  it  has  gone  from  17  charter  members  to  192. 

The  women  have  played  an  important  part  in  this  church  by 
being  on  committees  and  helping  in  the  financing  of  the  church  in 
temporal  as  well  as  spiritual  things.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 
1958  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 

Since  its  organization  40  years  ago,  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  has  paid  out  benefits  totaling  nearly  $27  million.  In  1957 
alone,  $2,245,861.18  in  benefits  was  received  by  more  than  5,000  re- 
tired or  disabled  ministers  and  denominational  leaders  and  widows. 

At  the  close  of  1957,  there  were  approximately  17,500  active 
numbers  to  the  Board's  various  retirement  plans,  with  nearly  20,500 
churches,  Boards  and  agencies  cooperating.  During  the  year,  mem- 
bership in  the  plans  increased  by  2,454. 

Each  year  continues  to  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  re- 
tirement, disability  and  widow  annuities.  Last  year  503  persons 
were  added  to  the  Board's  annuity  roll,  136  more  than  the  previous 
year. 
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Presently,  only  34  per  cent  of  our  Southern  Baptist  ministers  are 
enrolled  in  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  program.  The  Board's 
Promotion  Department  is  constantly  working  to  enlist  the  thousands 
of  others  in  this  vital  program.  A  study  of  the  retirement  or  pen- 
sion plans  of  other  denominations  reveals  an  important  fact.  In  the 
denominations  showing  the  greater  percentage  of  their  preachers  in 
the  protection  program,  the  church  assumes  the  entire  financial  re- 
sponsibility, paying  the  pastor's  dues  as  well  as  its  own. 

Out  of  the  approximately  11,000  Southern  Baptist  churches  now 
participating  with  their  pastor  in  this  protection  program,  around  36 
per  cent  are  paying  both  member  and  church  dues.  It  is  hoped  our 
churches  will  give  this  matter  some  serious  thought  as  a  possible 
solution  to  giving  these  preachers  and  their  families  the  protection 
they  need  through  the  Annuity  Board's  program. 

Total  membership  in  both  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  and  South- 
ern Baptist  Protection  Plan  now  stands  at  1,026.  This  means  that 
about  35  per  cent  of  our  possibilities  is  covered  in  our  plans. 

We  are  encouraged  with  the  year's  progress  but  urge  all  pastors 
and  workers  to  lead  their  churches  to  participation. 

Ottis  J.  Hagler  is  Secretary  of  Retirement  Plans  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  his  address  is  Baptist  Building,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 
He  is  anxious  to  help  pastors  and  churches  obtain  the  benefits  of  the 
Plan  in  case  of  disability,  old  age,  or  death,  call  on  him.

1964,  remind  us  that  In  every  missionary  advance  the  Bible  goes 
forward  first! 

The  Bible  is  a  "must"  in  missions  and  evangelism.  If  the  people 
of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  na- 
tions, they  must  have  the  Bible.  It  is  the  one  basic  source  of  knowl- 
edge of  Him.  The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool;  he  uses  it  in 
all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the 
human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  when  he  must  leave  —  and 
keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language,  but  in  most 
countries  the  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the 
Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  to  translate  the  Bible,  pub- 
lishes without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usual- 
ly below  cost,  for  worldwide  mission  work.  For  the  Blind,  it  supplies 
Scriptures,  at  a  small  fraction  of  cost,  in  raised-letter  systems  and

on  Talking  Book  records.  The  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of 
Southern  Baptists  and  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  Mission 
work  at  home  and  abroad. 

During  1957  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— Distributed  throughout  the  world  nearly  15  million  volumes 
of  Scriptures. 

— Donated  more  than  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distri- 
bution by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vital  link  between  the 
home  churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

— Introduced  the  Finger  Phono,  a  new  feather-weight  plastic 
phonograph,  operated  by  one  finger.  These  are  being  supplied,  with 
Scripture  recordings  in  the  languages  needed,  in  areas  where  very 
few  people  can  read.  They  are  now  in  use  among  the  Navaho  Indians 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  and  in  various  parts  of  Africa  and  Asia. 

— Accepted  a  new  joint  responsibility,  with  the  British  and  For- 
eign Bible  Society,  for  the  work  in  India,  in  France  and  in  the  Congo 
Basin  of  Africa.  In  India,  the  Bible  Societies  are  undertaking  to 
provide  in  the  next  5  years,  a  New  Testament  for  every  Christian 
who  can  read  and  a  Gospel  for  every  non-Christian  who  can  read; 
this  will  require  90  million  Scripture  volumes  in  5  years  for  India 
alone!

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN 
BAPTIST   ASSOCIATION 

Name 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County,  North  Carolina. 

Objects 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  consider 
and  promote  measures  for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence, 
and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and  direct- 
ing their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its 
missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

Article  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Bap- 
ist  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its  pastor  and  any  oth- 
er ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may 
elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members 
or  fraction  thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional 
one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided,  that 
no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten   (10)   messengers. 

Article  4.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose 
its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP 
provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL 
LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  body. 
The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  statuts  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes 
their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  mem- 
bership with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session. 
If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator 
shall   extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the   messengers. 

Article  5.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for 
three  successive  years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers    shall    be 


stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory    reasons    for 
such  failure  are  given. 

Article  6.     The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any 
church  in  its  membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in 
faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought  against  it  by 
some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 
Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Article  7.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  Association  shall  see  fit  to  elect.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before 
the  noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the 
session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except 
the  Moderator  who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succes- 
sion. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise 
all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private 
duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their 
work  for  the  kingdom. 

Article  9.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Moderator  in  his   absence. 

Article  10.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association;  shall  superintend  their  printing  and 
distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Statistical  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Pub- 
lication Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agen- 
cies or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  As- 
sociation records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  an- 
nual session  of  the  Association  form  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  sug- 
gest to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount 
needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

Article  11.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association,  as  directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an 
itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Article  12.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the 
Association  and  the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report 
to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Article  13.     At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Mode- 


rator  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  an- 
nual session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representa- 
tives. After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator  shall 
give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  and  all  of 
these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  va- 
cant position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  14.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Mode- 
rator shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Committees  composed  of  five 
members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next 
annual  session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  this  constitution.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or 
resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  name  a  person 
to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion, with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  15.  The  Executive  Promotion  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Direc- 
tor. Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Associational  Brother- 
hood President  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion, together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by 
the  church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  10  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, including  four  of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that 
either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the 
extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the 
Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  quarter 
at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The 
officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with 
the  Moderator  serving  as  chairman. 

Article  16.  The  Associational  Missions  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  As- 
sociational Training  Union  Director,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  the  Associational  Brotherhood  President  and  three 
pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  cooperate  with  the  Assoctiaional  Missionary  in  the  extension  of 
Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him 
in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to    the 
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Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  per- 
son. It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with 
the  Finance  Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  infor- 
mation to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which  might  be 
helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Article  17.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members  with  the  Treasurer  serving  as  ex  officio  member.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Executive 
Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget  for  the 
coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  funds. 

Article  18.  The  Committee  on  New  Churches  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications 
from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the  Association  and,  after  care- 
ful investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  19.  The  Ti-ustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securi- 
ties of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representatives  of  the  Association 
in  legal  matters. 

Article  20.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any 
necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary 
to  the  Association. 

Article  21.  The  Order  of  Business  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and  present  the  same  for 
adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Associa- 
tional  Missionary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee. 

Article  22.  The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  so- 
licit invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the 
annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preacher  and  an  al- 
ternate for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate 
for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates  for  the  next  annual  session. 

Article.  23.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such 
resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present  such  other  reso- 
lutions as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Article  24.  The  Committee  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Righte- 
ousness shall  be  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different 
churches  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  the  social  and  civic  prob- 
lems of  our  area,  along  with  relevant  literature  available  through 
the  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
and  to  report  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  their  findings 
along  with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by  the  Association 
and/or  cooperating  churches. 
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General  Provisions 

Article  25.  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary 
shall  follow  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  16  with  the  understand- 
ing that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period 
of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  Missionary  or  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Article  26.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  decided  according  to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  prac- 
tice, preferably  KERFOOT'S. 

Article  27.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at 
any  annual  session  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the 
annual   session   and   voted  upon   on   the   second  day. 

BY-LAWS 

1.     The   Association   shall  convene   annually   on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer. 


in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi- 
ness may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  the  matter  of  making 
changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  considera- 
tion,   and   avoid   the   use    of   unnecessary   personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards 
one  another  such  courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote 
of  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

Henry  Morgan  and  was  adopted.  The  Rev.  Hunter  Church  made  a 
motion  that  a  mailing  list  be  sent  the  Annuity  Board  including  names 
of  chairmen  of  Deacons  and  other  church  leaders.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

The  report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Clayton  R.  Barker,  who  briefly  discussed  the  report.     It  was  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  clerk  and  missionary  be  permitted 
to  edit  the  reports  that  have  been  submitted,  and  adopted,  and  in  some 
instances  cut  them  to  conserve  space.     The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen,  Jr.,  in  a  graphic  and  interesting  man- 
ner,  presented  the   Church   Development   Department   report,   stress- 
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ing  the  importance  of  our  churches  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
Survey  Plan,  and  using  it.     The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Clayton  Barker  was  elected  to  serve  the  Association  as 
the  Representative  of  P.O.A.U. 

Dr.  Heber  F.  Peacock,  Chairman  of  Constitution  Committee,  rec- 
ommended changes  in  the  Constitution,  which  were  approved. 

The  Co-operative  Program  report  was  brought  by  the  Rev.  Guy 
S.  Cain,  General  Missionary.  He  stressed  the  matter  of  leading  our 
people  to  an  awareness  of  the  far-reaching  effects  of  this  fine  pro- 
gram. 

The  Memorial  Service  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Hunter  Church,  who 
read  the  list  of  our  deceased  brethren  since  the  last  annual  session. 
The  congregation  stood  as  the  list  was  read,  and  as  prayer  was  of- 
fered by  Brother  Church. 

An  announcement  was  made  by  the  Missionary  concerning  Chris- 
tian Home  Emphasis  Week,  February  7-12,  1960,  when  Mrs.  Frank 
Leavell  will  visit  the  Association  to  conduct  the  program.  A  com- 
mittee was  named  by  the  Missionary  to  help  plan  for  the  week,  and 
was  elected  by  the  Association. 

The  following  new  members  were  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associa- 
tional  Finance  Committee:  Mr.  Raymond  Blevins  and  the  Rev.  J. 
Glenn  Huffman. 

In  keeping  with  changes  in  the  Constitution,  the  Moderator 
should  name  a  new  Nominating  Committee,  and  the  Committee  on 
Committees. 

Mr.  John  V.  Idol,  retiring  Moderator,  presented  the  gavel  to  the 
Rev.  Clyde  Church,  newly  elected  Moderator,  who  closed  the  Annual 
Associational  meeting  with  prayer. 

REPORT  OF  AUDIO  VISUAL  AIDS  DEPARTMENT,  1959 

The  goal  of  every  church  is  to  reach  more  people  effectively  with 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Audio  Visual  Aids  are  God-given  tools 
with  great  power  for  reaching  people  with  God's  message. 

Audio  Visual  education  helps  people  learn  through  hearing  and 
seeing.  People  taught  in  this  way  learn  more  effectively  and  learn 
faster  that  which  is  taught. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Department  of  Audio 
Visual  Aids: 

1.  An  adequate  library  of  35mm  filmstrips  and  16mm  sound 
motion  pictures,  supporting  the  total  Baptist  program.  All  these 
films  are  free  rental  to  all  the  churches  in  the  Convention.  A  large 
number  of  teaching  and  promotional  films  are  added  to  the  library 
each  year.  There  are  films  in  the  library  covering  every  area  of 
Baptist  work,  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  W.  M. 
U.,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Children's  activities,  Christian  Life, 
Evangelism  and  Stewardship.  Approximately  5,000  films  are  booked 
each  year. 

2.  The  Department  produces  several  35mm  filmstrips  and  16mm 
motion  pictures  each  year  on   special  areas  of  Baptist  work  in  the 
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State.  Produced  this  year  were:  a  35mm  filmstrip  in  color,  "Adding 
Life  to  Years/'  depicting  the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  Ag- 
ing in  North  Carolina;  a  35mm  filmstrip  in  color,  "Missions  in  Ac- 
tion," depicting  the  varied  ministries  of  State  Missions.  To  be  re- 
leased soon:  are  two  16mm  motion  pictures  in  color:  "A  Channel  of 
Blessing,"  on  the  Co-operative  Program;  and  "Opportunity-Unlimit- 
ed," a  dramatic  story  of  the  ministry  of  Chowan  College.  Other 
films  are  now  in  production'  and  will  also  be  on  free  rental  basis  to 
the  churches  in  the  Convention. 

3.  Another  ministry  of  the  Department  is  in  conducting  Audio 
Visual  Aid  Workshops  in  Associations,  upon  request  from  the  Asso- 
ciation. Complete  exhibits  and  demonstrations  are  presented.  Any 
organization  in  the  Association  may  sponsor  one  of  these  workshops, 
which  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  church  leader  and 
pastor. 

4.  One  valuable  service  rendered  by  the  Department  is  counsel- 
ing with  pastors  and  committees  concerning  the  right  types  of  equip- 
ment to  purchase  in  carrying  out  the  church  program,  in  designing 
audio  visual  installations'  and  in  training  audio  visual  operators. 
More  than  100  churches  are  aided  each  year. 

5.  Special  tape  recorded  messages  of  addresses  at  the  State 
Convention,  and  Evangelistic  Conference  are  available  on  a  cost  basis 
each  year.  Almost  100  churches  avail  themselves  of  this  service  each 
year.  Tape  recorded  radio  programs  are  distributed  each  year  to 
some  25  to  40  radio  stations  participating  in  the  Baptist  Network. 
The  Department  prepares  and  presents  each  week  a  church-centered 
telecast  over  one  of  the  major  TV  stations  in  North  Carolina.  Through 
these  channels,  the  Baptist  denomination  receive  each  year  many 
thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  news  coverage.  Many  times  during  the 
year  special  news  releases  are  forwarded  to  all  news  ovitlets. 

6.  The  Department  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  assists  all  departments 
and  special  committees  of  the  State  Convention  with  lay-outs  and 
related  pictures  for  programs,  brochures  and  posters.  Pictures  for 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  Charts,  diagrams  and  posters  for  presentations 
at  Clinics,  Conventions  and  Campaigns  have  been  prepared.  Chart  and 
Bulletin  inserts  on  the  Co-operative  Program  were  made  available 
through  the  Promotion  Department  on  a  free  basis  to  the  churches. 
Graphic  arts  is  one  of  the  major  services  of  the  Department. 

7.  The  Department  seeks  to  cooperate  with  every  agency  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  promote  the  major  emphases  of  each 
group  at  the  time  scheduled  on  the  Baptist  calendar  each  year.  The 
services  of  the  Department  are  available  to  every  church  and  Associ- 
ation in  the  State.

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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

In  the  Great  Commission  Jesus  said,  "Go"  "Teach"  with  the  pur- 
pose of  making  disciples,  "baptize"  and  "teach''  them  to  be  obedient 
to  Christ  in  all  things.  The  only  imperative  in  all  these  mighty  words 
of  action  is  "to  make  disciples"  or  to  teach  with  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing disciples.  Thus  Jesus  puts  soul-winning  first  in  His  total  pro- 
gram with  a  definite  command.  In  every  church  or  associational 
program,  soul-winning  must  be  in  the  forefront  of  its  total  program 
to  be  in  the  will  of  Christ.  This  order  is  the  divine  imperative.  Any 
individual  or  church  that  changes  this  order  is  disobedient  to  Christ, 
and  therefore  cannot  expect  His  empowering  and  blessing  upon  the 
efforts  put  forth. 

During  the  years  1959-1964,  in  the  Jubilee  Advance,  Baptists  of 
North  America  are  making  an  effort  to  be  obedient  to  the  Great  Com- 
mission by  putting  soul-winning  in  the  foreground  of  their  respective 
programs.  In  1959  it  appears  that  real  progress  has  been  made  in 
this  direction.  Reports  received  in  the  office  of  Evangelism  in  Ra- 
leigh indicate  that  the  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusades  over  the 
State  were  the  most  fruitful  ever.  With  one  exception,  every  as- 
sociation in  the  State  participated.  Most  of  them  did  more  praying, 
planning,  and  working  to  win  all  the  people  to  a  full  committal  to 
Christ  than  ever  before.  Figures  in  the  Raleigh  office  for  the  State 
show  about  15,000  baptisms,  20,000  total  additions,  and  that  more 
than  2,000  young  people  offered  their  lives  for  full-time  Christian 
vocations. 

In  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  reports  on  the  1959 
Simultaneous  Crusade  reveal  that  during  the  campaign,  with  a  total 
attendance  of  36,039,  more  than  100  people  were  received  as  candi- 
dates for  baptism  with  at  least  15  others  making  profession  of  faith 
but  not  joining  the  church  at  that  time.  Additions  to  the  churches 
for  the  year  in  the  association  were:  baptisms  298;  other  additions 
156;  total  additions  454. 

The  ratio  of  baptisms  to  church  membership  is  1:22  for  Southern 
Baptists  and  1 :25  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Our  associations'  ratio 
for  1957  was  1:25.  It  was  1:25  in  1958,  and  this  year  it  is  1:29.5. 
The  goal  of  Southern  Baptists  in  ratio  of  baptisms  to  church  mem- 
bers is  1:8.  This  constitutes  our  greatest  challenge.  Only  as  we  get 
soul-winning  in  the  forefront  of  our  total  program  can  we  become 
obedient  servants  of  Christ. 

The  Steering  Committee  for  our  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Cru- 
sade, along  with  the  members  of  committees  from  the  various 
churches,  worked  long  and  faithfully  in  the  preparation  for,  and  ac- 
tual conduct  of,  our  Simultaneous  Campaign.  Much  of  the  success 
of  our  efforts  is  due  to  their  unceasing  concern  and  expenditure  of 
energy  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  Our  Steering  Committee  in  its  meet- 
ing immediately  following  the  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Campaign 
(May  3,  1959)   took  the  following  action:   It  voted: 
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(1)  to  recommend  to  the  Association  that  plans  be  formulated 
immediately  for  another  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Campaign  in  our 
Association  in  the  Spring  of  19G0.  This  action  was  taken  after  care- 
ful evaluation  of  the  results  of  the  1959  Crusade  and  with  the  feel- 
ing that  our  simultaneous  efforts  made  a  larger  contribution  to 
evangelism  than  would  have  been  possible  if  our  churches  had  not 
planned  to  work  together. 

(2)  to  recommend  that  April  17-May  1,  1960  be  designated  by 
the  Association  as  the  dates  for  the  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Cam- 
paign. 

(3)  to  recommend  that  each  church  be  encouraged  by  the  As- 
sociation to  engage  in  a  period  of  personal  soul-winning  study  prior 
to  the  revivals  in  the  Spring  of  1960. 

(4)  to  recommend  to  the  Association  that  it  do  all  within  its 
power  to  encourage  a  program  of  perennial  evangelism  in  each  of 
the  churches  of  the  Association.

REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  our  people  with  a  complete 
program  of  specialized  medical  care  for  all  who  need  it.  Our  people 
go  in  great  numbers,  with  all  types  of  serious  illness,  from  all  walks 
of  life,  and  in  all  financial  circumstances,  to  receive  the  ministry  of 
our  Baptist  medical  center.  A  constant  effort  is  made  to  keep  it 
personal  and  Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  Service  Patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State  made 
over  66,000  visits  to  the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
which  is  open  to  families  not  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical 
care.  About  the  same  number  of  office  visits  was  made  by  Private 
or  full-pay  patients.  More  than  16,000  sick  persons  were  hospitalized 
for  132,000  days  of  bed  care. 

Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the  patients 
who  go  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the  hospital  through 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  services  of  the  physicians  are  free 
to  all  these  patients,  but  the  hospital  charges  must  be  paid  unless 
other  arrangements  are  made  by  the  family. 

Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars  in  the 
care  of  these  Service  Patients.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  along  with 
the  welfare  funds  and  assistance  from  other  agencies  and  foundations, 
enables  the  hospital  to  provide  more  than  half  of  this  service  free 
for  our  very  poor  people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  alone,  however, 
has  not  covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  necessity 
of  the  Mother's  Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to  provide  this 
important  service  for  our  poorer  people.

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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT— 1958-59 

A  meeting  was  held  each  month,  as  scheduled,  and  interest  and 
attendance  was  very  good.  Attendance  at  Mass  Meetings  was  not 
under  300  in  any  meeting.  Largest  attendance  was  in  M  Night 
Meeting,  12-1-58  with  340  in  attendance. 

Purlear  Training  Union  is  to  be  congratulated  on  winning  all 
banners  for  the  year  except  for  one  largest  attendance  banner  won 
by  Hinshaw  Street. 

A  Training  Union  was  organized  in  Beaver  Creek  church  during 
year. 

In  Tournament  participation  we  were  represented  in  the  Asso- 
ciation and  Regional  meetings  by  Mrs.  Ira  Church  of  Calvary  church 
taking  part  in  Adult  Scripture  Reading  and  Miss  Ida  Yates  of  Pur- 
lear church  taking  part  in  Young  People's  Better  Speaking. 

Several  Training  Union  members  attended  the  Southwide  sum- 
mer assembly  at  Ridgecrest  and  State  assembly  at  Caswell. 

Members  of  training  unions  in  association  had  privilege  of 
hearing  Mr.  James  P.  Morgan,  State  Training  Union  Secretary, 
when  he  spoke  on  Training  Union  in  a  session  of  the  Seminary  Ex- 
tension Course. 

A  new  project  for  our  Associational  Training  Union  was  the 
promotion  of  Church  Officers  Clinic,  which  was  held  10-14-58  at 
First  Baptist  Church.  There  were  101  persons  in  attendance  and 
20  churches  represented.  Another  of  these  clinics  will  be  held  this 
year  10-19-59,  also  at  First  Baptist. 

Youth  Night  was  also  held  for  first  time,  April  11.  Attendance 
was  not  large  on  account  of  unfavorable  weather,  but  the  program 
was  very  good.

BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  has  held  four  regular  meetings  this 
year;  January  2,  1959;  April  3rd,  1959;  July  3rd,  1959;  and  October 
2nd,  1959.  These  were  fairly  well  attended,  but  never  was  a  major- 
ity of  the  churches  represented.  Wide  discussion  of  Associational 
Problems  and  matters  was  had  and  harmonious  agreement  always 
resulted. 

1.  At  the  January  meeting  24  members  were  present.  The 
Treasurer's  report  was  given  and  it  was  noted  that  our  income  was 
still  not  sufficient  to  keep  current  bills  paid  and  make  any  substan- 
tial payments  on  the  parsonage  debt.  It  was  contended  by  some  that 
a  more  dilligent  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  the  churches  to  be 
more  regular  in  their  contributing  to  this  fund. 

Brother  Howard  Laney,  Music  Director,  announced  a  Music 
School  at  Liberty  Grove  the  last  week  in  January. 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  Associational  Bus  was 
not  being  used  regularly. 

Brother  John  Wright,  Associational  Missionary,  announced  the 
calendar  of  events  for  the  year,  and  particularly  stressed  the  week 
of  Schools  of  Missions  beginning  September  6th. 

The  Committee  voted  to  ask  Mrs.  Frank  Leavell  to  be  guest 
speaker  in  our  Association  for  Christian  Home  Week  in  1960. 

2.  The  April  3rd  meeting  was  attended  by  23  members  and  Dr. 
Heber  Peacock  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  coming  season  of  Re- 
vivals. 

At  this  meeting  the  time  of  taking  the  regular  offering  for  As- 
sociational Missions  was  changed  from  the  5th  Sunday  in  May  to 
the  First  or  Third  Sunday  in  June.  It  was  then  decided  to  appoint 
a  Special  Committee  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  churches  to  send  in 
their  contributions  for  this  fund  regularly.

Miss  Lunda  Hendren  reported  for  the  Training  Union  that  Youth 
Night  will  be  held  at  North  Wilkesboro  First  Church,  April  11. 

Brother  Wright  gave  a  detailed  report  of  his  work  in  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  past  six  months  which  indicated  that  much  labor  had 
been   expended. 

3.  The  meeting  of  July  3rd  had  a  representative  number  of  the 
members  in  attendance.  This  was  meeting  of  considerable  business 
and  was  presided  over  by  Bro.  Charles  Proffitt. 

Committees  for  directing  and  carrying  on  the  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions were  appointed  and  assigned  their  tasks. 

A  Committee  to  nominate  the  Associational  Officers  for  the  next 
year  was  appointed;  on  this  Committee  were  named,  T.  E.  Story, 
Hunter  Church  and  J.  C.  McQueen. 

The  matter  of  putting  the  Associational  Parsonage  under  the 
protection  of  the  Millers  Creek  Fire  Department  was  discussed  and 
it  was  agreed  to  do  so  and  pay  the  cost  of  $3.00. 

The  various  directors  of  the  Associational  Departments  made 
reports  bringing  their  work  up  to  date. 

The  matter  of  Simultaneous  Crusade  Revival  was  discussed  and 
the  time  suggested  for  it  was  April  10  to  24th,  1960.  Further  action 
on  it  was  deferred  to  the  next  regular  meeting. 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  August  19  to  21st  is  the  time 
for  the  Sunday  School  Convention  in  Birmingham,  Ala.  and  it  voted 
to  pay  the  travel  expense  of  Bro.  Gerald  Riggs,  our  Associational 
Superintendent  to  the  Convention.

The  Committee  voted  to  hold  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  Revival 
in  1960,  but  left  the  date  open  for  later  decision. 

The  Missionary  informed  the  Committee  that  the  week  of  Feb- 
ruary 7  to  11,  1960  will  be  the  time  for  our  Christian  Home  Week  and 
that  Mrs.  Frank  Leavell  will  be  present  to  speak  to  the  people.  The 
Committee  voted  to  appoint  Bro.  Wright  Chairman  of  the  Steering 
Committee  to  direct  and  plan  the  work  of  the  week. 

The  Committee  voted  to  ask  for  the  Forward  Program  of  Fi- 
nance Clinics  to  be  held  next  year  and  the  dates  to  be  later  deter- 
mined. 

Bro.  Wright  made  a  report  of  the  Week  of  Schools  of  Missions 
in  this  Association  showing  that  the  sum  total  of  persons  attending 
the  schools  was  4783.  The  offerings  amounted  $677.95  and  after  the 
costs  were  paid  a  balance  of  $237.74  was  left.  The  Committee  voted 
to  send  from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $10.00  each  for  the  missionaries 
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who  worked  with  us.  A  number  of  dedications  from  diffei-ent 
churches  were  reported. 

The  Committee  voted  to  ask  the  State  Board  for  the  next  open 
date  for  Schools  of  Missions  to  be  held  in  1960  or  1961. 

October  19  was  announced  for  the  Clinic  for  Church  officers. 

Brother  Henry  Morgan,  Chairman  of  Finance,  gave  a  synopsis 
of  the  budget  for  next  year. 

Brother  Harvey  White  made  request  that  his  churches  be  per- 
mitted to  ask  for  Pastor's  aid  from  the  State  Convention.  The  Com- 
mittee voted  to  recommend  it  to  the  Association.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Trustees  herewith  beg  leave  to  make  report  on  the  Mis- 
sionary Parsonage  and  the  lands  purchased  in  October  1955. 

In  May  of  this  year  a  leak  developed  in  the  hot  water  heater 
at  the  Parsonage  and  the  trustees  secured  the  services  of  a  number 
of  electricians  and  others  to  give  advice  about  repairing  the  same. 
We  were  told  that  the  heater  could  be  repaired  but  that  the  job  would 
not  be  guaranteed. 

After  comparing  the  cost  of  repairing  the  heater  and  the  cost 
of  a  new  one,  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a  new  heater  and  since  the 
Triplett  Plumbing  Company  gave  the  best  price  we  made  the  pur- 
chase from  that  Company,  the  price  being  $36.97.  The  old  pipes 
were  pulled  out  and  cleaned  and  reinstalled  with  the  new  heater  and 
satisfactory  service  is  now  being  had. 

The  trustees  have  considered  the  matter  of  erecting  a  new  office 
and  will  proceed  to  do  so  as  soon  as  funds  and  materials  are  avail- 
able.

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

In  Christ's  great  commission,  He  commanded  His  Disciples  to 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  make  Disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost: 
Teaching  them  ...  all  things  .  .  ."  "Teaching  them  ...  all  things" 
is  our  theme  for  Sunday  School  in  1960. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  are  the  greatest  teaching,  evangelistic,  en- 
listment, and  financial  agencies  of  our  churches.  When  we  fail  to 
have  a  strong  active  Sunday  School  organization  in  our  church  and 
association,  then  we  will  cease  to  be  and  do  what  Christ  has  com- 
missioned us  to  do.  We  rejoice  in  the  growth  and  service  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association. 
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This  year  our  Brushy  Mountain  Association  had  a  Central  Train- 
ing School  at  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church,  sponsored  by  the  Associ- 
ational  Sunday  School  and  directed  by  Dr.  Herman  H.  Ihley.  The 
preparation  and  prayer  that  preceeded  the  school  was  rewarded  with 
403  enrolled,  290  average  attendance,  with  29  churches,  22  pastors, 
and  20  superintendents  participating  in  the  school.  We  have  had  5 
Associational  Sunday  School  Executive  Committee  meetings  this 
year  with  an  average  attendance  of  6.  There  has  been  5  Association- 
al Sunday  School  Officers  and  teachers  meetings  this  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  37  with  22  churches  and  2  missions  represent- 
ed. This  year  we  received  47S  Training  Awards  which  was  an  in- 
crease of  160  over  last  year.  There  were  28  churches  receiving  a- 
wards,  an  increase  of  18  churches  over  last  year. 

We  had  a  drop  in  observing  January  Bible  Study  Week,  9  this 
year  and  12  last  year,  also  a  drop  in  observing  Preparation,  3  this 
year  and  5  last  year.  The  total  enrollment  for  our  Sunday  Schools 
this  year  was  7,679,  which  gives  an  increase  of  722.  After  prayer- 
fully reviewing  this  report,  your  Sunday  School  Superintendent  of- 
fers the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  maintain  a  complete  Associational  Sunday  School 
Organization  with  regular  meetings  and  that  we  urge  all  our  Sun- 
day Schools  to  cooperate  fully  with  this  program. 

2.  That  our  church  adopt  and  use  the  six  point  record  system. 

3.  That  we  set  a  goal  of  15%  increase  in  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment this  year,  every  church  sponsoring  its  own  Vacation  Bible 
School,  one  or  more  Study  courses  for  teachers  and  officers,  the  ob- 
servance of  January  Bible  Study  Week,  and  a  minimum  of  20%  of 
our  churches  with  Standard  Sunday  Schools. 

4.  That  all  the  Sunday  School  Officers  and  Teachers  be  encour- 
aged to  attend  a  Sunday  School  Week  either  at  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Assembly  or  Ridgecrest.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  EDGEWOOD  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST 

CHURCH 

The  third  Sunday  in  July  1893,  there  was  organized  the  Eschol 
Harbor  choir  in  Eschol  Methodist  Church.  This  choir  adopted  by- 
laws and  a  constitution  with  very  strict  regulations.  There  were  29 
members  who  joined  the  choir.  Each  member  could  not  miss  more 
than  four  meetings,  without  a  good  excuse.  Any  one  member  miss- 
ing four  meetings  and  did  not  have  a  good  excuse  he  or  she  was 
dropped  from  the  choir.  A.  G.  Hendren,  was  elected  leader  of  the 
choir  with  U.  A.  Miller,  assistant  leader.  Each  member  had  to  be 
punctual  and  when  assigned  a  part  to  do  in  the  choir,  he  or  she  had 
to  perform  that  part  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

These  choirs  met  most  every  Saturday  night  for    practice     and 
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then  singing  on  Sunday.  Great  interest  seemed  to  pick  up  for  sing- 
ing in  the  community  and  a  number  of  persons  made  application  to 
join  the  choir.  When  a  name  was  presented  it  had  to  be  voted  on  by 
the  choir  and  carry  by  three  fifths  of  the  majority  if  elected  to  the 
choir.  Spiritual  interest  seemed  to  build  up  with  the  singing  until 
it  was  suggested  that  a  church  be  organized. 

According  to  an  appointment  that  was  made  at  the  request  of  a 
number  of  the  brethern  and  sisters  a  Presbytery  consisting  of  Rev. 
J.  W.  Burchette,  and  Rev.  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  met  in  the  Methodist 
church,  called  Eschol,  on  the  23  day  of  September  1893,  being  Sat- 
urday night  before  the  4th  Sunday  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
organizing  a  Baptist  church. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  read  a  passage  of  scripture  and  made  a 
short  talk  and  the  Presbytery  was  organized  by  electing  Rev.  J.  W. 
Burchette,  moderator  and  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  clerk. 

After  the  organization  was  completed  the  following  brethern  and 
sisters  presented  letters  of  dismission  from  the  various  churches  as 
follows;  T.  B.  Campbell,  sister  S.  J.  Campbell,  Taylorsville  church, 
Alexander  county;  W.  R.  Hendren,  A.  G.  Hendren,  and  Rebecca  Miller, 
Cub  Creek,  Wilkes  County;  Amy  S.  McLean,  John  A.  Glass,  R.  C. 
Hendren,  Mary  E.  Hendren,  Emily  A.  Sanders,  Minnie  Sanders,  Nora 
Sanders,  Rebecca  E.  Hendren,  and  Cora  A.  Miller,  Fishing  Creek, 
Wilkes  county;  W.  T.  Stroud,  and  E.  S.  Stroud,  Swan  creek  in  Yadkin 
county  making  16  in  all. 

"The  Presbytery,  adjudged  the  letters  in  due  form  and  all  the 
persons  legally  qualified  to  be  accepted  as  members  in  the  church. 
After  receiving  the  members  the  following  Abstracts  of  Principles, 
were  read  and  adopted  unanimously  by  the  brethern  and  sisters." 

"We  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God,  and  that  there  are 
three  persons  in  the  Godhead,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  these  three  are  one. 

"We  believe  that  the  Old  and  New  Testament  is  the  word  of  God 
and  the  only  rule  of  Faith  and  Practice.  We  believe  in  the  impotency 
of  man  to  deliver  himself  from  his  present  fallen  State.  We  believe 
the  salvation  is  by  grace  through  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We 
believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  instituted 
by  Jesus  Christ  and  shall  be  practiced  by  all  true  believers.  We  be- 
lieve that  Baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  by  a 
qualified  administrator  and  that  only  persons  thus  baptized  shall  take 
the  Lords  supper.  We  believe  in  the  final  perseverance  of  Saints  in 
Grace  to  Glory.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a 
general  judgment.  We  believe  that  the  happiness  of  the  righteous 
and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  both  be  eternal." 

After  the  reading  of  the  abstract  of  principles,  the  following 
covenant  was  in  like  manner  read  and  adopted. 

"Having  been,  as  we  trust,  brought  by  divine  grace  to  embrace 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  give  ourselves  wholly  to  Him,  we  do 
now  solemnly  and  joyfully  covenant  with  each  other,  to  walk  together 
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in  him  with  brotherly  love,  to  his  glory,  as  our  common  Lord.  We 
do,  therefore  in  his  strength  engage — that  we  will  exercise  a  Chris- 
tian care  and  watchfulness  over  and  faithfully  warn,  exhort,  and  ad- 
monish each  other  as  occasion  may  require: 

That  we  will  not  foresake  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 
but  will  uphold  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  the  ordinances  of  His 
house. 

That  we  will  not  omit  closet  and  family  religion  at  home,  nor 
neglect  the  great  duty  of  religiously  training  of  those  under  our  care, 
for  the  service  of  church,  and  the  enjoyment  of  Heaven;  That,  as  we 
are  the  light  of  the  world,  and  salt  of  the  earth,  we  will  seek  divine 
aid,  to  enable  us  to  deny  ungodliness,  and  every  worldly  lust  and  to 
walk  circumspectly  in  the  world  that  we  may  win  the  souls  of  men: 

That  we  will  cheerfully  contribute  of  our  property,  according  as 
God  has  prospered  us,  for  the  Maintenance  of  a  faithful  and  evange- 
lican  ministry  among  us  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  and  to  spread 
the  gospel  over  the  earth; 

That  we  will  in  all  conditions,  even  till  death  strive  to  live  to  the 
glory  of  Him,  who  has  called  us  out  of  darkness  into  His  marvelous 
light." 

"And  may  the  God  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from  the  dead 
our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood 
of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  us  perfect  in  every  good  work  to 
do  his  will,  working  in  us  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever  Amen." 

"The  Presbytery  being  satisfied  with  the  abstracts  of  principles 
and  covenant  after  inquiring  for  objections  on  the  part  of  members  of 
neighboring  churches  present  and  hearing  none,  it  was  agreed  to 
recognize  the  brethern  and  sisters  above  mentioned  as  a  regular  Bap- 
tist church.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  church  be 
named  "Lovely  Baptist  church,  which  carried  favorably.  W.  R.  Brad- 
shaw,  gave  the  charge  and  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  was  given  to 
the  members  of  the  new  church  by  the  Presbytery.'' 

Lovely  Baptist  church  having  chosen  the  2nd  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day for  its  time  of  meeting  of  each  month,  and  held  its  first  regular 
meeting  for  business  on  Saturday,  October  7,  1893.  After  singing  and 
reading  of  scripture  and  prayer  a  sermon  was  delivered  by  Rev.  J. 
W.  Burchette,  then  the  church  went  into  the  business  meeting.  W.  R. 
Hendren,  was  elected  clerk  of  the  church  and  L.  R.  Miller,  was  elect- 
ed treasurer  of  the  building  committee  and  the  name  of  the  church 
was  changed  from  "Lovely  Baptist  Church"  to  Edgewood  Missionary 
Baptist  Church  by  a  unanimous  vote.  At  the  February  meeting  in 
1894,  it  voted  unanimously  to  join  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 

Minnie  Sanders,  who  is  the  only  living  charter  member  of  this 
church  told  the  writer  that  John  A.  Glass,  T.  B.  Campbell,  Ranse 
Miller,  W.  R.  Hendren  and  William  Stroud,  were  appointed  as  a  build- 
ing committee  to  get  a  building  erected  as  soon  as  possible  in  which 
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to  hold  services.  They  went  to  work  immediately  soliciting  and  as- 
sembling material  and  all  the  free  labor  that  they  could  get  and  by 
November  11,  1893,  had  the  building  completed  so  that  they  were 
able  to  hold  the  first  service  in  the  new  building  on  that  date.  "Rev. 
J.  W.  Burchette,  preached  the  first  sermon  in  the  new  building  and 
brought  a  stirring  and  inspiring  message  from  the  19th  verse  of  the 
2nd  chapter  of  Ephesians,  after  which  he  was  elected  pastor."  At  this 
meeting  "the  2nd  Sunday  in  December  was  chosen  for  the  dedication  of 
the  new  house  of  worship.  Revs.  L.  Gwaltney,  L.  P.  Gwaltney,  and  W. 
R.  Bradshaw  were  chosen  as  the  Presbytery  to  conduct  the  service. 
The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  secure  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  carpet  for  the  aisle  and  platform,  Minnie  Sanders,  Nora 
Sanders,  Aurie  Glass,  and  Amy  McLain,  to  secure  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  bell,  Cora  Miller,  John  A.  Glass  and  E.  D.  Sanders.  At 
the  same  time  a  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  funds  for  the 
pastor's  salary,"  but  the  minutes  do  not  say  anything  further  about 
what  the  committee  did.  At  "June  meeting  1895,  there  was  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  paying  pastors  salary, 
but  the  minutes  do  not  give  any  report  of  what  they  did."  At  No- 
vember meeting  1903,  the  church  voted  to  fix  the  pastors  salary  at 
fifty  dollars.  It  seems  from  the  minutes  that  the  pastors  were  paid 
by  donations  and  gifts  until  October  1953,  when  the  church  adopted 
the  budget  system  and  have  been  operating  under  it  ever  since. 

The  church  continued  to  hold  services  in  this  building  until  the 
present  building  was  erected.  In  March  1954,  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  Miss  Florence  Miller,  Junior  Anderson,  Mrs.  Clifford  Moore, 
C.  G.  Glass,  M.  M.  Anderson  Sr.,  James  Brookshire  and  Mrs.  Felix 
Johnson,  were  appointed  to  see  how  much  money  could  be  raised  to- 
ward erecting  a.  new  building.  In  June  1954,  Clifford  Moore,  made 
a  motion  when  $10,000.00  is  raised  a  building  committee  be  appoint- 
ed to  go  ahead  and  start  building.  At  January  3,  1956  meeting  the 
goal  of  $10,143.11  had  been  reached  and  at  the  January  13,  1956, 
meeting  a  building  committee,  was  appointed  as  follows,  Clifford 
Moore,  C.  G.  Glass,  James  Brookshire,  M.  M.  Anderson  Jr.,  and  Delia 
Bumgarner.     They  proceeded  to  go  to  work  erecting  the  new  building. 

The  committee  appointed  to  solicit  funds  and  the  building  com- 
mittee, kept  working  together  and  finally  worked  out  the  plan  of  the 
present  building  and  cooperating  with  the  church  until  they  have  the 
present  building  about  completed,  which  has  ten  class  rooms,  a  sanc- 
tuary and  a  good  heating  plant  with  a  capacity  to  heat  the  whole 
building  at  a  cost  of  $26,000.00,  and  it  is  all  paid  for. 

When  the  new  pews  are  purchased  and  the  well  drilled  and  con- 
nected with  the  plumbing  the  building  will  be  completed,  which  is  a 
great  asset  to  this  community. 

This  church  has  conducted  many  revivals,  which  has  added  a 
number  of  members  from  time  to  time  and  has  grown  in  membership 
from  16  to  174  during  the  66  years  that  it  has  existed. 

It  has  had  pastors  as  follows:  Rev.  J.  E.  Burchette,  1893-1896; 
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W.  T.  Comer  1896-1899;  C.  A.  Caudle,  1899-1901;  W.  R.  Bradshaw, 
1901-1905;  W.  F.  Staley,  1905-1909;  M.  McNeill,  1909-1915;  C.  F. 
Fields,  1915-1920;  J.  W.  Watts,  1920-1926;  J.  L.  Shinn,  1926-1927;  I. 
C.  Woodruff,  1927-1932;  A.  E.  Watts,  1932-1941;  Frank  Peeler,  1941- 
1947;  A.  E.  Watts,  1947-1952;  Clyde  Church,  1952-1956,  when  Eev. 
Harvey  White  was  elected  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity. 

It  has  also  had  clerks  as  follows:  W.  R.  Hendren,  1893-1899;  J. 
H.  Ellis,  1899-1901;  John  A.  Glass,  1901-1902;  C.  C.  Wright,  1902- 
1908;  A.  G.  Hendren,  1908-1937,  when  Miss  Delia  Bumgarner  was 
elected  and  she  is  still  serving  the  church  as  clerk. 

It  has  ordained  deacons  as  follows:  December  1893,  John  A. 
Glass,  and  R.  C.  Hendren,  July  1906,  A.  G.  Hendren  and  L.  R.  Miller, 
August  1933,  J.  W.  Moore,  J.  G.  Bumgarner,  C.  G.  Glass,  Clifford 
Moore,  David  Wright,  and  Clarence  Fletcher,  July  1958,  Jack  Glass, 
Felix  Johnson,  Russell  Foster  and  M.  M.  Anderson,  Sr. 

It  has  also  ordained  two  ministers,  November  1898,  D.  J.  Eaton, 
and  December  27,  1953,  John  R.  Wright. 

It  appears  from  the  minutes  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  As- 
sociation, that  1905,  is  the  first  time  that  this  church  made  any  re- 
port on  Sunday  School.  That  year  it  reported  C.  C.  Wright,  as  Super- 
intendent and  had  5  officers  and  116  scholars  making  a  total  of  121 
in  all  that  were  attending  Sunday  School.  It  has  been  conducting 
Sunday  School  ever  since.  Therefore  reaching  the  lost  is  placed  as 
the  first  step  in  the  process  of  evangelism  as  it  is  in  all  good  Sunday 
School  work.  Enlargement  of  the  Sunday  School  is  a  prerequisite 
for  evangelism.  "And  the  Lord  said  unto  the  servant,  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that  my  house 
may  be  filled,  (Luke  14:23). 

At  the  present  time  this  church  has  an  excellent  crop  of  teach- 
ers and  a  good  Sunday  School  with  97  enrolled.  It  also  has  an  ex- 
cellent training  union  with  30  enrolled  in  attendance.  It  has  partici- 
pated in  Vacation  Bible  school  and  is  moving  forward  and  making 
progress  in  all  fields  of  the  Lords  work.

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH 
CAROLINA,  1959 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  shown  remarkable  interest  in  their 
Children's  Homes  this  past  year.  Numerous  church  groups  and  in- 
dividuals have  visited  the  three  campuses.  Financial  support  has  been 
encouraging.  Interest  in  the  entire  Child  Care  Program  is  increas- 
ing. 

During  1959  the  Children's  Homes  staff,  and  other  leaders  have 
conscientiously  studied  the  work  of  the  Homes.  The  findings  have 
been  gratifying,  for  the  program  for  dependent  children  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  nation. 
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More  than  1,000  children  were  served  by  the  Homes  in  1959. 
Mills  Home,  Thomasville;  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston;  and  Odum  Home, 
Pembroke  provided  care  for  547  children.  Foster  homes  cared  for 
197  children.  The  Mothers  Aid  Program  enabled  40  children  to  live 
with  their  mothers.  Supervision  and  financial  help  were  provided  for 
30  college  students.  Case  workers  assisted  214  children  to  find  homes 
with  relatives  and  other  social  agencies. 

Three  new  cottages  are  currently  under  construction,  one  at  each 
of  the  Homes.  The  Roy  Culler  family  of  High  Point  provided  funds 
for  a  boys  cottage  at  Mills  Home.  The  H.  C.  Ferebee  family  of  Cam- 
den is  making  a  girls  cottage  possible  at  Kennedy  Home.  The  build- 
ing at  Pembroke  will  provide  administrative  offices,  living  accomo- 
dations, kitchen,  and  dining  facilities  for  the  Indian  boys  and  girls. 

Mr.  Vernon  S.  Sparrow  became  Superintendent  of  Mills  Home, 
Thomasville,  July  1,  1959.  Prior  to  his  going  to  Mills  Home  he  served 
as  Associate  Pastor  and  Minister  of  Education,  First  Baptist  Church, 
Lenoir. 

As  a  result  of  the  study  of  the  committee  of  25  the  following 
significant  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention in  May: 

1.  That  the  number  of  children  in  foster  homes  care  be  increas- 
ed to  approximate  the  number  in  institutional  care. 

2.  That  the  Childrens  Homes  begin  to  develop  new  types  of 
programs  to  help  children  who  are  not  being  adequately  cared  for  in 
other  ways. 

3.  That  increased  attention  be  given  to  families  throughout  the 
State  by  well  trained,  mature  case  work  consultants  to  help  avoid 
family  breakdowns. 

Financial  support  should  increase  as  a  result  of  the  Convention 
bringing  the  Children's  Homes  into  the  Co-operative  Program  on  the 
same  basis  as  all  other  institutions  and  objects.  Churches  may  con- 
tinue to  send  Once-A-Month  offerings  and  special  gifts.  Designated 
gifts  from  churches  will  be  administered  by  the  Convention  in  the 
same  manner  as  designated  gifts  to  other  institutions.  Because  of 
insufficient  income  the  Homes  operated  on  a  $22,000  deficit  in  1958, 
and  approximately  $65,000  in  1959.  The  only  way  the  Homes  have 
of  meeting  the  $65,000  deficit  this  year  is  through  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  Thanksgiving  offerings.     We  encourage  your  support. 

With  increase  in  population,  development  of  industry,  growth  of 
the  cities,  and  the  mounting  tensions  of  present  day  society,  there  is 
increasing  demand  for  services  to  dependent  children.  Your  Chil- 
dren's Homes  are  being  asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand  their  ser- 
vices. With  your  prayers'  loyal  and  generous  support,  your  leader- 
ship will  continue  to  move  forward.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  born  in  prayer  and  through  the 
years  has  developed  by  prayer.  The  privilege  of  direct  access  to  the 
Lord  gave  assurance  that  women  and  young  people  labored  not  alone 
but  "together  with  God.'' 

Our  Executive  Committee  has  held  six  meetings  during  the  past 
year  at  which  time  some  definite  plans  were  formulated  to  better  pro- 
mote Christian  missions  throughout  our  Association.  On  February 
23,  an  Associational  Mission  Study  was  held  at  Wilkesboro  Baptist 
Church  with  Mrs.  Walter  Jones  from  Boone  teaching  the  book,  "Ways 
of  Witnessing."' 

Little  Rock  Baptist  Church  was  host  for  our  annual  Association- 
al meeting  on  April  30.  Our  theme  was  "You  Witnessing  Now." 
Guest  speakers  for  the  meeting  were  Mrs.  Earl  James,  regional  W.  M. 
U.  President,  and  Miss  Carol  Leigh  Humphries,  active  missionary  to 
Nigeria,  was  missionary  speaker. 

On  August  25,  a  Mission  Study  Institute  was  conducted  at  the 
Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church  with  a  good  attendance  reported.  Three 
of  our  Associational  officers  attended  the  State  W.M.U.  Workshop  at 
Southeastern  Seminary,  May  29-30.  The  Associational  President  at- 
tended the  State-wide  Evangelistic  conference  in  Greensboro  Febru- 
ary 2-4;  the  annual  meeting  of  the  W.M.U.  in  Louisville,  May  18-20; 
and  Foreign  Missions  week  at  Ridgecret  June  18-24.

our  various  offerings.  The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  for  For- 
eign Missions  was  $1,909.18;  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home 
Missions  $1,233.80;  and  Heck-Jones  Memorial  Offering  contributions 
totaled  $407.28.  Our  State  Missions  offering  was  also  promoted  in 
our  organizations.  Our  Pastors  throughout  the  Association  have  done 
much  to  motivate  and  activate  missions  and  we  extend  our  apprecia- 
tion to  them  for  their  efforts.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  with  grate- 
fulness the  fine  spirit  of  our  W.M.U.  officers  of  the  past  year  who 
have  served  so  faithfully.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  CENTER 

The  Seminary  Extension  Center  conducted  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  during  1958-59  was  quite  successful.  45  men  and  women  were 
enrolled  for  all  or  a  part  of  the  courses  with  27  awards  being  granted 
for  completion  of  the  courses.  Two  courses  of  study  were  offered: 
a  course  in  Evangelism  was  taught  by  Rev.  John  R.  Wright  and 
course  on  the  Book  of  Acts  was  taught  by  Heber  F.  Peacock.  Heart- 
felt thanks  is  expressed  to  Rev.  Henry  Morgan  and  Rev.  John  L. 
Wells  who  served  as  substitute  teachers. 

The  schedule  of  studies  for  the  1959-60  session  of  the  Seminary 
Extension  Center  has  been  changed  slightly.  We  have  decided  that 
it  will  be  better  for  us  to  divide  our  courses  into  two  semesters  of 
shorter  duration.  Each  class  will  meet  for  two  hours  each  Friday 
evening  and  the  course  will  last  for  only  nine  weeks.  We  feel  that 
this  will  make  it  easier  for  many  people  to  attend  at  least  one  se- 
mester. 

The  first  semester  is  scheduled  to  begin  on  Friday  evening,  Oc- 
tober 9,  1959,  at  7:00  p.  m.  and  will  be  concluded  on  December  11, 
1959.  Two  courses  will  be  taught  each  Friday  night  during  the  first 
semester,  one  for  lay  workers  and  one  for  pastors: 

(1)  Teaching  Principles  115.  This  course  is  designed  primarily 
to  help  Sunday  School  teachers  and  others  who  are  interested  in 
learning  more  about  teaching  principles.  The  course  will  be  taught 
by  Rev.  John  R.  Wright  and  will  include  theory  as  well  as  a  practi- 
cal application  of  teaching  principles  in  the  presentation  of  the  Sun- 
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day  School  lesson  for  the  following-  Sunday.     We  urge  every  Sunday 
School  teacher  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

(2)  Preaching  113.  This  course  is  planned  to  help  pastors  in 
their  preaching  ministry.  It  will  include  a  study  of  types  of  ser- 
mons, methods  of  study  and  exposition,  and  methods  of  delivery. 
The  course  is  designed  to  give  practical  help  in  the  preaching  min- 
istry. Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  pastor  of  the  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church, 
will  be  teaching  this  important  course  which  will  benefit  every  pastor. 

The  second  semester  is  scheduled  to  begin  on  Friday  evening, 
January  8.  1960,  at  7:00  P.  M.  and  will  be  concluded  on  March  11. 
Only  one  course  is  being  offered  during  the  second  semester:  A  study 
of  the  Theology  of  the  New  Testament.  This  course  will  be  taught 
by  Heber  F.  Peacock. 

Since  the  teachers  are  willing  to  give  their  services  free  of 
charge,  the  expense  to  each  student  is  limited  to  the  cost  of  books 
used  in  the  study.  Each  of  the  courses  to  be  taught  during  the  fall 
semester  will  cost  $6.00. 

The  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Center, 
Rev.  Clyde  Church,  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Rev.  James  Revis,  and  Rev. 
John  Wright,  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  fine  effort  in  planning 
and  assisting  in  the  work  of  the  school.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST 
PASTORS  CONFERENCE 

NAME 
Article   1.     The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  Brushy 
Mountain  Pastors  Conference. 

PURPOSE 
Article  II.     It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  organization  : 

A.  To  foster  and  promote  good  fellowship  between  its  members 
and  the  various  churches  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association. 

B.  To  develop  and  enlarge  the  areas  of  cooperation  between  the 
churches  and  pastors  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  bene- 
fit. 

C.  To  seek  to  improve  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  the  area 
served  by  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association. 

D.  To  promote  in  general  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Article  III.  The  membership  of  this  Conference  shall  be  com- 
posed of  pastors  of  churches  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  and 
other  licensed  and  ordained  Baptist  ministers  resident  in  the  area  of 
the  Brushy  Mountain  Association. 

Article  IV.  OFFICERS  AND  DUTIES

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  COMMITTEE 

In  December  1958  the  Associational  Music  Committee  met  with 
Joe  Stroud,  the  State  Music  Director  to  plan  the  years  program. 

A  Carol  Sing  was  planned  and  held  at  the  Hospital  December  14. 

An  Associational  Music  School  was  planned  and  held  at  Liberty 
Grove  church  January  26-29.  Classes  taught  were:  "The  Beginners 
Music  Reader"  taught  by  Miss  Francis  Cornwell,  director  of  music 
in  the  First  Baptist  of  Elkin,  "Church  Music  Manuel,"  taught  by  Joe 
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Stroud,  state  music  director,  "The  Church  Pianist,"  taught  by  Mrs. 
0.  M.  Proffit  of  Roaring  River,  a  class  for  Juniors  taught  by  Jerry 
Hill  of  the  First  Baptist  church  of  North  Wilkesboro. 

There  were  149  enrolled  and  an  average  attendance  of  114.  This 
was  an  increase  of  124  above  our  1957  school  enrollment.  This  year 
we  had  ten  churches  represented  from  the  Brushy  Mountain  Associ- 
ation and  three  from  the  Stone  Mountain  Association.  Sixty-eight 
of  the  enrollment  were  eligible  for  credit.  This  is  an  increase  of  49 
above  last  years  school. 

As  Associational  choir  was  organized  as  a  result  of  this  school. 
The  choir  sang  at  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  Rally  and  prepared 
tapes  that  were  played  each  Sunday  morning  from  the  local  radio 
station  during  the  month  of  April.  The  choir  was  directed  by  Jerry 
Hill  with  Mrs.  Henry  Morgan  accompanist. 

An  Associational   Ministers  Quartet  has  been  organized  also. 

Several  churches  have  started  using  the  Broadman  Hymnal  this 
year  and  some  choirs  have  started  using  the  Baptist  Hymnal. 

We  appreciate  all  cooperation  that  has  been  given  to  the  music 
program  this  year.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOME 
FOR  AGING 

The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Home  for  Aging  be- 
gan March  16,  1959.  All  three  Homes,  Resthaven,  Albemarle,  and 
Headquarters,  have  had  a  good  year,  being  filled  practically  all  year 
to  capacity,  119  persons,  counting  residents  and  helpers.  When  va- 
cancies occur  there  are  always  more  applications  on  the  waiting  list 
than  rooms  to  be  filled. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  God's  favor  upon  the  Homes  and 
of  encouraging  progress.  While  the  campaign  to  raise  funds  to 
build  a  fourth  home  at  Hamilton,  in  eastern  Carolina,  has  not  been 
completed,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  money  will  be  se- 
cured this  year,  and  construction  will  begin.  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews 
of  Hamilton  has  given  the  land  for  the  site,  and  most  of  the  $50,- 
000.00  which  he  promised.  He  is  ready  to  give  the  balance  when  the 
extra  8100,000.00  has  been  raised.  With  reorganization  of  plans  and 
persistent  effort,  the  balance  needed  can  and  will  be  forthcoming. 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  enlargement  of  the  in- 
firmary at  Headquarters  Building  in  Winston-Salem  have  been  pre- 
pared, and  construction  of  28  additional  bedrooms  should  begin  by 
September  or  October,  1960.     The  extra  rooms  are  urgently  needed. 

It  brings  much  joy  to  report  that  all  three  homes  are  now  debt 
free,  thanks  to  our  Lord,  and  friends  of  the  Homes  who  have  helped 
make  this  possible. 

The  two  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Homes  now  are:    (1)     To 
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finish  raising  the  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton  Homes, 
and  (2)  To  raise  about  $75,000.00  to  cover  the  balance  needed  to  pay 
for  the  additional  facilities  in  the  Infirmary  expansion.  A  total 
amount  of  $150,000.00  is  needed  to  finish  these  projects.  When  they 
are  completed  60  more  rooms  will  be  added  to  help  care  for  anxious 
and  needy  residents,  increasing  the  total  capacity  to  170  residents. 

All  connected  with  the  Homes  are  most  grateful  for  the  help 
given  by  the  churches  and  individuals  and  corporations  to  enable  our 
aging  friends  who  live  in  the  Homes  have  security,  comfort,  con- 
geniality and  a  Christian  ministry.  The  words  of  our  Lord,  "Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  are  applicable  to  those  who  help  make 
such  services  possible.

HISTORY  OF  MOUNT  PLEASANT  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

"A  Presbytery,  composed  of  Rev.  R.  L.  Steele,  James  McNeill, 
Daniel  Wilborn  and  Linville  Land,  met  at  Mount  Pleasant  at  the  re- 
quest of  W.  M.  Proffit,  J.  O.  McNeill,  and  thirty-five  other  members 
of  Lewis  Fork,  New  Hope,  and  Pilgrim  churches  legally  dismissed  by 
letters  on  the  3rd  Saturday  in  August  1875,  and  organized  Mount 
Pleasant  Missionary  Baptist  church.''  After  the  organization  they 
adopted  the  following  as  a  covenant  of  the  church. 

"This  church  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  have  been  regularly 
baptized  upon  profession  of  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ:  The  condition 
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of  continuation  of  membership  in  this  church  shall  be  that  of  strict 
obedience  to  all  the  precepts  of  the  gospel  and  examples  of  Jesus 
Christ.  The  officers  of  the  church  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  a 
clerk  and  treasurer,  however  the  clerk  may  be  treasurer.  The  Mod- 
erator shall  preside  at  each  conference  and  shall  keep  good  order 
during  the  same.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the 
business  transacted  by  the  church.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all 
moneys  and  pay  them  out  at  the  order  of  the  church.  The  church 
may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  member,  who  shall  violate  the 
2nd  article  of  this  covenant.  This  church  may  meet  in  church  con- 
ference once  in  each  month  or  oftener  if  she  thinks  proper.  This 
church  may  connect  herself  with  any  association  whose  constitution 
is  in  accordance  with  her  own.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  two  thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent consenting.'' 

After  the  adoption  of  the  covenant  the  following  rules  of  decor- 
um, were  read  and  adopted. 

''Each  conference  meeting  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  preside  at  each  meeting.  In  the 
absence  of  the  pastor  a  moderator  may  be  chosen  from  among  the 
brethren.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  on  any  subject  at  the  same 
time,  and  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  moderator  and 
while  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted  by  any  member  except  the 
moderator.  The  member  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  sub- 
ject under  discussion  and  shall  use  no  word  calculated  to  irritate. 
No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without  per- 
mission of  the  church.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject  without  permission  of  the  church.  No  member  of 
this  church  shall  address  any  other  member  by  any  other  appellation 
than  that  of  brother  or  sister  while  the  church  is  in  conference.  The 
church  shall  call  the  roll,  i*ead  the  Covenant  and  articles  of  faith  and 
rules  of  decorum  when  called  on  by  the  church.  Any  member  receiv- 
ing a  letter  of  dismission  from  this  church  to  join  a  sister  church  if 
such  member  delay  putting  such  letter  in  same  sister  church  for  a 
longer  period  than  six  months,  said  member  shall  be  considered  in 
disorder.  Any  member  who  willfully  and  knowingly  violates  these 
rules  of  decorum  shall  be  reproved  by  the  church  and  as  she  may 
think  proper." 

"The  following  members  from  New  Hope,  Lewis  Fork  and  Pil- 
grim, were  accepted  as  charter  members  of  this  new  church:  W.  M. 
Proffit,  J.  O.  McNeill,  A.  M.  Church,  W.  M.  Hubbard,  W.  A.  Fair- 
childs,  Thomas  B.  Fairchilds,  Thomas  Summerlin,  A.  F.  Church, 
Francis  Eller,  A.  M.  Walsh,  T.  F.  Walsh,  Mary  Proffit,  S.  A.  McNeill, 
Susan  Church,  S.  A.  Hubbard,  M.  E.  Fairchilds,  Rebecca  Walsh,  Anna 
Lipford,  Lydia  Margaret  Summerlin,  M.  Ann  Summerlin,  Virginia 
Vickers,  Lodelia  Summerlin,  S.  M.  Cardwell,  Elizabeth  Eller,  Elender 
Edminston,  Malissa  Cardwell,  E.  S.  Stout,  Clara  Minton,  E.  C.  Rob- 
erson,  Elizabeth  Hamby,  Matilda  McGee,  Fanny  Walsh,  Pansy  Walsh, 
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Amanda  Walsh,  Rebecca  Church  and  M.  M.  Church.  W.  M.  Proffit 
from  Lewis  Fork  and  J.  O.  McNeill,  from  New  Hope,  were  received 
as  deacons." 

The  first  building  from  the  best  information  available  was  erect- 
ed for  Sunday  School  about  1870,  and  was  a  log  structure  and  stood 
near  the  present  location  of  this  building.  It  was  used  for  Sunday 
School  and  church  worship  until  about  1887,  when  it  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  This  information  came  from  the  oldest  citizens  in  the  commun- 
ity, they  differing  sometimes  in  their  discussions. 

A  frame  wood  structure  was  erected  shortly  afterward  and  was 
used  for  a  part  of  the  associational  meeting  in  the  Fall  of  1889.  This 
building  was  ceiled  and  had  4  windows  in  it.  It  was  completed  and 
used  for  worship  and  Sunday  school  until  about  1909.  About  all  the 
minutes  say.  with  reference  to  this  building,  is,  that  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  purchase  ceiling  and  have  the  building  ceiled. 

A  third  building  "with  a  frame  structure  was  started  in  1909,  and 
there  was  appointed  ten  girls  to  solicit  funds  from  the  community. 
This  was  the  first  definite  move  to  get  funds  to  complete  the  build- 
ing. The  names  of  all  these  girls  cannot  be  obtained  as  there  were 
no  definite  record  made  of  them.  A  few  of  the  oldest  citizens  in  the 
community  do  recall  the  following:  Gertrude  Edminston,  Minnie  Mar- 
ley,  Ester  McGree,  Zora  Walsh,  Dorothy  Ellis  and  Anna  West.  The 
minutes  do  not  say  anything  further  about  these  girls  as  to  how  long 
they  worked  or  how  much  money  they  raised.  "The  minutes  of  April, 
1909,  states  that  the  church  gave  the  committee  authority  to  purchase 
ceiling  to  ceil  the  building  and  that  the  church  would  pay  for  it  by 
fall."  Another  committee  was  appointed  and  instructed  to  purchase 
paint  to  paint  the  building  and  to  get  it  done  by  1910,  if  they  could. 

A  part  of  the  second  building  was  used  when  it  was  dismantled 
for  the  construction  of  the  two  story  Masonic  Lodge  building  across 
the  road  from  the  church.  The  first  floor  of  this  building  was  later 
used  for  Sunday  school  rooms.  The  Sunday  school,  continued  using 
the  first  floor  of  this  building  until  the  present  building  was  near 
enough  completed  to  use  the  rooms  for  Sunday  school.  This  build- 
ing had  a  number  of  rooms  added  to  it  making  a  total  of  fourteen 
rooms,  with  two  lavatories,  pastors  study  and  the  sanctuary  and  a 
baptistry  which  is  not  completed  yet.  Later  a  good  furnace  with  a 
capacity  large  enough  to  heat  all  the  building  wTas  installed. 

"At  the  February  meeting  1946,  the  parsonage  committee,  made 
their  report.  They  agreed  to  purchase  the  entire  farm  of  brother  W. 
E.  Blackburn,  including  all  buildings  except  the  large  chicken  house 
for  the  sum  of  $5,800  dollars."  After  the  purchasing  of  this  farm  the 
committee,  decided  to  cut  most  of  it  up  into  lots  and  sell  them  and 
invest  what  money  was  left  in  the  building  of  a  parsonage  for  the 
church.  From  the  results  of  this  transaction  the  church  retained 
enough  of  the  land  on  which  to  erect  a  six  room  parsonage  and  had 
a  well  drilled  and  pump  installed  and  six  hundred  feet  of  pipe  laid 
to  the  church  building  so  that  the  well  could  furnish  water  to     the 
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parsonage  and  the  church  building  too. 

There  was  26,000  feet  of  lumber  cut  off  of  this  land  and  used  in 
erecting  of  the  church  building  and  parsonage  along  with  a  lot  of 
free  labor  donated.  The  church  building,  parsonage,  well  and  pipe 
line  to  the  church  were  all  completed  at  a  cost  of  $38,750,  and  have 
all  been  paid  for  except  $6,950,  that  is  still  owing  on  it.  At  May- 
meeting  1955,  the  church  held  a  dedication  service. 

This  church  has  observed  the  covenant  and  rules  of  decorum, 
very  strictly  since  they  were  adopted.  When  a  charge  was  brought 
against  any  member  for  disorderly  conduct;  the  church  always  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  visit  him  or  her  and  if  a  decision  could  be 
reached  they  were  invited  to  the  church  and  the  church  dealt  with 
them.  If  a  member  was  found  guilty  of  drinking,  dancing,  immoral 
conduct,  husbands  leaving  wives,  slanderous  statements,  assault  and 
battery,  using  profane  language,  revelings,  heresy,  gambling,  they 
were  cited  into  the  church  and  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  and 
if  evidence  was  given  by  a  member  that  he  or  she  was  guilty  of  the 
charge  dismission  was  in  order.  In  1879,  two  members  had  a  falling 
out  over  trading  land.  One  member  stated  that  he  was  not  receiving 
the  marked  price  in  exchange  of  the  land.  The  church  appointed  a 
committee  to  see  them  and  they  were  cited  into  the  church.  The 
church  appointed  one  member  and  they  appointed  one  each  and  these 
three  got  together  and  passed  on  the  price  of  the  land  and  they  a- 
greed  to  accept  and  the  matter  was  settled  between  the  two  members. 

The  church  would  not  accept  evidence  unless  it  was  from  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church  or  a  member  of  some  sister  church.  If  any  mem- 
ber missed  over  three  months  he  or  she  was  cited  into  the  church 
to  show  cause  why  they  had  not  attended  church  service.  It  seems 
from  the  reading  of  the  minutes  that  this  church  tried  to  get  all  of 
its  members  to  live  up  to  the  teaching  of  the  scripture.  It  practiced 
foot  washing  up  to  April  1908,  the  minutes  stated  that  the  church 
voted  to  have  foot  washing  with  the  communion  service.  It  is  not 
mentioned  any  more  in  the  minutes  after  that. 

"At  August  meeting  1919,  H.  I.  Shoemaker,  J.  R.  Foster,  W.  F. 
Church,  M.  D.  West  and  B.  F.  Huffman,  were  elected  a  standing  com- 
mittee, to  look  after  the  good  of  the  church  and  especially  members 
who  walked  disorderly.'' 

It  seems  from  the  best  information  available  that  Sunday  School, 
was  organized  here  about  1870,  just  ninety  years  after  Robert  Rakes, 
organized  the  first  Sunday  school  in  Gloucestershire  England.  J.  O. 
McNeill,  seeing  the  need  of  some  religious  training  for  young  boys 
and  girls  in  the  community,  therefore  he  organized  and  started  Sun- 
day school,  where  they  could  go  on  Sunday  and  get  religious  train- 
ing. No  one  living  at  the  present  time  seems  to  know  anything  about 
how  many  students  first  attended  this  Sunday  school  when  it  was 
first  organized  as  all  of  the  records  were  burned  when  the  first  build- 
ing erected  here  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In  November  1953,  the  Sun- 
day  school  was  departmentalized  and  has   been  working   ever  since 
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to  reach  a  standard  Sunday  school.  It  is  the  teaching  department 
of  the  church  at  work,  and  now  has  enrolled  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
one.  At  "April  1956,  meeting  the  church  voted  to  set  up  a  library 
and  the  W.M.U.  proposed  to  pay  the  cost  of  setting  it  up  with  about 
25  volumns  at  the  beginning  and  the  church  to  purchase  one  book  each 
month  not  to  cost  more  than  four  dollars."  The  church  has  kept  pur- 
chasing books  according  to  the  resolution  passed  until  now  the  library 
has  grown  to  two  hundred  and  forty  volumns. 

It  has  experienced  some  wonderful  revivals  with  large  additions 
to  the  church  from  time  to  time.  It  has  experienced  as  many  as 
twenty-nine  conversions  and  baptisms  and  additions  to  the  church  at 
one  time  and  has  grown  in  membership  from  thirty-seven  charter 
members  to  three  hundred  and  forty-nine.  During  this  period  of 
time  it  gave  up  a  number  of  members  to  Goshen,  Boiling  Springs, 
and  Davis  Memorial  Baptist  churches  when  they  were  organized.  Re- 
vival meetings  are  a  vital  part  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  church. 

During  the  eighty-four  years  this  church  has  existed,  it  has  had 
pastors  as  follows:     James  McNeill,  1875-1880;  Linville  Land  and  J. 

F.  Eller,  1880-1881,  when  Land  died  and  Eller  continued  as  pastor 
until  1882;  I.  T.  Prevette,  1882-1884;  J.  E.  Eller,  1884-1890;  W.  C. 
Meadows,  1890-1893;  A.  T.  Pardue,  1893-1895;  Milton  McNeill,  1895- 
1899;  W.  Finley  Carlton,  1899-1902;  G.  H.  Hamby,  1902-1903;  J.  F. 
Eller,  1903-1907;  W.  Finley  Carlton,  1907-1908;  L.  B.  Murry,  1908- 
1915;  T.  E.  Redmon,  1915-1917;  L.  B.  Murray,  1917-1919;  G.  W.  Se- 
bastin,  1919-1926;  C.  C.  Holland,  1926-1927;  L.  B.  Murry,  1927-1930; 
A.  E.  Watts,  1930-1940;  Grady  Hamby,  1940-1941;  A.  W.  Eller,  1941- 
1946;  Latt  Beshears,  1946-1947;  W.  H.  Caldwell,  1947-1955;  when  J. 
C.  McQueen  Jr,  was  elected  and  is  still  serving  in  the  capacity. 

The  pastors  were  first  paid  by  offering  and  donations  until  1902, 
when  the  church  began  to  pay  monthly  until  December  1943,  when  it 
adopted  the  budget  system  and  has  been  operating  under  that  ever 
since. 

The  first  clerk  of  the  church  was  A.  M.  Church,  who  was  elected 
August  21,  1875,  and  served  until  1880;  J.  O.  McNeill,  1880-1893;  J. 
M.  Watson,  1893-1896;  A.  M.  Walsh,  1896-1899;  M.  E.  Watson,  1899- 
1901;  J.  M.  Watson,  1901-1903;  L.  V.  Cardwell,  1903-1907;  U.  G.  Fos- 
ter, 1907-1919;  J.  C.  McNeill,  1919-1925;T.  O.  Minton,  1925-27;  A.  M. 
McGee,  1927-1939;  H.  I.  Shoemaker  1939-1942;  A.  M.  McGee,  1942- 
1944;  E.  C.  Foster,  1944-1946;  C.  M.  Brown,  Jr.,  1946-1947;  R.  Curtis 
Greene,  1947-1951;  W.  W.  Miles,  1951-1954;  A.  Bruce  Miles,  1954- 
1956;  when  Mrs.  Edwin  Church  was  elected  and  she  is  still  serving 
the  church  as  clerk. 

During  the  period  of  time  that  this  church  has  existed,  it  has 
elected  and  ordained  the  following  as  deacons,  except  W.  H.  Proffit, 
and  J.  O.  McNeill,  who  were  received  as  deacons  when  they  joined  as 
charter  members.  W.  M.  Hubbard,  1877,  and  Stephen  Huffman,  1882, 

G.  H.  Hamby,  1897,  J.  F.  McGee,  1897,  A.  M.  Foster  and  U.  G.  Foster, 
were  received  from  Lewis  Fork  in  1940  as  deacons,  W.  H.  Eller,  B.  F. 
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Huffman,  and  J.  C.  McNeill,  1915,  H.  I.  Shoemaker,  and  A.  M.  Mc- 
Gee,  1927,  W.  E.  Miller,  1932,  P.  O.  Church,  1933,  Velta  Harris,  and 
J.  R.  Foster,  1933,  J.  C.  Church,  T.  O.  Minton,  I.  F.  Foster  and  J.  C. 
McNeill,  1939,  E.  C.  Foster  and  J.  F  Walsh,  1941,  Colon  Foster  and 
A  G.  Church,  1945,  Lennis  Triplette,  Wrenn  Messick  and  M.  E.  Green, 
1946,  Bruce  Miles  and  Gerald  McGree,  1949,  W.  C.  Triplette,  1951, 
Homer  McNeill  and  Toy  Michael,  1952. 

This  church  has  ordained  the  following  members  as  ministers: 
G.  H.  Hamby  October  1899,  Rex  W.  West,  April  1951,  W.  H.  Carroll 
and  W.  W.  Miles,  June  1954. 

It  has  an  excellent  training  union  with  40  members  enrolled.  It 
has  been  said  that  a  good  Adult  union  is  a  leadership  training  depot. 
The  greatest  need  that  we  face  in  our  training  program  is  for  safe, 
sane,  consecrated  adult  Christian  leaders  for  our  young  people.  There 
is  no  finer  teacher  training  than  the  study  and  self-expression  offered 
in  the  regular  work  of  a  Baptist  Adult  Union.  There  is  no  finer 
leadership  training  than  the  group  and  committee  work  of  the  Adult 
union  as  it  leads  out  into  all  its  practical  activities.  All  the  churches 
have  long  needed  just  such  an  organization.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT,  1959 

More  than  5,300  retired  or  disabled  ministers  and  denominational 
workers  or  widows  are  receiving  benefits  from  the  Annuity  Board. 
Approximately  1,300  of  these  are  on  the  relief  rolls  and  receive  a 
share  of  the  $325,000  from  the  Co-operative  Program  designated  for 
this  work.  The  others  receive  a  monthly  check  provided  through  their 
participation  in  one  of  the  Board's  protection  plans.  Total  benefits 
paid  out  in  1959  were  $2,414,767.90. 

Certificates  were  issued  to  3,113  new  members  in  all  the  Board's 
protection  plans  in  1958.  This  is  a  27%  inci-ease  over  the  previous 
year.  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  showed  the  largest  in- 
crease, with  1,548  new  members.  A  total  of  1,047  new  churches  and 
employers  were  enlisted  during  1958. 

Even  with  this  increase  in  new  members,  there  are  still  more 
than  60%  of  our  Southern  Baptist  pastors  not  covered  by  the  An- 
nuity Board's  protection  program.  Until  this  percentage  is  greatly 
reduced,  or  eliminated  completely,  the  board  is  not  fulfilling  its  pur- 
pose of  providing  security  and  protection  for  every  Southern  Baptist 
minister  and  church.  During  1958,  officers  of  the  Board  met  with 
leaders  of  every  State  Convention,  seeking  a  solution  to  this  problem. 
As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  Annuity  Board  is  asking  the  local 
church's  help  in  seeing  that  every  pastor  and  church  has  this  protec- 
tion. Each  church  is  being  asked  to  enroll  its  pastor  in  the  protec- 
tion plan,  paying  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  plan.  The  State  Con- 
vention has  already  agreed  to  pay  the  other     one-third     for     every 
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pastor  in  its  state. 

When  every  church  does  this,  the  board's  ministry  will  be  what  it 
is  meant  to  be,  a  protection  program  for  the  entire  Southern  Baptist 
ministry,  and  not  just  for  a  small  percentage  of  pastors. 
The  Plans  in  North  Carolina 

Certificate  holders  in  the  North  Carolina  Retirement  Plan  now 
number  536.  Certificate  holders  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
Plan  number  575.  This  gives  us  a  total  of  1,111  pastors  and  denomi- 
national workers  now  enrolled. 

We  have  a  total  of  208  annuitants  now  receiving  benefit  from 
the  plans.  In  addition  to  the  annuitants,  126  aged  ministers  or  their 
widows,  are  receiving  direct  relief  grants  amounting  to  $17,932  an- 
nually. 

Much  work  is  yet  to  be  done  and  our  services  are  available  to 
the  pastors  and  churches.

REPORT  OF  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY,  1959 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. It  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  Mission  work  at  home 
and  abroad.  The  society  helps  missionaries  translate  the  Bible,  pub- 
lishes without  note  or  comment,  and  distributes  without  profit,  and 
usually  below  cost,  the  Bible  for  worldwide  mission  work.  Scriptures 
for  the  blind  are  supplied  at  a  fraction  of  their  cost  in  Braille  and 
raised-letter  systems,  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 

During  1958  the  Society  distributed  a  total  of  over  16%  million 
volumes  of  Scriptures,  donated  more  than  one  million  scripture  vol- 
umes for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces,  enlarged 
the  ministry  of  the  Finger  Phono,  a  phonograph  operated  by  one 
finger,  with  Scripture  recordings  in  the  language  needed,  in  areas 
where  few  people  can  read.  The  program  was  expanded  to  include 
25  additional  languages. 

In  1958  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $162,199  to  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society,  and  for  the  first  time  were  first  among  all  denom- 
inations. In  1959,  the  first  year  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance,  peo- 
ple in  mission  lands  and  the  missionaries  who  serve  them,  look  to 
Southern  Baptist  churches  to  continue  their  increased  support  for 
providing  the  Word  of  God  for  every  man  in  his  own  language. 

Every  church  can  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year:  Coun- 
try and  village  churches,  $10  to  $25;  Churches  in  small  cities,  $25  to 
$100;   Larger  Churches,  $100  to  $200;  and  Great  city  churches  $200 
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to  $500  or  more.

CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT  DEPARTMENT 

The  Church  Development  Department,  formerly  known  as  the 
Rural  Church  Department,  has  revised  its  program  so  that  its  main 
emphases  are  to  assist  all  types  of  Baptist  churches  in  discovering 
their  possibilities,  evaluating  their  efficiencies,  strengthening  their 
organizations  and  planning  new  methods  for  reaching  their  potential 
in  the  kingdom  service. 

The  purpose  of  the  Church  Development  Department  is  to  assist 
pastors  and  other  church  leaders  in  the  development  of  all  types  of 
churches.  The  main  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  development  of 
our  rural  churches  with  added  emphasis  upon  the  development  of 
churches  in  our  fast-growing  urban  centers.  The  program  will  in- 
clude such  activities  as  church  enlargement  campaigns  each  year, 
continual  research  concerning  the  needs  of  the  churches  and  how 
best  to  develop  them,  a  special  counseling  ministry  for  pastoi's  and 
churches  who  need  help,  continuing  to  work  with  denominational 
leaders  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Southern  Baptist  conventions,  to 
help  interpret  what  is  going  on  and  how  the  denomination  may  best 
develop  the  churches,  and  offer  suggested  publicity  for  churches  and 
pastors  doing  outstanding  work. 

It  promotes  the  total  church  program  and  assists  each  church  in 
reaching  a  well-balanced  program. 

It  will  help  to  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  missions 
through  the  cooperative  program  which  will  enable  the  churches  to 
develop  a  larger  plan  of  stewardship  through  well-balanced  budgets. 

As  a  liaison  department  it  can  help  your  church  to  promote  a 
cooperative  effort  in  the  development  of  a  vitalized  and  comprehen- 
sive church  program  through  the  assistance  of  the  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  W.  M.  U.,  Brotherhood  and  R.  A.,  Music  and  other 
related  ministries  such  as  evangelism,  church  planning,  audio-visual 
aids,  student  and  inter-racial  cooperation  departments. 

It  offers  assistance  to  pastors  and  churches  in  interpreting  our 
Baptist  program  to  the  membership  in  scriptural  terms  and  thereby 
properly  relating  them  to  a  vitalized  and  organized  program  of  church 
development.  This  ministry  includes  a  brief  week-end  study  with  the 
pastor  of  his  overall  program. 

It  offers  assistance  in  a  comprehensive  8  day  church-commun- 
ity survey  which  will  evaluate  church-community  potentials.

THE   CONSTITUTION   OF  THE   BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN 
BAPTIST   ASSOCIATION 

Name 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association   of  Wilkes  County,  North  Carolina. 

Objects 

Article  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  consider 
and  promote  measures  for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence, 
and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and  direct- 
ing their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its 
missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

Article  3.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Bap- 
ist  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its  pastor  and  any  oth- 
er ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may 
elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members 
or  fraction  thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional 
one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided,  that 
no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten   (10)   messengers. 

Article  4.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  present,  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose 
its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP 
provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL 
LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  body. 
The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  statuts  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes 
their  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  mem- 
bership with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session. 
If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator 
shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the   messengers. 

Article  5.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for 
three  successive  years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory  reasons  for 
such  failure  are  given. 

Article  6.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any 
church  in  its  membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in 
faith  and  practice,  but   not  until  charges  are  brought  against  it  by 
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some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 

Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Article  7.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  Association  shall  see  fit  to  elect.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before 
the  noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the 
session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  close 
of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except 
the  Moderator  who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succes- 
sion. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve 
order,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise 
all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private 
duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their 
work  for  the  kingdom. 

Article  9.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Article  10.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association;  shall  superintend  their  printing  and 
distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Statistical  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Pub- 
lication Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agen- 
cies or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  As- 
sociation records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  an- 
nual session  of  the  Association  form  letters  for  the  use  of  the 
churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  sug- 
gest to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount 
needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

Article  11.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association,  as  directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an 
itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Article  12.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the 
Association  and  the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report 
to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

Committees  and  Their  Duties 

Article  13.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Mode- 
rator shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  an- 
nual session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representa- 
tives.    After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator  shall 
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give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  and  all  of 
these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  va- 
cant position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  14.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Mode- 
rator shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Committees  composed  of  five 
members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next 
annual  session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  this  constitution.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or 
resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  name  a  person 
to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Associ- 
ation, with  the  approval  of  the  executive  Committee. 

Article  15.  The  Executive  Promotion  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Direc- 
tor, Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Associational  Brother- 
hood President  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion, together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by 
the  church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  10  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, including  four  of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that 
either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the 
extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the 
Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  quarter 
at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The 
officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with 
the  Moderator  serving  as  chairman. 

Article  16.  The  Associational  Missions  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  As- 
sociational Training  Union  Director,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  the  Associational  Brotherhood  President  and  three 
pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of 
Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him 
in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  per- 
son. It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with 
the  Finance  Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  infor- 
mation to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which  might  be 
helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make    recommendations 
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to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Article  17.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members  with  the  Treasurer  serving  as  ex  officio  member.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Executive 
Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget  for  the 
coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  funds. 

Article  18.  The  Committee  on  New  Churches  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications 
from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the  Association  and,  after  care- 
ful investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  19.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securi- 
ties of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representatives  of  the  Association 
in  legal  matters. 

Article  20.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any 
necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary 
to  the  Association. 

Article  21.  The  Order  of  Business  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and  present  the  same  for 
adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Associa- 
tional  Missionary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee. 

Article  22.  The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  so- 
licit invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the 
annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preacher  and  an  al- 
ternate for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate 
for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates  for  the  next  annual  session. 

Article.  23.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such 
resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present  such  other  reso- 
lutions as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Article  24.  The  Committee  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Righte- 
ousness shall  be  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different 
churches  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  the  social  and  civic  prob- 
lems of  our  area,  along  with  relevant  literature  available  through 
the  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
and  to  report  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  their  findings 
along  with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by  the  Association 
and/or  cooperating  churches. 

Article  25.  The  Stewardship  and  Cooperative  Program  Commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  en- 
courage each  church  to  teach  and  practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give 
to  associational  missions,  and  to  support  world  mission  causes  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 
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General  Provisions 

Article  26.  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary 
shall  follow  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  16  with  the  understand- 
ing that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period 
of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  Missionary  or  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Article  27.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  decided  according  to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  prac- 
tice, preferably  KERFOOT'S. 

Article  28.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at 
any  annual  session  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the 
annual    session   and   voted  upon   on   the   second  day. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer, 

in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi- 
ness may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  the  matter  of  making 
changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator, shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards 
one  another  such  courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote 
of  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

The  Rev.  Henry  Morgan 
made  a  motion  that  the  request  be  approved  and  sent  to  the  State 
Mission  Board  for  consideration.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  adopt- 
ed. 
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The  Missionary  made  the  following  announcements  of  meetings:

The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  convene  at  the 
Oakwoods  Baptist  Church  the  following  day. 

Wednesday,  October  5,  1960,  Oakwoods  Baptist  Church 

The  Moderator,  the  Rev.  Clyde  Church  called  the  meeting  of  the 
eighty-ninth  annual  session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Associ- 
ation to  order  for  the  second  day  at  the  Oakwoods  Baptist  Church, 
October  5,  1960,  at  9:30  a.  m. 

The  service  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "To  God  Be  The 
Glory,"  led  by  the  Rev.  Warren  Kerr.  The  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown  read 
John  12:12-32,  led  in  prayer  and  welcomed  the  association  to  the  Oak- 
woods  Church. 

The  Rev.  Gerald  Riggs,  chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  nomi- 
nating committee,  and  on  motion  and  second  the  officers  were  elected 
as  nominated.  The  Rev.  Clyde  Church  was  re-elected  Moderator,  the 
Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen,  Jr.,  Vice-Moderator,  Mr.  T.  E.  Story,  Clerk,  Mr. 
Chalmer  Dyer,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Jordan,  Historian.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Riggs  presided  during  the  election. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Riggs  also  read  the  list  of  officers  for  the  Sunday 
School  and  Brotherhood,  and  made  a  motion  for  their  adoption.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Dr.  Earle  Bradley,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Stewardship  Pro- 
motion and  Editorial  Services  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  was 
presented  by  the  moderator  to  conduct  a  special  program  on  the  Co- 
operative Program.  Dr.  Bradley  introduced  Mrs.  Velma  McGee,  pres- 
ident of  the  State  W.  M.  U.,  as  the  first  speaker.  She  brought  a  most 
forceful  message  on  our  need  to  take  Christ  to  a  needy  world. 

The  second  speaker  was  the  Rev.  Wendell  Davis,  of  Charlotte, 
who  spoke  on  P.  O.  A.  U.  and  the  Christian  Action  League.  He  par- 
ticularly stressed  our  need  to  fight  the  increasing  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  and  urged  the  churches  to  contribute  to  the  Co-Operative 
Program  to  help  fight  against  this  evil. 

The  next  speaker  was  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  of  Chapel  Hill,  who  spoke 
about  the  Children's  Homes,  pointing  out  that  we  have  about  600  chil- 
dren in  our  care  who  need  our  support. 

The  next  speaker  was  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee  from  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital, who  brought  a  soul  stirring  message  about  healing  the  sick.  He 
introduced  Mrs.  Dodson,  who  is  now  a  patient  at  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital, but  expects  soon  to  go  to  the  Winston-Salem  Home  for  the  Ag- 
ing.    Dr.  McGee  requested  that  the  messengers  urge  their  churches 
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to  make  a,  greater  Mother's  Day  Offering  next  year. 

The  next  speaker  was  Mr.  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder.  Mr.  Grant  pointed  out  how  the  Recorder  helps  all  ax*eas 
of  our  Baptist  work.  He  said  there  was  one  church  in  our  Association, 
Millers  Creek,  which  had  the  every  family  plan,  and  several  churches 
which  had  clubs.  He  urged  the  messengers  to  encourage  their  church- 
es to  take  and  read  the  Recorder. 

The  Rev.  Charlie  Burchette,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Bap- 
tist Homes  For  Aging  in  North  Carolina,  was  the  next  speaker.  He 
said  there  are  two  homes  in  Winston-Salem,  and  one  in  Albemarle 
with  facilities  for  135  people.  He  said  our  facilities  are  not  adequate 
to  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  aging  people  who  are  our  responsibility. 

Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  addressed  the  body  on  the  subject  of  Christian 
Education.  He  told  about  the  advanced  program  of  education  for 
students  at  our  Baptist  Colleges  in  the  State,  and  emphasized  the  ef- 
forts of  the  colleges  to  equip  our  young  people  for  greater  social,  civ- 
ic, and  religious  living.  He  said  the  plans  at  present  call  for  a  grad- 
uate school  at  Wake  Forest,  and  the  advance  from  Junior  to  four 
year  college  work  at  Campbell  and  Mars  Hill. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Gillespi,  from  Gardner  Webb  College,  was  present,  a- 
long  with  Mr.  Fred  Brown  from  Mars  Hill  College.  Both  spoke  brief- 
ly concerning  the  work  of  their  colleges. 

Mrs.  Hal  Hawkins  raised  the  question  as  to  where  we  could  reg- 
ister our  protest  about  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  radio  and 
television  programs. 

Dr.  Bradley  next  introduced  the  Rev.  Tom  Greene,  Secretary  of 
Retirement  Plans,  who  presented  the  work  of  eleven  of  the  agencies 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  He  discussed  the  manner  in  which 
the  Co-Operative  Program  dollar  is  distributed  to  the  different  agen- 
cies. 

The  next  speaker  was  the  Rev.  O.  J.  Hagler,  Associate  Secretary 
in  the  Stewardship  Promotion  Department,  who  said  the  work  of  the 
State  Convention  was  to  help  the  churches  carry  out  the  total  min- 
istry of  Christ  to  the  world. 

Dr.  Bradley  closed  the  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  and  the  Co-Operative  Program,  urging  the  mes- 
sengers to  pray  for  the  work  of  the  convention. 

Dr.  Heber  Peacock  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried, that  the  two  representatives  from  the  Junior  Colleges  be  allow- 
ed to  use  the  remainder  of  the  time  allotted  for  the  Co-Operative  Pro- 
gram. They  each  spoke  briefly  about  the  work  of  their  respective 
colleges. 

Hymn  Number  132,  "All  Hail  The  Power,"  was  sung.  The  Rev. 
Warren  Kerr  read  Jonah  1:1-4  as  the  basis  for  his  message,  and 
preached  a  thrilling  message  on  missions.  The  benediction  and  bless- 
ing for  the  dinner  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kerr,  following  the  mess- 
age. 

For  the  luncheon  the  ladies  of  the  church  served  a  truly  wonder- 
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ful  dinner  in  the  basement  of  the  church. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  Hymn 
Number  137,  "Praise  Him,  Praise  Him,"  followed  by  the  reading  of 
I  Corinthians  10:1-11  and  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Harvey  White. 

A  digest  of  church  letters  was  read  by  Mr.  T.  E.  Story,  Clerk, 
and  was  approved  by  the  body.

Resolutions  submitted  by  the  Rev.  Frank  Walker,  and  read  by 
Mr.  T.  E.  Story. 

Missions  Committee,  prepared  by  Miss  Lunda  Hendren,  and  read 
by  the  Rev.  Gerald  Riggs. 

Bus  Committee,  prepared  by  Mr.  Wayne  Vannoy,  and  read  by 
Mrs.  Marolyn  Lankford. 

New  Churches,  by  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Eller.  The  Millers  Creek  Bap- 
tist Church  was  presented  to  the  association,  requesting  membership. 
A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist 
Church  be  received  under  watchcare  for  one  year.  The  motion  was 
adopted.     A  history  of  the  church  is  included  in  the  minutes. 

Music  Committee  read  by  Mrs.  Tarn  Hutchinson. 

Constitution  Committee,  by  Dr.  Heber  Peacock.  The  amendment 
to  the  constitution  submitted  on  Tuesday  by  Dr.  Peacock  was  read 
again  and  on  motion,  was  seconded,  and  adopted.  The  amendment 
established  a  new  standing  committee  on  Stewardship  Promotion. 

Dr.  Peacock  made  a  recommendation  from  the  committee  on  com- 
mittees that  the  committee  members  be:  The  Rev.  Henry  Morgan, 
chairman,  Mr.  Tarn  Hutchinson,  and  Mr.  Clate  Bumgarner.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

The  history  of  the  Oakwoods  Baptist  Church  was  read  by  His- 
torian, Mr.  J.  F.  Jordan,  and  was  approved. 

A  request  from  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Church  was  read  by 
the  Moderator,  as  a  renewal  of  their  application  for  aid  on  the  pur- 
chase of  a  lot  for  their  building  in  the  amount  of  $3,000  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  Mission  Board.     The  request  was  approved. 

The  Finance  Committee  report  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Mor- 
gan, chairman,  and  the  Budget  for  1960-61  was  adopted  as  read. 

During  the  miscellaneous  business  session  the  ladies  of  the 
church  who  had  served  the  luncheon  were  recognized  and  expressions 
of  appreciation  made  by  the  moderator. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Riggs  made  a  motion  that  two  special  weeks  be 
approved  for  the  Assoc iational  Sunday  School  Organization,  (1) 
Group  Training  Schools  in  October  1961,  and  (2)  Central  Training 
School  in  November  1962.     The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Missionary,  the  Rev.  John  R.  Wright,  presented  a  calendar 
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of  activities  for  1960-61,  and  after  a  brief  discussion  the  calendar  was 
adopted.  Included  in  the  calendar  was  a  recommendation  for  Simul- 
taneous Revivals  which  was  referred  to  the  executive  committee  for 
further  action. 

The  In  Memoriam  Service  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Clate 
Brown,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Marolyn  Lankford. 

Hymn  Number  417,  "Lead  On  O  King  Eternal,"  was  sung. 

An  address  concerning  the  work  of  the  Annuity  Board  was  given 
by  the  Rev.  Tom  Greene.  He  stressed  the  responsibility  of  the  church- 
es to  provide  a  retirement  income  for  their  pastors  by  participating 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

A  standing  vote  of  confidence  was  expressed  by  the  association 
to  the  Moderator,  the  Rev.  Clyde  Church,  in  appreciation  for  his  lead- 
ership during  the  past  year. 

Closing  prayer  of  the  session  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Shoupe. 

The  eighty-ninth  annual  session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association  was  adjourned.

2.  Providing  an  adequate  library  of  35mm  filmstrips  and  16mm 
sound  motion  pictures.  These  films  include  every  area  of  Baptist 
work — Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Brotherhood,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Life,  Evange- 
lism and  Stewardship. 

3.  Conducting  audio-visual  aids  workshops  upon  request  from  the 
Association.  Complete  exhibits  and  demonstrations  are  displayed  in 
these  workshops. 

4.  Recording  special  messages  of  addresses  at  our  State  Con- 
ventions and  Evangelistic  Conferences. 

5.  Assisting  various  departments  and  committees  on  the  State 
convention  layouts  and  other  related  pictures,  brochures,  and  posters. 

Each  year  the  department  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  helps  promote 
every  major  emphasis  of  each  group  by  seeking  to  cooperate  with 
every  agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  services  are 
available  to  every  church  and  Association  in  the  State.

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REPORT    ON    EVANGELISM 

To  be  a  Christian  carries  with  it  the  inescapable  responsibility 
of  sharing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  people  of  all  the  world. 
That  we  should  be  deeply  and  personally  concerned  with  the  salva- 
tion of  the  people  of  Africa  and  Asia  and  Europe  is  the  direct  out- 
come of  our  own  salvation  and  response  to  the  Good  News  proclaim- 
ed in  Christ.  That  we  are  so  little  concerned  for  the  salvation  of 
those  with  whom  we  associate  day  by  day  is  a  condemnation  of  the 
shallow  thinking  which  leads  us  to  suppose  that  Evangelism  is  not 
our  business. 

We  have  tended  to  leave  the  task  of  Evangelism  to  our  Pastors, 
but  this  is  to  renounce  the  responsibility  placed  upon  us  when  Christ 
called  us  to  salvation.  For  in  the  moment  He  called  us  to  Him  He 
also  sent  us  forth  as  witnesses  to  what  God  had  done  for  us.  If,  as 
a  Christian,  I  am  not  witnessing  for  Jesus  Christ,  I  must  confess  that 
I  am  a  very  poor  believer  who  follows  only  a  long  way  off.  Jesus 
Christ  requires  that  I  be   His  witness  if  I  follow  Him. 

Our  own  Association  covers  territory  in  which  there  are  literally 
thousands  of  people  who  do  not  know  Jesus  Christ.  Our  progress 
in  reaching  them  with  the  message  of  salvation  leaves  no  room  for 
our  complacency.  We  are  failing  at  the  task  and  will  continue  to 
fail  unless  each  Christian  awakens  to  his  personal  i*esponsibility  to 
be  God's  instrument  in  Evangelism. 

Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  an  intensive  course  of  study  be  inaugurated  in  each 
church  of  our  Association  to  inspire  and  train  men  and  women,  boys 
and  girls  to  be  effective  personal  witnesses  for  their  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ. 

2.  That  our  Association  plan  an  Evangelistic  Clinic  on  January 
12,  1961  to  promote  the  cause  of  Evangelism  in  our  Association. 

3.  That  our  Association  participate  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival 
and  that  our  Executive  Committee  be  asked  to  set  annual  Jubilee 
Revival  dates  through  1964. 

4.  That  we  ask  the  Associational  officers  to  serve  as  the  Bap- 
tist Jubilee  Revival  Committee. 

5.  That  each  church  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival 
and  use  the  Revival  Plan  Book  in  planning  and  working  to  reach  the 
maximum  number  of  lost  souls  and  to  experience  a  new  depth  of 
spiritual  life  in  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our 
state.  Last  year  it  served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with  150,- 
000  visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices.     They  came  for  ex- 
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animations,  medical  treatment,  skilled  surgery,  and  spiritual  guid- 
ance. Many  of  our  homes,  most  of  our  churches,  and  almost  all  of 
our  communities  have  been  served  by  this  ministry  of  healing.  It 
touches  the  family  life  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  our  people 
each  year. 

Sickness  is  no  respector  of  persons  or  pocket  books.  It  strikes 
the  rich  and  poor  alike — the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  aged.  There  are 
times  when  they  need  such  specialized  care  as  that  available  at  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  provides  money  with 
which  our  Hospital  gives  assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full 
cost  of  their  care.  Our  Hospital  almost  doubles  our  gifts  with  match- 
ing funds  from  welfare  agencies  and  other  gifts.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  medical  staff  gives  its  services  without  charge  to  all  service  pa- 
tients, except  for  available  insurance  payments. 

Probably  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  we  as  Christians  should 
provide  such  a  ministry  for  our  needy,  sick  neighbors.  Jesus 
and  the  New  Testament  writers  give  us  the  answer.  But  do  we  real- 
ly want  such  a  ministry  ?  It  cannot  be  provided  except  at  great  cost. 
Our  Hospital  receives  about  3  3-4%  of  our  Co-operative  Program 
funds  for  payments  on  the  buildings,  purchase  of  expensive  equip- 
ment, such  as  heart-lung  machines,  and  for  the  Department  of  Pas- 
toral Care.  Our  Mother's  Day  Fund  provides  the  money  to  help  pay 
the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick  persons.  The  amount  of  this  fund 
determines  for  the  most  part  the  amount  of  help  our  Hospital  can 
give. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  so  close  to  the 
heart  of  our  Lord,  and  want  our  Hospital  to  give  help  when  our  peo- 
ple need  it,  we  are  going  to  have  to  become  serious  about  our  giving 
to  the  Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is  facing  a  grave  financial 
problem,  and  if  it  is  to  give  free  service  we  are  going  to  have  to  con- 
tribute the  money  to  finance  the  program. 

The  only  way  we  can  support  this  work  is  to  plan  for  it,  to  make 
somebody  in  each  church  responsible  for  it,  to  let  our  people  know 
about  the  need,  and  to  challenge  them  to  give  of  their  means.  Some 
of  our  churches  over  the  state  have  been  doing  this,  and  our  people 
have  demonstrated  that  when  this  is  done  they  will  provide  the  neces- 
sary support.  We  come  to  ask  you  to  do  it  in  your  church — not  for 
the  hospital,  but  for  sick  people  who  are  in  need.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT  1959-60 

A  regular  schedule  of  meetings  was  planned  and  carried  out  and 
attendance  was  very  good.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE— 1959-1960 

The  Executive  Committee  held  5  meetings  during  the  time  since 
the  last  annual  meeting.  At  these  meetings  there  was,  generally,  a- 
bout  one  third  of  the  churches  represented. 

Many  matters  concerning  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom's  work 
were  considered  and  for  the  most  part  action  was  taken  for  improve- 
ment. 

The  November  22nd  meeting  was  represented  by  15  churches  and 
plans  for  "M"  night,  December  7  were  made. 

The  January  1st,  1960  meeting  was  held  at  the  Wilkesboro  Bap- 
tist Church  with  11  churches  represented  and  the  chief  matter  for 
consideration  was  our  delinquent  payments  on  the  Associational  Par- 
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sonage  debt.  Mr.  Vernon  Deal  of  the  Northwestern  Bank  was  pres- 
ent and  offered  certain  suggestions  which  resulted  favorably  to  our 
raising  sufficient  funds  to  make  a  substantial  payment  on  the  debt. 

At  the  April  1st  meeting,  10  churches  were  represented.  At  this 
meeting  the  treasurer,  Chalmer  Dyer,  made  a  financial  report  indi- 
cating that  the  parsonage  debt  had  been  paid  down  to  the  sum  of 
$5,469.10.  It  was  also  revealed  that  the  treasurer  was  behind  in  pay- 
ing certain  other  financial  obligations  because  of  lack  of  funds.  It 
was  stated  that  there  were  13  churches  that  had  not  made  any  con- 
tributions to  this  fund  in  the  past  3  months. 

At  the  July  1st  meeting,  13  churches  were  represented.  Several 
matters  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  from  Miss 
Lunda  Hendren  of  the  Training  Union  Department.  Rev.  Henry  Mor- 
gan, member  of  the  general  board,  requested  aid  for,  Friendly  Grove 
and  Millers  Creek  Churches,  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Sept.  30th  meeting  was  held  at  the  Wilkesboro  Church  with  8 
churches  represented.  The  committee  attended  to  a  number  of  mat- 
ters in  preparation  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  to  be 
held  at  Walnut  Grove  and  Oakwoods  Churches. 

The  committee  approved  the  request  of  Millers  Creek  Church  for 
$2,000.00  and  Friendly  Grove  for  $300.00  from  the  State  Missions 
Board.  The  following  goals  were  set  for  us  to  work  toward  in  the 
coming  year:  Baptisms,  400;  Churches  Adopting  budgets,  25;  Churches 
asking  for  pledges,  10;  Churches  using  forward  program,  7;  Churches 
voting  to  increase  Cooperative  program  by  2%,  5;  Churches  to  in- 
crease number  giving  to  Cooperative  program,  5;  Study  Course  A- 
wards,  400  and  New  Tithers,  500.

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

The  theme  for  1960-61  in  the  Sunday  School  is:  "Outreach  for  the 
Unreached."  Jesus  said,  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields; 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest."  This  theme  is  a  great  chal- 
lenge to  us  as  Christians  and  members  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  have  made  great  progress  this  year  but  we 
still  have  a  long  way  to  go  to  be  what  God  would  want  them  to  be. 
The  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  will  not  be  Standard  Sunday 
Schools  until  the  Pastors,  Superintendents,  and  laypeople  realize 
their  responsibility  before  God  in  this  great  work  of  reaching,  teach- 
ing, winning,  and  developing  people.  Did  you  know  Pastors,  Super- 
intendents and  laypeople  that  there  are  4.000,000  babies  being  born 
each  year,  400,000  young  people  away  from  home,  1,000,000  church 
members  who  cannot  attend  because  of  sickness  or  work,  3,600,000  res- 
ident church  members  who  are  not  enrolled  in  Sunday  School,  and 
110,000,000  persons  not  enrolled  in  any  Sunday  School  in  America? 
Are  we  building  adequate  Sunday  School  space  to  meet  the  needs  that 
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are  before  us?  Some  of  our  Sunday  Schools  have  not  advanced 
much  over  the  horse  and  buggy  days. 

This  year  our  Association  had  a  Group  Training  School — in  each 
of  the  six  groups.  We  enrolled  approximately  325  in  the  six  schools. 
This  enrollment  was  less  than  our  central  training  school  that  was 
held  in  1958.  Actually,  we  reached  into  more  churches  with  the 
Group  Training  Schools  than  we  did  with  the  Central  Training  School. 
Socrates  once  said,  "his  work  was  a  negative  one:  to  bring  men  from 
ignorance  unconscious  to  ignorance  conscious."  We  can  realize  the 
full  force  of  this  statement  only  when  we  remember  that  the  first 
step  in  knowing  is  the  consciousness  of  not  knowing.  Training  is  such 
a  vital  part  of  our  church  life.  May  God  help  each  of  our  churches 
in  this  Associational  year  to  put  on  an  extensive  Training  Program. 

Our  accomplishments  this  year  were  gratifying  as  we  think  of 
the  gains  made  in  enrollment,  new  classes,  and  departments.  Many 
more  of  our  churches  are  observing  January  Bible  Study  Week  and 
Preparation  Week.  As  we  continue  to  move  forward  in  1960-61,  let's 
not  forget  our  church  members  who  are  not  members  of  our  Sunday 
School.  In  our  Association  we  have  8,795  church  membership  enroll- 
ment, and  7,609  Sunday  School  enrollment.  This  means  that  we  have 
approximately  1,000  church  members  if  not  more,  who  do  not  attend 
Sunday  School.  No  wonder  we  have  so  many  church  members  ignor- 
ant of  God's  word.  Let's  enroll  our  church  members  in  Sunday  School 
this  year.  My  prayer  is  that  every  Pastor,  Superintendent,  Officer, 
and  Teacher  in  Sunday  School  will  take  this  great  theme  to  heart 
and  reach  out  in  every  home  for  the  unreached  in  their  communities. 

Recommendations  from  Sunday  School  Executive  Committee: 

1.  Group  Training  Schools  to  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1961. 

2.  Central  Training  School  to  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1962.

The  trustees  are  ready  to  erect  an  office  to  the  parsonage  any 
time  that  the  funds  are  available.

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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  WALNUT  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  by  Dr.  H.  G. 
Duncan,  in  1950,  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  this  association  on 
pages  42  to  47,  of  that  year.  "At  the  December  meeting  1951,  D.  S. 
Broyhill,  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  made  a  motion  to  take 
$500.00  from  the  regular  church  ti'easurer  to  supplement  the  building 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  heating  plant  for  the  building, 
which  motion  carried  favorably."  The  heating  plant  was  installed 
which  was  a  great  asset  and  added  much  comfort  to  the  building.  At 
the  March  meeting  1955,  "the  building  committee  reported  that  it  had 
received  bids  for  the  building  of  a  vestibule  and  celotexing  inside 
of  the  church.  The  contract  was  given  to  Settle  Construction  Com- 
pany, of  North  Wilkesboro  as  they  were  the  lowest  bidder  at  the  price 
of  $1,201.14."  At  September  4th  meeting  1955,  "the  building  commit- 
tee reported  on  the  bids  for  painting  the  wings  of  the  Sanctuary  and 
two  adjoining  class  rooms  and  the  inside  wood  work  of  the  sanctuary, 
the  vestibule  inside  and  the  outside  wood  work.  Paul  Lambert,  being 
the  lowest  bidder  at  the  price  of  $240.00  the  church  voted  to  let  him 
go  ahead  and  do  the  work  and  also  to  shellack  the  inside  of  the  ves- 
tibule. 

In   1950    W.  A.  Jennings,  was  clerk  and  served  until   November 

1951,  when  he  passed  away.  Then  Mrs.  Floyd  Jennings,  supplied  till 
January  1952,  when  Mr.  J.  M.  Blevins,  was  elected  and  served  until 
March  1954,  when  Miss  Madge  Jennings,  was  elected  and  served  till 
September  1957,  when  Mrs.  Nell  Ashley  was  elected  and  is  still  serv- 
ing as  clerk. 

Deacons   have   been   ordained,   since   1950,    as   follows,  December 

1952,  Edmund  Edsel,  Vaughn  Brock;  October  1955,  Henry  Lane,  Troy 
Carpenter;  November  1958,  W.  A.  (Bud)  Broyhill,  Mack  Brock  and 
Russell  Brookshire. 

At  the  March  meeting  1953,  the  church  adopted  the  rotation  sys- 
tem of  Deacons,  and  at  April  meeting  1953,  it  adopted  the  budget  sys- 
tem and  raised  the  pastor's  salary  to  $1200.00  and  in  May  1959,  voted 
again  to  raise  it  to  $1800.00  per  year.  At  January  meeting  1955,  the 
church  purchased  a  bus  at  the  price  of  $300.00  and  used  it  until  1957, 
when  it  was  sold.  At  the  September  meeting  1958,  the  committee 
presented  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  baptistry  and  a  choir  loft 
and,  at  November  meeting  1958,  the  church  voted  to  accept  plans  al- 
ready drawn  up  for  the  baptistry  and  choir  loft  and  they  were  built. 
At  March  meeting  1959,  the  church  had  the  new  wine  colored  drap- 
eries placed  about  the  baptistry,  which  added  much  beauty  to  the 
church  and  in  August  1959,  Phillip  Smith,  David  and  Gerald  Dial, 
were  the  first  baptized  in  the  new  baptistry. 

In  1959,  the  church  purchased  a  Hammond  Organ  at  the  price 
of  $1290.00,  which  gave  increased  interest  to  the  music  and  singing 
of  the  church  and  also  purchased  carpet  for  the  aisle  and  altar  of 
the  church. 
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It  has  had  Sunday  School  superintendents,  for  the  past  ten  years 
as  follows:  J.  J.  Bentley,  1950  to  1953;  Mack  Brock,  1953  to  1957;  Lee 
Bentley,  1957-1959;  Joel  Bentley  in  1959  and  again  in  1960. 

It  has  also  had  pastors,  Rev.  Charlie  Poole,  served  the  church 
from  1950  to  1957,  when  Clayton  Barker,  was  elected  and  is  still  serv- 
ing as  pastor.  In  January  1960,  the  Womans  Missionary  Society 
was  organized  and  has  been  doing  great  work  in  the  church. 

This  church  has  had  some  great  revivals  which  has  added  much 
spiritual  interest  and  growth  in  membership;  In  July  1952,  9  were 
added  by  baptism,  November  1953,  20  additions  by  letter,  experience 
and  baptism,  July  1954,  16  additions  and  July  1955,  11  additions,  Oc- 
tober 1956,  6  additions,  1957,  14  added,  July  1958,  11  additions,  and 
in  1959,  10  additions.

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC. 

The  Baptist's  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated, 
is  a  multiple  service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for 
more  than  800  deserving  boys  and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311  chil- 
dren, Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pem- 
broke with  24  children. 

Thei'e  are  160  children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  who  are 
assisted  by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  col- 
lege students  annually. 

Children  attend  the  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school 
activities.  Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual 
growth  are  afforded  on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through 
the  Churches. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested  friends 
may  inquire  about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care.  When  ap- 
plications are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough 
study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the  best  possible 
plan  of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  afford 
case  work  services  throughout  the  state.  Individuals,  families,  pas- 
tors, and  churches  are  entitled  to  this  help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  31.5  per  cent,  Thanksgiving  Offering  31.1  per  cent, 
Once-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent,  Special  gifts  and  Endowment 
15.5  per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
minimum  needs.  Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian  home 
whom  we  should  have  served.  An  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering 
is  imperative  this  year. 
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North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and  de- 
pendent children  for  75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of  the  75th 
Anniversary  will  be  made  in  November.  During  these  years,  more 
than  8,000  children  have  been  afforded  life's  best  opportunities.  The 
need  for  such  service  increases  with  the  development  of  industry,  in- 
crease in  population,  growth  of  cities,  and  the  mounting  tensions 
which  accrue  to  families  in  an  urbanized  society. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  "Charity  and  Children,"  June 
1,  1960.  We  envision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper  making  an  in- 
creasing contribution  to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist  people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  dependent 
children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sacrifice.  Many 
areas  of  unmet  need  confront  us  each  day.  Your  continued  interest 
and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

POAU  is  a  specialist  in  the  captive  school  problem.  It  has  attack- 
ed such  school  arrangements  in  the  courts  of  six  states  and  has  suc- 
ceeded in  terminating  them.  The  captive  school  is  sold  to  the  public 
on  the  ground  that  it  "saves  money."  It  may  do  so,  initially,  since 
the  nuns  will  work  for  less  and  the  church  may  even  own  the  build- 
ing. But  the  community  cleavage  and  social  anguish  which  invar- 
iably develop  are  hardly  worth  the  price.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  CENTER 

The  Seminary  Extension  Center  conducted  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  during  the  1959-60  season  was  quite  successful.  The  new  plan 
of  having  each  class  meet  two  hours  per  week  was  welcomed  by  stu- 
dents and  teachers  alike.  The  plan  provided  a  more  concentrated  per- 
iod of  study  and  it  was  felt  that  the  opportunity  for  learning  was 
increased. 

During  the  Fall  semester  a  course  in  preaching  was  taught  by 
Rev.  Henry  Morgan  and  a  course  in  Teaching  Principles  was  taught 
by  Rev.  John  Wright.  Only  one  course  was  offered  in  the  Spring,  a 
course  in  New  Testament  Theology  taught  by  Dr.  Heber  Peacock. 

The  first  semester  of  our  new  year  is  scheduled  to  begin  on  Fri- 
day evening,  October  7,  at  7:00  p.  m.  with  two  courses  being  offered: 

(1)  New  Testament  132,  A  study  of  the  Epistles  and  Revelation, 
taught  by  Rev.  Paul  Shoupe,  Pastor  at  Liberty  Grove. 

(2)  Pastoral  Counseling  153,  giving  attention  to  many  of  the 
problems  pastors  face,  taught  by  Rev.  John  Wright. 

Plans  for  the  Spring  Semester,  to  begin  January  6  include  an  Old 
Testament  course  in  the  Minor  Prophets  and  a  course  in  Church  His- 
tory. 

The  cost  to  the  student  for  each  course  will  be  $13.00.  This  will 
pay  for  the  syllabus,  text  books,  and  Seminary  Extension  Center  fees. 

The  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Seminary  Extension  Center,  Rev. 
Clyde  Church,  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Rev.  James  Revis,  and  Rev.  John 
Wright  recommend  to  the  Association  that  Rev.  Henry  Morgan  be 
elected  as  Seminary  Extension  Director.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptist  promote  a  program  of  education  much 
wider  in  scope  than  that  represented  in  their  seven  colleges.  In  the 
local  churches  there  are  numrous  activities  along  with  the  Sunday 
school  relating  to  education.  All  these  activities  are  promoted 
through  a  special  division  known  as  Church  Programs.     Through  the 
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Southern  Baptist  Convention  North  Carolina  Baptists  share  in  the 
promotion  and  support  of  the  seven  seminaries  which  are  administer- 
ed through  trustees  elected  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Through  a  Division  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  the  work  of  seven  colleges  is  promoted. 
These  are  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Win- 
gate,  Chowan  and  Campbell.  In  the  last  year  there  were  enrolled 
in  these  seven  colleges  some  8,100  students.  Their  annual  operating 
costs  were  above  $10,000,000,  with  approximately  $500,000  of  this 
coming  through  our  Cooperative  Program  plan  of  giving.  An  addi- 
tional $600,000  was  provided  for  capital  outlay  or  plant  improvement 
and  expansion.  Without  the  addition  of  new  buildings  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  these  colleges  to  enroll  many  more  students  than  the  number 
taken  last  year. 

Of  the  8,103  students  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  last  year, 
5,000  were  Baptist.  There  were  some  13,000  Baptist  students  in  oth- 
er colleges. 

It  is  believed  that  by  1970  we  shall  have  in  North  Carolina  not 
15,000  white  Baptist  boys  and  girls  graduating  from  high  school  each 
year  but  30,000;  and  that  we  may  expect  a  much  larger  percentage 
to  go  to  college.  It  seems  conservative  to  predict  that  at  least  35,000 
Baptist  boys  and  girls  will  be  in  college  within  ten  years.  The  ques- 
tion confronting  us  is  where  shall  we  provide  for  their  college  train- 
ing? Shall  we  maintain  the  status  quo  in  our  Baptist  colleges  and 
ask  the  state  to  provide  for  them  through  increased  taxes,  or  other 
denominations  to  provide  for  them  in  their  colleges  or  would  it  be 
better  for  Baptists  to  face  the  facts  with  vision  and  courage  and  pro- 
vide Christian  education  for  their  future  leaders?  Let  us  not  be  a- 
fraid  to  think  together  and  ask  God  to  guide  us  to  do  His  will  in 
whatever  we  do.  Our  Baptist  Colleges  need  our  prayers,  gifts  and 
our  young  people.

REPORT  OF  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Missions  Committee  met  once  each  quarter  and  has  attempt- 
ed to  assist  and  undergird  Mr.  Wright  in  his  work  as  Associational 
Missionary. 

In  December  1959  meeting  representatives  from  Three  Forks 
Association,  including  their  Missionary,  chairman  of  missions  com- 
mittee and  two  pastors  met  with  our  committee,  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  being  to  discuss  need  and  possibility  of  starting  a  mission 
between  Lewis  Fork  church   in  our  Association  and  Stony  Fork  in 
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their  association.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  group  that  a  committee 
should  be  appointed  to  study  the  situation  and  possibly  make  a  sur- 
vey and  the  committee  was  elected — composed  of  the  two  missionaries 
and  the  pastors  of  the  two  churches  named.  Reports  were  made  at 
later  meetings  of  the  work  done  by  the  committee,  but  the  survey  has 
not  yet  been  made.  Plans  were  made  for  Christian  Home  Week,  led 
by  Mrs.  Frank  H.  Leavell,  February  7-11,  1960.  Various  other  meet- 
ings for  promotion  of  the  Lord's  work  were  discussed  and  planned 
for  at  the  various  meetings  during  the  year. 

In  the  July  1960  meeting  the  new  Associational  Library  was  dis- 
cussed and  since  Mr.  J.  E.  Spainhour  has  done  so  much  to  promote 
the  library  and  donated  so  many  books  it  was  decided  to  name  it 
the  J.  E.  Spainhour  Associational  Library.  Name  was  submitted  to 
Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  vote  of  that  group.  However, 
further  discussion  was  given  to  this  matter  in  a  later  meeting  when 
Mr.  Spainhour  expressed  preference  that  his  name  not  be  used  but 
that  the  library  be  named  for  his  father  or  Mr.  C.  C.  Wright,  who  is 
grandfather  of  our  Missionary.  It  was  suggested  that  the  name 
might  be  changed  to  Spainhour-Wright  Associational  Library  and 
suggestion  brought  to  Executive  Committee,  but  no  official  action 
was  taken. 

In  the  September  1960  meeting  it  was  decided  to  ask  for  work- 
ers for  a  School  of  Missions  in  1963,  beginning  first  week  in  Novem- 
ber. Dates  were  set  for  Simultaneous  Revivals  in  Spring  of  1961, 
these  dates  being  April  16-30.  It  was  also  decided  to  ask  churches  to 
continue  making  offerings  on  5th  Sundays  for  Associational  Parson- 
age and  that  a  special  offering  for  Associational  Missions  be  taken 
April  16. 

Some  Jubilee  Goals  were  decided  upon  and  passed  on  to  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The  Missions  Committee  has  been  deeply  interested  in  the  pro- 
motion of  Missions  in  the  association  and  is  pleased  to  report  the 
following  Missions  which  have  been  in  operation  during  the  past 
year: 

Hillcrest  Mission,  sponsored  by  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church;  Ger- 
mantown  Mission,  sponsored  by  Moravian  Falls  Church;  Northside 
Chapel,  sponsored  by  North  Wilkesboro  First  Church;  Sunday  School 
class  at  Ellers'  Rest  Home  by  Liberty  Grove  Church;  Millers  Creek 
Mission  sponsored  by  Pleasant  Home  Church  until  organized  into  a 
church  December  6,  1959. 

It  was  suggested  that  we  have  a  Stewardship  and  Cooperative 
Program  Committee,  which  would  be  a  standing  committee,  ap- 
pointed by  committee  on  committees. 

The  committee  expresses  appreciation  to  Mr.  Wright  for  his  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  during  the  year  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  sug- 
gest to  the  churches  that  a  gift  be  sent  in  for  the  Wrights  at  Christ- 
mas time.

With  teaching  and  training  as  a  goal,  the  Music  Committee  planned 
and  held  a  School  of  Music  at  Liberty  Grove  Baptist  Church  on  Jan- 
uary 21,  22,  and  23  of  this  year  for  the  churches  of  the  Association. 
The  well-qualified  staff  of  teachers  consisted  of  Mr.  Dave  Byler, 
First  Baptist  Church,  Hickory,  Miss  Frances  Cornwell,  First  Baptist 
Church,  Elkin,  Mr.  Gene  Ellis,  First  Baptist  Church,  North  Wilkes- 
boro,  and  Rev.  John  Wright,  our  missionary,  who  worked  with  the 
Juniors.

The  homes  have  now  a  new  Infirmary  Annex  at  a  cost  of  $193,- 
000.00  with  28  new  rooms.  They  have  106  residents  in  the  three  homes 
— Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34;  Headquarter,  52;  and  sixty  or  more 
on  the  waiting  list.  The  proposed  Hamilton  Home  will  care  for  30 
additional  residents.  It  is  not  unrealistic  to  say  that  they  could  fill 
500  rooms  in  the  next  two  years.  We  must  attempt  great  things  for 
God  and  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we  plan  for  the  future  in 
our  ministering  to  the  ever-growing  number  of  the  aging  who  need 
the  loving  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

The  prayers  and  financial  support  of  the  Churches  are  indispen- 
sable in  the  construction  and  operation  of  these  homes.  During  the 
fiscal  year,  October  1959,  to  August  1,  1960,  the  Churches  gave  $82,- 
521.20,  of  which  we  are  grateful  to  God. 

"Let  it  be  known  throughout  our  fair  state  that  there  is  nothing 
to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming  to  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of  space." 
This  is  a  quotation  from  a  report  from  the  homes  superintendent 
William  A.  Poole.  Let  us,  therefore,  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  end  of 
making  more  space  available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

This;  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  transition  for  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  your  Baptist  state  paper  since  1833. 

On  January  1,  J.  Marse  Grant  became  editor,  succeeding  Dr.  L. 
L.  Carpenter  who  retired  after  17  years  in  the  editor's  chair.  Editor 
Grant  came  to  the  Recorder  after  10  years  as  editor  of  Charity  and 
Children. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year,  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  Recorder,  including  larger  type  and  full-page  pictures  on  the 
cover.  In  a  study  made  by  a  nationally-known  professor  of  journal- 
ism, the  Recorder  was  rated  among  the  top  three  state  papers  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Recorder  staff  will  not  be  satis- 
fied until  it  rates  No.  1  among  the  27  state  papers. 

For  the  price  of  a  3c  or  4c  postage  stamp,  the  Recorder  can 
come  into  your  home  each  week.  For  only  $1.50  a  year,  or  3c  a  week, 
the  Recorder  can  be  sent  to  every  family  in  your  church.  For  a  4c 
stamp  each  week,  or  $2.00  a  year,  you  can  receive  the  paper  in  the 
Club  Plan  of  four  or  more  subscribers  in  the  same  church. 

A  continuing  campaign  is  being  made  to  put  the  Recorder  in  more 
church  budgets.  Deacons  and  finance  committees  are  urged  to  con- 
sider this  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  As  every  pastor  knows, 
an  informed  membership  is  essential  if  a  church  makes  progress. 
Present  circulation  is  over  63,600. 

Make  no  mistake  about  it.  The  printed  page  is  going  to  win  the 
battle  for  men's  minds  and  hearts.  The  great  movements  of  this 
world  depend  heavily  on  printer's  ink  to  get  their  messages  across. 
Baptists  can  do  no  less  if  we  are  to  stay  in  this  battle  to  win  the 
loyalties  of  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls. 

In  this  crucial  year  in  American  history,  the  following  quotation 
is  so  pertinent  as  we  think  of  the  importance  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
and  other  Baptist  publications:  "If  religious  literature  is  not  widely 
circulated  among  the  masses  in  this  country,  I  do  not  know  what  is 
to  become  of  us  as  a  nation.  If  truth  be  not  diffused,  error  will  be; 
if  God  and  His  Word  are  not  received,  the  devil  and  his  works  will 
gain  the  ascendancy;  if  the  evangelical  volume  does  not  reach  every 
hamlet,  the  pages  of  a  corrupt  and  licentious  literature  will;  if  the 
power  of  the  Gospel  is  not  felt  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  our 
land,  anarchy  and  misrule,  degradation  and  misery,  corruption  and 
darkness  will  reign."

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  OAKWOODS  MISSIONARY 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

"Saturday  night,  November  17,  1917.  a  Presbytery  composed  of 
Rev.  W.  C.  Meadows,  M.  McNeill,  W.  S.  Edwards  and  W.  E.  Linney, 
met  in  the  Oakwoods  school  house  at  Oakwoods,  N.  C.  in  Wilkes 
county  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  W.  C.  Meadows,  was  elected  moderator  and  W.  E.  Linney  clerk. 
The  devotional  exercise  was  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Edwards,  after 
which  the  organization  was  completed.  The  following  members  pre- 
sented themselves  as  charter  members  of  the  organization;  John 
Laws,  wife  Sallie  Laws,  M.  C.  Jones,  wife  Pansy  Jones,  W.  A.  Ellis, 
G.  G.  Steelman,  W.  T.  Stroud,  wife  Catherine  Stroud,  George  T. 
Stroud,  J.  T.  Jones,  wife  Valley  Jones,  R.  S.  Griswold,  wife  Fannie  S. 
Griswold."  The  only  two  charter  members  living  are  M.  C.  Jones  and 
wife  Pansy  Jones. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  favorably  to  have  the  new  or- 
ganization named  Oakwoods  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  Then  the 
charge  was  delivered  by  the  moderator  and  the  right  hand  of  fellow- 
ship extended  by  the  Presbytery  to  all  the  charter  members.  The 
church  then  adopted  the  following  articles  of  faith. 

"1.  We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible,  written  by  men  divinely  in- 
spired and  full  of  unmixed  truth,  is  a  perfect  rule  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice. 2.  We  believe  in  one  God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost.  3.  We 
believe  that  man,  once  holy,  fell  by  voluntary  transgression  from  the 
happy  state  and  is  now  utterly  devoid  of  holiness.  4.  We  believe 
that  sinners  are  saved  by  grace  alone.  5.  We  believe  that  men  are 
justified  by  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  6.  We  believe  that  sal- 
vation is  free  to  all  who  will  accept  the  Gospel.  7.  We  believe  that 
except  as  a  man  be  renewed  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  is  not  qualified  or 
prepared  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ  on  earth,  or  to  enjoy  his  glory 
hereafter.  8.  We  believe  that  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  are  the  duties  of  every  one  who  hears  the  Gospel. 
9.  We  believe  that  election  is  the  eternal  purpose  of  God,  by  which 
He  graciously  regenerated,  sanctifies  and  saves  sinners.  10.  We  be- 
lieve that  sanctification,  begun  in  regeneration,  and  every  profession, 
is  the  process  by  which  we  are  made  to  partake  of  God's  holiness. 
11.  We  believe  in  the  preservation  of  the  saints;  that  they  are  kept 
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by  the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto  salvation.  12.  We  believe  that 
God's  law  is  the  only,  the  eternal  and  unchangeable,  rule  of  His 
church  and  moral  government.  13.  We  believe  that  a  church  of  Christ 
is  a  congregation  of  baptized  believers,  united  in  the  faith  and  fel- 
lowship of  the  Gospel,  observing  the  ordinances  and  obeying  the  laws 
of  Christ,  and  that  its  officers  are  pastors  and  deacons.  14.  We  be- 
lieve that  Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer,  in  water 
by  a  properly  qualified  administrator  into  the  name  of  the  Father, 
Son  and  Holy  Ghost.  15.  We  believe  that  only  such  as  have  been 
properly  baptized  and  received  into  the  fellowship  of  a  regularly  or- 
ganized Baptist  church  should  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  16.  We 
believe  that  the  Lord's  day  or  Christian  Sabbath  should  be  devotedly 
observed  and  sacredly  devoted  to  religious  service.  17.  We  believe  that 
civil  government  is  of  divine  appointment,  and  that  the  governors 
of  states  and  nations  should  be  obeyed,  when  the  laws  they  seek  to 
enforce  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Gospel.  18.  "We  believe  in  the 
future  resurrection  of  the  dead.  19.  We  believe  in  the  final  judgment 
and  that  in  that  day  the  righteous  and  wicked  will  be  separated  for- 
ever." 

The  following  was  adopted  as  the  church  covenant:  "Having  been 
led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  receive  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  our  Savior,  and  on  the  profession  of  our  faith,  having  been 
baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  we  do  now 
in  the  presence  of  God,  Angels  and  this  assembly,  most  solemnly  and 
joyfully  enter  into  a  covenant  with  one  another  as  one  body  in  Christ; 

We  engage  therefore,  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  walk  to- 
gether in  Christian  love  and  to  strive  for  the  advancement  of  this 
church  in  knowledge,  holiness  and  comfort;  to  promote  its  prosperity 
and  spirtuality;  to  sustain  its  worship,  oi'dinances,  discipline  and  doc- 
trines; to  contribute  cheerfully  and  regularly  to  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  the  expenses  of  the  church  and  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel  through  all  nations. 

We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and  secret  devotion;  to  relig- 
iously educate  our  children;  to  seek  the  salvation  of  our  kindred  and 
acquaintances;  to  walk  circumspectly  in  the  world;  to  be  just  in  our 
dealings,  faithful  in  our  statements,  and  exemplary  in  our  deport- 
ment; to  avoid  all  tattling  backbiting  and  excessive  anger;  to  abstain 
from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage,  and  to  be 
zealous  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  our  Saviour. 

We  further  engage  to  watch  over  one  another  in  brotherly  love; 
to  remember  each  other  in  prayer;  to  aid  each  other  in  sickness  and 
distress;  to  cultivate  Christian  sympathy  in  feeling  and  courtesy  of 
speech  to  be  slow  to  take  offense,  but  always  ready  for  reconciliation, 
and  mindful  of  the  rules  of  our  Saviour  to  secure  it  without  delay. 

We  moreover  engage  that  when  we  move  from  this  place  we  will, 
as  soon  as  possible  unite  with  some  other  church,  where  we  can  car- 
ry out  the  spirit  of  this  covenant  and  the  principles  of  God's  word." 

At  the   meeting  November  25,  1917,  a  committee  of  two;  C.  M. 
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Tevepaugh  and  R.  S.  Griswold,  was  appointed  to  see  about  purchas- 
ing the  old  Presbyterian  building,  which  was  located  on  the  Oak- 
woods  road.  It  was  purchased  for  $100.00  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Meadows 
donated  $100.00  which  paid  for  the  building.  The  building  was  moved 
to  the  present  location  on  one  acre  of  land,  which  M.  C.  Jones  and 
wife  Pansy  Jones,  donated  to  the  church.  In  1958,  R.  S.  Ogilvie  and 
Mrs.  B.  S.  Foster,  gave  to  the  church  additional  land  to  provide  space 
for  more  building  and  a  parking  lot. 

During  the  year  1925,  an  addition  was  added  to  the  building  and 
in  1950,  another  addition  of  eight  class  rooms  was  added.  In  July 
1955,  a  building  committee  of  three  members  was  appointed:  Archie 
Anderson,  Archie  Ellis,  and  Hazel  Stroud,  to  estimate  the  cost  of  a 
new  building.  At  June  meeting  in  1958,  Archie  Anderson,  chairman 
of  the  building  committee,  reported  that  the  plans  and  specifications 
were  ready  to  be  submitted  to  contractors  for  bids.  At  September 
meeting  1958,  bids  from  three  contractors  were  received.  G.  W.  Van- 
Meter's  being  the  lowest  bid  in  the  amount  of  $27,251.43  was  accept- 
ed by  the  church  and  the  building  committee  was  authorized  to  notify 
Mr.  VanMeter  the  church  had  accepted  his  bid  and  for  him  to  begin 
the  construction  of  the  building  within  the  next  two  weeks.  The 
church  authorized  the  trustees,  Archie  Anderson,  W.  J.  Pruitt  and 
Archie  Ellis,  to  execute  a  note  and  deed  of  trust  for  $20,000.00  to  the 
Northwestern  Bank  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  bank  and  the  trustees.  At  the  November  meeting  1958  the 
church  appointed  Archie  Ellis  to  keep  check  on  the  building  and 
Archie  Anderson  to  keep  check  on  the  wiring  and  see  that  it  was  done 
according  to  the  contract.  At  the  January  meeting  1959,  the  church 
voted  to  purchase  28  pews  at  the  price  of  $3,400.00,  making  a  total 
of  $30,651.43.  All  this  amount  has  been  paid  off  except  $20,400.00. 
It  is  to  be  highly  commended  for  retiring  its  debt  so  rapidly. 

This  church  has  had  some  great  revivals,  which  has  kept  the 
spiritual  side  of  life  growing  as  well  as  the  temporal.  In  Septem- 
ber revival  1923,  22  joined,  August  1933,  12,  August  1934,  10,  August 
1937,  10,  August  1944,  13,  August  1947,  18,  June  1959,  25  and  in 
1960,  25  by  letter,  and  26  by  baptism.  It  has  grown  in  membership 
from  13  charter  members  to  267,  making  a  total  gain  of  254  members 
in  43  years. 

It  has  had  pastors  as  follows:  Revs.  W.  E.  Linney,  1917-1921;  J. 
M.  McAlpin,  1921-1926;  W.  E.  Linney,  Jan.  1926,  to  October  1927; 
Levi  McCann,  1927-1928;  J.  M.  McAlpin,  1928-1929;  D.  C.  Thompson, 
1929-1930;  Atwell  Watts,  1930-1936;  Avery  Church,  1936-1938;  R. 
Gwaltney,  1938-1939;  F.  C.  Watts,  1939-1943;  Charlie  Poole,  1943- 
1947;  Fred  Blevins,  1947-1948;  Dean  Minton,  1948-1950;  C.  S.  Wel- 
born,  1950-1951;  Richard  Day,  1951-1954;  Mack  McCurdy,  1954-1955; 
Frank  Walker,  1955-1958;  When  Vaughn  Brown  was  elected  and  is 
still  serving  the  church  in  that  capacity. 

"At  the  February  meeting  in  1918,  there  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion as  to  the  pastors  remuneration  and  it  was  the  sentiment  of 
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the  meeting  that  under  present  conditions  $2.00  per  month  would  be 
a  fair  sum."  The  church  has  kept  increasing  the  salary  from  time  to 
time  until  at  the  present  time  it  pays  $1800.00  per  year.  The  church 
does  not  operate  on  a  budget  plan,  but  contributes  freely  to  the  mis- 
sion work  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association,  State  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  foreign  missions. 

It  has  ordained  deacons  as  follows;  January  1933,  Walter 
Stroud,  Silas  Tedder,  Fred  Blevins,  September  1923,  Cicero  Anderson, 
W.  A.  Ellis,  W.  T.  Stroud,  J.  T.  Jones,  I.  P.  Anderson,  and  R.  L. 
Jones,  in  1951,  M.  C.  Jones,  Archie  P.  Anderson,  Hazel  Stroud,  in 
1955,  Archie  Ellis  and  J.  C.  Anderson,  Jr.  and  in  January  1960,  B. 
E.  Osborne,  Boyd  Cook,  were  ordained. 

It  has  ordained  ministers  as  follows:  August  1943,  Fred  Blev- 
ins, February  1954,  Charles  Frank  Walker,  July  1958,  Clifford  John- 
son, and  in  1960,  Tommy  Johnson. 

It  has  had  clerks  as  follows:  R.  S.  Griswold,  1917-1919;  R.  L. 
Jones,  1919-1926;  W.  A.  Ellis,  1926-1933;  Charlie  Steelman,  1933-1937; 
Walter  Stroud,  1937-1942;  J.  W.  Hayes,  1942-1948;  Frank  Walker, 
1948-1954;  W.  M.'  Pruitt,  1954-1958;  when  M.  C.  Jones,  was  elected 
and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity. 

Sunday  school  was  organized  immediately  after  the  church  was 
organized  and  has  been  running  regularly  ever  since.  It  has  had  Sup- 
erintendents as  follows;  I.  P.  Anderson  was  elected  in  1918  and  served 
until  1947,  Frank  Walker,  1947-1956;  J.  C.  Anderson,  1956-1960,  when 
Boyd  Cook  was  elected  and  is  still  serving  as  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, with  an  attendance  of  167  last  year.  It  has  participated  in 
the  Vacation  Bible  school  very  actively.  In  1959,  it  enrolled  88,  with 
Mrs.  Boyd  Cook  as  principal,  and  in  1960,  it  enrolled  111,  with  Mrs. 
Virginia  Anderson  as  principal  and  Mrs.  Boyd  Cook,  secretary.

The  Christian  Action  League  is  having  a  temporary  lull  just  now 
pending  the  election  of  a  new  Executive  Secretary,  however  those  in 
charge  are  looking  forward  to  a  great  deal  of  action  soon,  and  a  cam- 
paign is  now  being  made  for  denominational  support.  There  are  six- 
teen denominations  supporting  the  League  now  and  it  is  hoped  that 
others  will  join  in  this  support.  It  is  also  hoped  that  many  more 
laymen  in  our  churches  will  join  and  support  the  League. 

One  of  the  chief  concerns  of  the  league  just  now  is  the  dog  and 
horse  racing  in  the  state  with  the  connected  gambling  going  on,  and 
the  League  is  seeking  ways  to  successfully  oppose  this. 

My  hope  is  that  we  as  Christians  may  so  support  the  Christian 
Action  League  that  it  may  be  able  to  promote  much  that  will  help 
to  bring  about  righteous  living  in  our  state.

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ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  entrusted  the  Annuity 
Board  with  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  our  pastors  and  their  fam- 
ilies in  the  days  of  need  and  anxiety.  This  program  of  protection  is 
called  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  provides  financial  help  in 
the  time  of  death,  disability,  and  retirement. 

We  urge  all  churches  to  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Annuity 
Board.  The  cost  to  the  church  is  only  10%  of  the  pastors  salary.  For 
instance:  $400.00  a  year  is  as  much  as  this  program  will  cost  any 
church  who  is  paying  their  pastor  $4,000.00  a  year  salary.  If  all  our 
churches  contribute,  then  all  our  pastors  will  be  protected  and  all  of 
our  churches  will  be  carrying  out  the  command  of  our  Lord. 

At  present,  12  churches  in  our  association  contribute  to  this  phase 
of  our  work.  This  is  a  denominational  program  and  deserves  the 
support  of  all  the  churches.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  is  launching  an  intensive  campaign  to  enlist  at  least  300 
additional  churches  this  year.  We  recommend  that  our  association 
adopt  our  share  of  this  as  a  goal  and  that  we  urge  all  our  deacons 
and  Brotherhood  members  to  present  this  program  to  their  churches 
as  soon  as  possible. 

We  also  suggest  that  one  of  our  monthly  Associational  meetings 
or  Brotherhood  meetings  be  given  to  the  discussion  of  this  phase  of 
our  denominational  work. 

Churches  desiring  further  information  should  contact  members 
of  the  Annuity  Committee,  the  Associational  Missionary,  or  Tom 
Greene,  Baptist  Building,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  who  is  the  Director 
of  the  Annuity  Board  work  in  North  Carolina.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

This  past  year: 

Translations  or  revisions  have  been  examined  or  linquistic  help 
given  in  79  languages.  Scriptures  in  25  languages  came  off  the  press. 
Major  translations  or  revisions  of  the  Bible  and  Testaments  were  in 
process  in  27  languages. 

Publications  reached  12,065,314  copies,  including  705,628  Bibles, 
1,303,305  Testaments,  and  over  9,968,436  Portions.  This  is  an  en- 
couraging report  but  it  is  not  enough  to  keep  up  with  the  rise  in  world 
population  and  literacy. 

Distribution  in  the  United  States  was  higher  than  any  previous 
year,  a  record  of  9,188,978  volumes.  Scriptures  were  used  in  ministry 
to  Indians,  Migrants,  Hospitals,  Penal  and  Correctional  Institutions, 
International  Students,  Weekday  release-time  classes,  and  Gospel 
Portion  dispensers. 
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Service  personnel  have  been  supplied  with  the  Scriptures  without 
cost  since  1818.  For  them  and  for  hospitalized  veterans  the  Society 
has  deemed  this  service  a  primary  responsibility.  Chaplains  requested 
and  received  a  total  of  1.064,104  Scripture  volumes  for  free  distribu- 
tion last  year. 

Sharing  with  the  blind,  the  Society  sent  to  the  Blind  a  total  of 
61,396  volumes  and  Talking  Book  records  as  compared  with  55,706 
the  year  before. 

Finger-Phono  (Hand  Operated  Phonograph)  has  become  an  in- 
creasing useful  tool  for  missionaries.  A  staff  has  been  assigned  to 
prepare  recordings  in  the  languages  of  countries  where  they  may  be 
used  in  ministry  to  non-literates.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

Recognizing  the  need  of  our  Association  and  our  churches  for 
held  and  guidance  in  stewardship  promotion,  we  recommend: 

That  Article  25  be  numbered  26;  that  Article  26  be  numbered  27; 
that  Article  27  be  numbered  28;  and  that  a  new  article  numbered  25 
be  added,  as  follows: 

"Article  25.  The  Stewardship  and  Coopei-ative  Program  Com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  encourage  each  church  to  teach  and  practice  Bible  stewardship,  to 
give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support  world  mission  causes 
through  the  Cooperative  Program."

HISTORY  OF  MILLERS  CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Millers  Creek  Baptist  Mission  was  sponsored  by  the  Pleasant 
Home  Baptist  Church,  with  the  Pastor,  Rev.  Clate  Brown  leading  the 
people  in  the  church  and  in  the  mission  community  in  planning  and 
promoting  the  mission.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  June  30- 
July  4,  1958  with  35  enrolled.  A  Church  census  was  taken  in  the  Mill- 
ers Creek  community  September  21,  1958,  with  169  prospects  dis- 
covered. Wrenn  Minton  was  elected  as  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
for  the  mission,  and  the  first  Sunday  school  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Fireman's  Hall  at  Millers  Creek,  October  5,  1958,  with  21  present. 
The  Sunday  school  board  provided  free  literature  for  the  first  three 
months,  and  gave  25  new  Baptist  Hymnals  for  the  mission. 

The  first  worship  seivice  was  conducted  February  8,  1959,  with 
the  Rev.  John  R.  Wright,  Brushy  Mountain  Associational  Missionary, 
preaching  on  the  subject,  "Christ  Is  The  Answer."  The  Rev.  Clate 
Brown  preached  twice  each  month  and  preached  in  two  revivals.  The 
first  revival  was  held  May  29-31,  1959  with  one  profession  of  faith 
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and  one  joining  by  letter.  The  second  revival  was  held  November  2-7, 
1959,  with  two  professions  of  faith  for  baptism  reported. 

On  Sunday  night,  November  15,  1959,  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Mis- 
sion presented  a  letter  to  Pleasant  Home  Baptist  Church,  in  church 
conference,  asking  permission  to  constitute  themselves  into  a  co- 
operating Southern  Baptist  Church.  They  asked  that  Pleasant  Home 
Baptist  Church  call  a  council  of  brethren  from  other  churches  to 
meet  on  December  6,  1959,  at  2:30  p.  m.  at  the  Millers  Creek  Fire- 
men's Hall  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  constitution  of  Millers 
Creek  Baptist  Church. 

The  Service  of  Constitution  for  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Church 
was  held  December  6,  1959,  at  2:30  p.  m.  at  the  Millers  Creek  Fire- 
man's Hall  at  Millers  Creek,  N.  C. 

The  service  was  begun  with  the  singing  of  "How  Firm  A  Foun- 
dation, and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Eller,  pastor  of  Lewis  Fork  Baptist 
Church,  led  in  prayer. 

The  Rev.  Clate  Brown,  pastor  of  Pleasant  Home  Baptist 
Church  which  sponsored  the  mission  at  Millers  Creek,  made  introduc- 
tory remarks  and  read  the  Articles  Of  Faith  and  Rules  of  Order 
which  had  been  approved  by  the  Mission  November  28,  1959. 

Miss  Grace  Nichols,  clerk  of  the  Pleasant  Home  Baptist  Church, 
was  chosen  to  serve  as  the  clerk  for  the  meeting.  She  read  a  brief 
history  of  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Mission. 

The  Rev.  Clyde  Church  preached  the  sermon,  using  as  his  theme, 
"The  Church,  A  Unique  Institution."  He  developed  the  following  out- 
line: 1.  The  Church  Is  Unique  As  An  Institution.  2.  The  Church  Is 
Unique  In  It's  Foundation.  3.  The  Church  is  Unique  In  It's  Mission. 
4.  The  Church  is  Unique  in  It's  Permanency.  5.  The  Church  Is  Unique 
in  It's  Dividends. 

A  Constitution  Council  was  formed,  with  the  Rev.  John  R.  Wright 
chosen  to  moderate  the  Council,  and  Miss  Grace  Nichols  chosen  to 
serve  as  clerk  for  the  proceedings.  A  motion  was  passed  unanimous- 
ly by  the  council  to  formally  constitute  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist 
Mission  as  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Church,  with  charter  member- 
ship of  the  new  church  to  remain  open  for  a  period  of  three  months, 
until  March  6,  1960.  A  call  was  made  for  church  letters  of  all  who 
wished  to  join  the  new  church.  The  following  letters  were  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Clate  Brown  and  Miss  Grace  Nichols,  and  approved  by 
the  council:  from  the  Pleasant  Home  Baptist  Church,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clate  Bumgarner,  Miss  Martha  Snyder,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clay  Church, 
Mrs.  Lois  Staley,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Quincy  M.  Reavis,  Miss  Brenda 
Reavis,  and  Mrs.  Mabel  Cockerham;  from  the  Purlear  Baptist  Church, 
Mrs.  Ester  Elledge;  from  North  Wilkesboro  First  Baptist  Church,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  James  Spicer,  and  Miss  Sara  Spicer;  from  the  Union  Bap- 
tist Church,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Sheets;  from  the  Lewis  Fork  Baptist 
Church,  Hadley  Church,  Bryant  Church,  Miss  Vetra  Church,  and  Mrs. 
Stella  K.  Miller. 

The  service  of  constitution  was  read  responsively  by  the  congre- 
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gation  with  the  Rev.  John  R.  Wright  leading.  The  Church  Covenant 
was  read  in  unison,  and  followed  by  the  prayer  of  dedication  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Wright. 

The  Constitution  Council  was  then  adjourned.  Those  serving  on 
the  council  were:  the  Rev.  Clyde  Church,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  McQueen,  Jr., 
the  Rev.  Buddy  Mathis,  the  Rev.  Hunter  Church,  the  Rev.  Howard 
Laney,  the  Rev.  Harvey  White,  the  Rev.  J.  Glenn  Huffman,  the  Rev. 
A.  W.  Eller,  the  Rev.  John  R.  Wright,  and  Charlie  Bumgarner,  R. 
Don  Nichols,  Virgil  M.  Church,  and  Miss  Grace  Nichols. 

A  brief  business  session  of  the  Millers  Creek  Baptist  Church  was 
conducted  in  which  the  Rev.  Clate  Brown  was  elected  as  interim 
pastor,  Hadley  Church  as  Clerk,  and  James  Spicer  as  Sunday  School 
Superintendent.  The  date  for  the  next  business  meeting  was  set  for 
December  19,  1959. 

The  Rev.  Hunter  Church  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

"Bless  Be  The  Tie  That  Binds"  was  sung  as  the  Right  Hand  of 
Fellowship  was  extended  to  all  the  new  members  of  the  Millers  Cx'eek 
Baptist  Church. 

The  church  ordained  its  first  deacons  March  5,  1960,  Guy  Sheets 
and  Hadley  Church.  The  following  deacons  were  received  from  their 
mother  church  when  they  joined  as  charter  members:  Clate  Bum- 
garner,  Virgil  M.  Church,  and  James  Spicer. 

The  church  voted  March  19,  1960  to  purchase  land  adjoining 
Millers  Creek  Fire  Department,  from  C.  C.  Faw  of  North  Wilkesboro, 
N.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  church.  The  amount  paid  for  the 
land  was  $8,000.00,  and  the  balance  due  on  the  land  as  of  August  31, 
1960  is  $1,600.00. 

The  church  now  has  a  building  committee  working  on  plans  for 
our  new  church. 

On  June  4,  1960  in  church  conference,  Millers  Creek  Baptist 
Church  voted  to  make  an  application  for  membei'ship  in  The  Brushy 
Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  North  Carolina. 

A  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted  June  27-July  1,  1960, 
with  an  enrollment  of  100  and  average  attendance  of  93.  There  were 
two  professions  of  faith. 

A  Training  Union  was  started  April  3,  1960,  with  28  present. 
It  has  now  grown  to  an  enrollment  of  99. 

The  Sunday  School  has  grown  from  an  enrollment  of  60  when 
the  church  was  Constituted,  December  6.  1959,  to  an  enrollment  of 
156. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  Journal  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  N.  C.  is  in  the  church  budget  and  goes  into  every  home  in  the 
Every-Family  Plan. 

The  church  has  conducted  two  revivals  this  year,  the  first  revival 
was  held  April  24-30,  1960,  with  six  joining  the  church  on  profession 
of  faith,  and  one  joining  by  letter.  The  second  revival  was  held  Au- 
gust 28,  September  4,  1960  with  fifteen  joining  the  church  by  profes- 
sion of  faith  and  four  joining  by  letter.     The   total  membership  of 
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the  church  is  74,  with  37  Baptisms  reported  for  the  year,     and     37 
joining  the  church  by  letter  and  other  additions. 

The  church  voted  June  26,  1960  in  church  conference  to  call  as 
it's  first  pastor,  Rev.  Dean  Dillard  of  Route  1  North  Wilkesboro,  N. 
C.  Rev.  Dillard  will  serve  full  time,  and  he  began  his  pastorate  Sep- 
tember 1,  1960. 

Other  progress  reported  during  the  year  was:  Total  receipts  for 
all  purposes  $8,134.82,  total  expenditures  $7,993.14,  cooperative  pro- 
gram $21.80,  designated  association  $17.60,  foreign  missions  $42.64, 
Childrens  Homes  $22.00  and  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital  $50.30.  Goals  for 
coming  year  $5.00  per  month  to  Cooperative  Program. 

Rules  of  Decorum,  approved  by  the  Church  November  28,  1959: 

"Each  conference  meeting  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer 
or  singing.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pastor  to  preside  at  each  meet- 
ing. In  the  absence  of  the  pastor  a  moderator  pro-tem  may  be  chosen 
from  among  the  male  members.  When  any  question  of  business  arises 
in  the  church,  only  one  member  shall  speak  on  any  subject  at  the 
same  time,  and  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  moderator 
with  the  title  Brother  Moderator,  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  member  except  the  moderator.  All  motions  made 
and  seconded  shall  come  under  consideration  of  the  church  unless 
withdrawn  by  the  person  who  made  the  same. 

No  member  is  permitted  to  speak  more  than  two  times  on  one 
subject,  except  by  permission  of  the  church.  A  profound  silence  shall 
be  observed  by  the  members  when  another  member  is  speaking.  While 
on  church  business  members  are  requested  to  pay  strict  attention  to 
the  business  and  keep  seats  close  together  and  not  depart  without 
absolute  necessity  only  by  permission  of  the  moderator.  All  grievances 
shall  be  attended  to  in  gospel  order,  before  coming  to  the  church. 
In  receiving  and  dismission  of  members  the  vote  shall  be  by  major- 
ity. All  questions  coming  before  the  church  shall  be  decided  by  the 
members  present.  Sacramental  ordainance  and  communion  shall  be 
attended  to  as  often  as  the  church  thinks  proper.  The  church  may 
choose  themselves  a  clerk  to  keep  the  records  of  their  proceedings 
and  may  appoint  other  officers  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  regu- 
lar church  discipline.  These  rules  of  decorum  shall  be  read  or  posted 
quarterly  in  the  church. 

The  church  has  one  Woman's  Missionary  Union  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  20,  and  one  G.  A.  organization  with  an  enrollment  of  15. 
There  is  one  Junior  R.  A.  Chapter  with  an  enrollment  of  12.
